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Editor Of Facts Forum 
To Teach, Lecture Here 

The editor of "Facts Forum," nationally known monthly 
magazine, has joined the Northwestern State College faculty 
for the summer session, President John S. Kyser has an- 
nounced. 

He is Dr. Medford Evans, former 
worker in the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission's offices in New York and 
Los Alamos, and author of the en- 
lightening book, "The Secret War 
for the A-Bomb." 

Evans, who has a Ph. D. degree 
from Yale, will be assigned to the 
Department of Social Sciences and 
will teach such courses as Great 
fcsues and American Biography, 
both of which will be offered on 

the advanced undergraduate and 
graduate levels. In addition, he 
will give a series of lectures at the 
college this summer, times and 
dates to be announced in the near 
future. 

With 13 years of college teaching 
experience behind him, including a 
year as dean of the college at Mc- 
Murry College, Abilene, Texas, the 
outstanding educator-author is a 
native of Lufkin, Texas, where he 
attended elementary school. 

His background includes out- 
standing work on national security. 
From 1944 to 1952 he worked on 
the atomic energy project in Oak 
Ridge and Washington. In April, 
1948 he represented AEC's Wash- 
ington Security Division in the 
installation of new personnel clear- 
ance procedures at Los Alamos, 
New Mexico. For his work as acting 
chief of AEC's Organization and 
Management in 1950, he was given 
a special meritorious award. Dr. 
Evans advanced to AEC Chief of 
Security Education and Training 
in February, 1951. 

He resigned this position in 
March, 1952, in order to write "The 
Secret War for the A-Bomb," a 
book which had an atomic inpact 
of its own. Because of it, he is 
widely considered to have respon- 
sibility for a bill now pending In 
both Houses of Congress to auth- 
orize up to $500,000 for inform- 
ation leading to the disclosure of 
hidden A-Bombs. Dr. Evans was 
charged by the "Nation" magazine 
with major responsibility for bring- 
ing on the Oppenheimer case. 

"The Secret War for the A- 
Bomb" was discussed in editorials 
in the "Saturday Evening Post" 
and the "New York Daily News," 
and in columns by Fulton Lewis, 
Jr. and Holmes Alexander. The re- 
vealing book was reviewed with 

great praise by "Ordnance," a 
semi-official publication in Wash- 
ington, D. C. and in a column by 
Ralph de Toledano which was syn- 
dicated from coast to coast. 

Dr. Evans is the author of artic- 
les and verse in the "Southwest 
Review," "Sewanee Review," "Har- 
per's Magazine," "American 
Speech," "Freedom," "New Lead- 
er," and "Human Events." 

Dr. Evans was educated in the 
public schools of Texas and Okla- 
homa. He attended Oklahoma Bap- 
tist University and the University 
of Chattanooga (Tenn.), where he 
was graduated at the top of his 
class, A. B. magna cum laude. He 
received his doctorate from Yale 
m 1S33.

Graduate Students 
Boost Enrollment 
By Total Of 265 

Northwestern State Col- 
lege's summer school enroll- 
ment had reached the 1,429 
mark, setting a new record for 
a summer semester, as regi- 
stration closed this week. 

This total represents an increase 
of 38 per cent over last summer's 
enrollment of 1,044, Otis R. Crew, 
reported. 

265 students of this total repre- 
senting 31 parishes and one county 
(Texas) are registered for the grad- 
uate program in education, begun 
in January. Of this number, 125 
are men and 140 women. 

A further breakdown of enroll- 
ment figures shows 373 freshmen, 
253 sophomores, 265 juniors and 
274 seniors: 559 men and 870 wom- 
en. 

The breakdown reveals 265 in 
the graduate school, 113 in Applied 
Arts and Sciences, 143 in Arts and 
Sciences, 642 in Education and 
266 in Nursing. Both on and off 
campus students are included in 
the Nursing School count 

Veterans registered include 148 
men and one woman, five who serv- 
ed in World War H and 144 in the 
Korean Conflict 

Fifty-six parishes in the state 
are represented in the overall regi- 
stration figure, with students also 
from seven states and one foreign 
country. 

Enrollment in the Northwestern 
Graduate School this summer to- 
tals 265, with 31 parishes in the 
state represented by the large num- 
ber of in-service teachers and re- 
cent graduates attending the first 
summer session of the new pro- 
gram. 

One representative in the gradu- 
ate school is from Liberty County 
in Texas. The Lone Texan was not 
identified in the information re- 
ceived from the office of the dean.

During the past Spring Semester, the Current Sauce er- 
roneously printed the vital news that rules governing women 
students had been revised and passed by the administration.

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Reds Intend 
Taking Over 
Says Evans

"Communism is an organization 
that intends to take over." 

This definition was offered by 
Dr. Medford Evans, recent editor 
of Facts Forum magazine, in a 10 
a. m. general assembly of the 
Northwestern student body Thurs- 
day. 

Dr. Evans "jumped into the mid- 
dle" of a series of six Summer 
lectures by beginning with Topic 
Number Three, "What is Com- 
munism?" His next lecture, "The 
Attack on America," will be given 
in the court between Caldwell Hall 
and Russell Library Tuesday at 8 
p. m. 

"Take over what?" continued the 
Lufkin, Texas, educator. "Every- 
thing," he answered. 

Unlike other forms of govern- 
ment, Dr. Evans explained. Com- 
munism is not content to control 
any one area of life, but intends 
to monopolize everything — includ- 
ing thought itself. 

After broadening his definition 
of Communism as an organization 
that intends to "take over," the 
author of "The Secret War For The 
A-Bomb" gave two other defini- 
tions of Communism as an econ- 
omic system and as a philosophy. 

As an economic system, he stat- 
ed that Communism had been dis- 
carded even by its leading advocate, 
the Soviet Union. The system of 
providing for all from a communal 
source has been proven unsuccess- 
ful in every trial. 

Dr. Evans pointed out that the 
USSR, as a necessity for self-pres- 
ervation, has been constantly modi- 
fying its Communist economic sys- 
tem with Capitalist methods. Lenin 
discovered long ago that pure 
Communist economics wouldn't 
Work. 

The philosophy of Communism 



started with Karl Marx' "dialecti- 
cal materialism," Dr. Evans stated. 
The Communist philosophy places 
all history in a pattern of class 
evolution, with Communism pictur- 
ed as the climax of this evolution. 

According to Communist philos- 
ophy, the 48-year old Yale gradu- 
ate continued, slavery, serfdom and 
capitalism have been the steps 
leading to the end result— the 
"Worker's Paradise." 

But this philosophy is disproven 
by the fact that the Class Revolu- 
tion which Marx predicted came 
in Russia — one of the weakest na- 
tions at that time (1917) in the 
world— instead of England — the 
most advanced — Dr. Evans stated. 

The growth of Communism is 
unparalleled in history, he stated. 
It has engulfed half the world in 
37% years and, by reasonable pro- 
jection and simple mathematics, 
should take in the other half in an- 
other 5-10 years unless stopped. 

And, the Ph. D. from Texas con- 
cluded, the only thing which the 
Communists themselves believe can 
stop them is the United States of 
America.

We Won Our Share Of The GSC Glory In '55

Northwestern State's 1955 track and field juggernaut 
found its third straight Gulf States Conference title to be the 
easiest of all last month, and followed up the championship per- 
formance with a couple of sterling post-season appearances. 

Coach Walter Ledet's silk-smooth thinclads chalked up 
GSC Crown Number Three in ridiculously simple fashion, leav- 
ing runner-up Southwestern Louisiana Institute by more than 

40 points. 

The Dmons piled up a record 
total of lliy4 points to 69% for 
SLI and 68V4 for Louisiana Tech's 
Bulldogs, a close third. Southeast- 
ern Louisiana College was the only 
other crew to break into double 
figures, scoring 32Vi. 

Then the Purple and White 
trackmen, represented by only 
seven men, took third place in the 
Southern AAU Meet at New Or- 
leans, and — dropping one more — 
placed sixth in the national small- 
college (NAIA) Meet at Abilene, 
Texas. 

Top performer for the last three 
meets was junior high jumper Ted 
Duggan of Florien. Duggan set a 
GSC record of 6'6-15/16" at the 
conference meet, smashing the old 
record by nearly six inches, set a 
new Southern AAU record at New 
Orleans with a 6'7y4" leap, and 
placed second in the nationals with 
a 6'7" clearance. 

At Abilene Duggan was nosed out 
for the national championship by 
Eastern Illinois' Lloyd Smith, who 
skimmed over 6'8" on his third 
and final attempt. His 6'7y4" at 
New Orleans was an all-time school 
record for NSC. 

Northwestern racked up five first 
places in track races and five in 
the field events at the Gulf States 
Meet, eclipsing five records in the 
process. 

Freshman Harold Smith of Shre- 
veport breezed through the 880 
yard run in 1:58.9 for the only 
track record. The Demons went 
wild afield, however, as Duggan, 
discus specialist Charlie Johnson, 
shot put artist Mixon (Doc) Bank- 
ston, and pole vaulter Lacey Lof- 
ton set GSC records. 

Johnson spun the discus 143'- 
11%" to topple the old mark of 
138'7" held by Loyola's Ray Rocker, 
Bankston lost the shot put with a 
51'3-3/4" heave to upset his own 
record by more than three feet, 
and Lofton pierced the 12'7-3/8" 
ozone to beat the old mark of 12'- 
5W held by Loyola's Frank Hy- 
mel. 

For the other Demon victories, 
record-holder Larry Whitt went 
22'6%" in the broad jump, senior 
Jack Bice sped through the 220 
yard dash in 21.8 seconds, senior 
J. P. Self sped the 440 in 49.3 sec- 
onds, and the NSC 440 and 880 re- 
lay foursomes came under the wire 
ahead. 

Winning relaymen were Bice, 
Steve Jordan, freshman Dwayne 
Murphy and senior "Red" Smith, 
with junior Jack Rogers subbing 
for Smith on the 880 group. 

The times were 42.7 seconds in 
the 440 and 1:29.2 in the 880. 

In the Southern AAU Meet Dug- 
gan and Self set new school records 
and won their events, and John- 
son set an all-time NSC record in 
his speciality but finished third. 
Turning in top-notch runner-up 
performances were Jordan, Bank- 
ston and Whitt. 

Self topped off the 880 in 1:56.1, 
cracking his own school record by 
more than a second, and Johnson 
threw the discus 145'2". Jordan 
took second in the 220 behind 
Houston's nationally-ranked Larry 
McBride with a 21.0, Bankston lost 
in the shot put for the first time, 
throwing 48'2", and Whitt got 22'- 
3" before pulling a muscle in the 
broad jump. 

Aside from Duggan's runner-up 
spot in the high jump, Bankston 
and Self came through with fourth 
places in the NAIA Meet and Lof- 
ton tied for sixth in the pole vault. 

Bankston threw the shot 48'1%" 
and Self ran the half in 1:56.2.

Dr. Medford Evans, referring to the United States-Soviet 
Union struggle, told Northwestern students Tuesday morning 
that "There is not room enough for 
them and us." 



In the third of a series of six 
summer lectures, the taciturn Tex- 
an stated that technological devel- 
opments had reduced the world 
into a smell arena. "The world," 
he said, "is too fast for any plaus- 
ible co-existence of the United 
States and the Soviet Union." 

He struck deeper into this point 
by quoting a passage from an ar- 
icle by Dr. John Von Neumann in 
the June issue of "Fortune" maga- 
zine, which began "Literally and 
figuratively, we are running out of 
room." 

After defining atomic energy 
and the fundamental theory of the 
Atomic Bomb, Dr. Evans stated 
that security is as important as 
the production of the bombs in 
terms of national safety. 

"In 1946 England knew every- 
thing there was to know about 
atomic energy," he said. "But Rus- 
sia exploded its first bomb in 1949, 
while England wasn't able to ex- 
plode one until 1952." 

The only possible answer, con- 
tinued the famous author-edueat- 
or, is that they stole some mater- 
ials produced in our plants. 

To ilustrate how simple an A- 
Bomb theft could be, Dr. Evans re- 
called that the lieutenant who 
dropped the first bomb over Hiro- 
shima carried his bomb in a brief- 
case. 

Five freight trains, each a mile 
long, would be required to carry 
the equivalent of the lieutenant's 
briefcase if other types of explos- 
ives were used. 

Citing the Los Alamos atomic 
plant as an example of insufficient 
security measures, the soft-spoken 
Pk. D. said that Robert Oppenhei- 
mer and a tribe of his kinfolk, 
nearly all either communists or 
former communists, were in strate- 
gic positions at Los Alamos. 

"Los Alamos was literally crawl- 
ing with communists," he stated. 

Security measures often present 
ticklish problems, Dr. Evans con- 
tinued, because in cases where 
there is a doubt, the person in 
question is usually left in or kick- 
ed out on the basis of popular 
sway. 

"It is my opinion," he concluded, 
"that we should generate what- 
ever popular pressure possible to 
see that a better job is done."

"Put that on the horses and tell 
Benny to cut the proscenium with 
a tormentor." 

Don't be startled, but the odds 
are two to one that you would hear 
that statement, or one similar if 
you visited Northwestern's Fine 
Arts Building just now, and we 
haven't started a race track or a 
torture chamber. It's just College 
.Theatre giving birth to a new pro- 
duction, "Ladies in Retirement," 
and all the "slanguage" that goes 
with it. 

If you've ever thought, even for 
a moment, that the "magic" of 
theatre was truly magic, that the 
magnificient scenery behind an 
opening night curtain just grew, 
come down to the workshop for an 
hour and watch the stage crew at 
work. Your illusions might vanish 
in a flood of sweat and ingenuity, 
but you can bet your bottom dol- 
lar you'll go home with a respect 
for college theatre that you didn't 
bring with you. 

Milton Smith, in his book, Play 
Production, defines a play as a 
story presented by actors on a 
stage before an audience. That is 
true, as far as it goes, but there 
are many facets to a properly pro- 
duced play that never come in 
viewing range of an audience. 

Here at Northwestern, each 
member of the college theatre 
group learns those facets the hard 
way, usually before he ever tries 
out his acting skills. 

Sparked by fast moving, soft 
spoken Dr. Edna West, dircetor of 
the Drama department, production 
on a play begins to roll as soon as 
the story is chosen and the cast 
assigned by means of readings and 
try-outs. 

Perhaps the most stupendous 
job to be done is building of the 
set. To a beginner, the huge assort- 
ment of boards, hardware, canvas 
and paint, to say nothing of the 
malicious looking saws in the 
workshop, can be pretty confusing. 
But to a seasoned set builder like 
Sterling Minturn, chemistry major 
from Natchitoches, its all in a 
day's work. 

Sterling, who is the stage man- 
ager for "Ladies in Retirement," 
has the job of breaking in begin- 
ners who are all thumbs with a 
hammer and don't know a band 
saw from a ripper. These are usu- 
ally female and it is a comical sight 
to see them puffing and struggling 
to build a flat, which is a panel of 
scenery, but when the set finally 
begins to take shape, the feeling of 
accomplishment evens up the work 
that went into it. Benny Rayner,

ing early in the game is props, 
headed by Gloria Jean Salter of 
Natchitoches. Props is responsible 
for every movable article on stage 
from the furniture to the instru- 
ment by which one of our "retired 
ladies" gets murdered. Gloria 
Jean's big problem right now is 
how to get a dead bird for one of 
the nutty sisters to amuse her- 
self with, and to keep it through 
two dress rehearsals, and three ac- 
tual productions. A small girl, who 
looks weighed down with a hammer 
in her hand, Gloria doesn't feel 
like going out and shooting even 
one herself, much less a fresh one 
every day. Gloria is enrolled in 
Summer Theatre Workshop, but 
expects to return to SMU this Fall 
as a chemistry major. 

Another girl with a headache is 
Joan Amos, speech major from 
Perryville, who is heading cos- 
tumes. "Ladies in Retirement" is 
a period play, set in nineteenth 
century England and the characters 
must be dressed accordingly. That 
means a lot of reading about nine- 
teenth century dress and a lot of 
sewing, for even if the costume 
needed is already made, likely as 
not Joan will have to remake a 
size 12 to fit a size 14 figure or take 
in a size 14 to fit a size 10. 

The publicity crew comes in for 
it's share of problems too. Work- 
ing frantically against time they 
type, mimegraph, make posters, 
prepare announcements, make con- 
tacts for radio plugs, do legwork 
advertising and generally spread 
the news that will bring in an audi- 
ence, which after all, is the life of 
any play. Publicity for "Ladies in 
Retirement" is headed by Frankie 
Corley, a speech major from Nat- 
chitoches. 

Meanwhile, the cast, aided, abet- 
ted and sometimes pushed by Dr. 
West, have learned their lines and 
gone through three weeks of night- 
ly gruelling rehearsal. There are 
good nights and bad ones, jubilance 
and aching fatigue, laughter and a 
few tears, but the play gets into 
better and better shape as the great 
night approaches. 

Opening night for "Ladies in 
Retirement," Wednesday, July 6 in 
the Fine Arts Little Theatre, will 
find the ends all pulled together by 
unbeatable teamwork. Backstage 
the air will be filled with nervous 
tension, suppressed excitement and 
some confusion. 

At 8:00 sharp the lights will 
dim and a hush will fall over the 
theatre audience. Lights will flick- 
er out, the curtain will rise on a 
gloomy country cottage in England 
and the drama of murder and sus- 
penses will begin. 

You, the audience will for a 
short time, be drawn into the lives, 
the loves and conflicts of mythical 
people in a make-believe world, 
and you will love it.

Who is he — this man who lec- 
tures about Communism and the 
A-Bomb? 

He dosn't look like one who has 
rubbed elbows with Nazis, Reds 
and ex-convicts as well as high 
ranking government officials. He 
looks, and ao*s like — what he is 
now — a college professor. 

Yet Dr. Medford Evans can lay 
claim to more interesting experi- 
ences in his life than the average 
professor would in a hundred years. 

If he doesn't tell you about them 
its because he is overly modest — 
aad wliat seems like extreme re- 
serve on the speaker's stand is 
really a nice sort of shyness. 

In his office he is friendly and 
obliging. But the thing that is most 
impressive about Dr. Evans is the 
core of calm, serious purpose that 
comes through everything he says 
and does. 

An example of this is shown in 
the reason he gives for his resig- 
nation from the Atomic Energy 
Commission in 1952. 

"They refused to adopt my Am- 
erican - first policy. I couldn't 
bring myself to compromise; so I 
resigned my post as Chief of Secur- 
ity Training. To me there is no 
question of which comes first, my 
ceuntry or the rest of the world." 

And these words are a clue to 
the whole personality of the man. 
His principles are clear cut, and 
the roots of them are imbedded as 
deeply inside him as those of an 
oak in the soil on which it stands. 

He comes by his way of think- 
ing honestly. His father is a Metho- 
dist minister to whom right is 
right and wrong is wrong and never 
the twain shall meet. 

"I was three years old when my 
fatter decided to become a preach- 
er and started to college. It was 
much harder in those days for a 
married man to go to school than 
it is now, but he wouldn't compro- 
mise with his conscience, so he 
eventually achieved his goal." 

He is speaking ef Dr. L. L. Evans, 
evangelist and radio speaker of El 
Paso, Texas. There are two bro- 
thers; Dr. Ward Erans, a surgeon 
fa El Paso, and Dr. Bob Evans, 
Methodist minister in Gainesville, 
Georgia. 

"It has come to the point," laughs 
Dr. Evans, "that when all of us are 
in o«e place and someone calls for 
Dr. Evans, there is a mad scramble 
to find out which one is wanted." 

Of his early life, Dr. Evans' chief 
memories axe of moving around — 
a typical complaint of preachers' 
sons. He attended six elementary 
schools, three high schools and 
twe colleges. 

"Br the time I got to graduate 
school I was well ready to settle 
down, so I did all my graduate 



work at Yale. However, I haven't 
been very successful in settling 
down since then. My work has tak- 
en me to many sections of the 
country and even now I can't seem 
to claim a permanent home. If 
you insist though, I might say Dal- 
las is my home. I was born in Luf- 
kin, and a good Texan usually re- 
turns to Texas eventually." 

One of Dr. Evans' ventures out 
of Texas turned out to be the most 
profitable of his career. 

He was teaching at the Univer- 
sity of Mississippi in 1928 when 
he met a pretty Latin major from 
McComb, Miss., Miss Josephine 
Stanton. 

"I majored in English, with min- 
ors in History, French and Greek. 
Her Latin seemed to fill up the 
blank space so we got engaged. She 
was only a junior though, so we 
waited until she graduated and 
taught a year to get married. That 
was in 1931. We returned to Yale 
then, and she taught school while 
I worked on my Ph.D. which came 
through in '33." 

This language combination turn- 
ed out to be a wise thing in more 
ways than one. It produced a tall, 
handsome son named Stanton, who 
graduated Magna cum laude, Phi 
Beta Kappa, from Yale this Spring, 
and who will return to New York 
in the Fall as assistant editor of 
The Freeman, a national magazine 
of political and economic signifi- 
cance. It also produced a daughter, 
Kate, who at eighteen, is beginn- 
ing her junior year at the Univer- 
sity of Texas and is employed this 
summer by the American National 
Research Foundation in Dallas. 

It was his strong desire to do 
something useful in the war effort 
that led Dr. Evans to give up col- 
lege teaching and accept the job 
of training instructor at Oak 
Ridge in 1944. His duties were to 
advise new employees of the atom- 
ic project and to help in the secur- 
ity check of prospective employ- 
ees. 

"There was a vast turnover of 
workers and Oak Ridge was a 
boomtown madhouse. The biggest 
problems we had in security were 
ex-convicts and Nazis. The Japs 
\Oere easy to spot and we weren't 
worried about Communists then." 

It is one of Dr. Evan's regrets 
that the United States was not 
worried more about Communist in- 
filtration during World War H. 

A staunch patriot, Dr. Evans, 
abhors even the Slightest tinge of 
Communism. Yet he is quite dis- 
passionate about his views. He says 
as calmly as though he were issuing 
an invitation to dinner: 

"The Communist Doctrine is not 
only radical, it is illegal, immoral 
and appeals chiefly to people who

are misfits in society." 

Dr. Evans regards the Commun- 
ist movement in this country as a 
danger that should not be under 
estimated. "They're sneaky. And 
they change the party line ever so 
often in order to drag more peo- 
ple into the net." 

He tells of two Communist meet- 
ings he attended in 1931. The first 
was large and there was a lot of 
singing and testimonials akin to a 
religious revival. 

The second one was small, allow- 
ing anyone who wished to make a 
speech. Dr. Evans, not quite under- 
standing what Communism was 
about, got up to talk. 

He said, "According to your 
speeches here, Communism is in- 
terested in the poor man, the down 
and outer, and how to help him. 
Well, we Christians are interested 
in the same thing. Now if Christ- 
ians and Communists could get to- 
gether — " 

Whereupon a grizzly old party- 
liner rose te his feet and proceed- 
ed to state that Communism would 
never have anything in common 
with Christianity and the young 
man was a fool for suggesting it. 

"That was their line in 1931," 
says Dr. Evans. In 1934 or '35 they 
would have praised my speech in 
order to fool people. That's how so 



many innocent people got drawn 
into Communist front organizations 
during that period." 

In 1947, Dr. Evans was trans- 
ferred to the Washington Office of 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
and in 1951 was made chief of se- 
curity training. 

Having failed to put over his 
policy stating that, although the 
Commission was interested in Inter- 
national Cooperation, it's first duty 
was the protection of the United 
States, Dr. Evans resigned his post. 

By this time he felt that a book 
should be written informing the 
public what was going on in the 
places like Oak Ridge and Los Ala- 
mos. 

He spent a year in research and 
in October, 1953, "The Secret War 
for the A-Bomb" was published. 

It is a well written book — frank 
and informative. In it there are 
some interesting revelations con- 
cerning the secret burrowing of 
Communist spies into our defense 
program and of the people who let 
them get away with it. 

After his book was published, Dr. 
Evans was called to McMurray Col- 
lege of Abilene, Texas, as Dean. 
A little over a year later in Octo- 
ber, 1954, he was offered the posi- 
tion of coordinator-editor of Facts 
Forum magazine. 

When he took over Facts Forum 
it was a 32 page publication with a 
circulation of 30,000. Eight months 
later the magazine, under Dr. Ev- 
an's guidance, had been boosted to 
64 pages with aa average circula- 
tion of 300,000. It featured some of 
the best known writers in the 
country. 

A change of publishing policy 
brought about Dr. Evans resigna- 
tion in May of this year. Almost 
immediately he was requested by 
Dr. Kyser to teach history at North- 
western State College, and to con- 
duct a series of lectures on his 
experiences in the Security and 
Atomic Energy program. 

It is obvious that he is regarded 
with great affection by his family. 

"He's a nice guy," said Mrs. Ev- 
ans, "after twenty-four years of 
competing with world affairs. He 
always remembers birthdays and 
anniversaries." 

It seems that the versatile Dr. 
Evans is a whiz at turning out 
woodwork and growing roses. 

"He plays the piano too," confid- 
es Mrs. Evans. 

The question, "Surely he has 
some outstanding fault — some hu- 
man failing to offset his accom- 
plishments," was posed. 

"Well-yes," she answered reluct- 
antly. "He can't sing at all. And 
you know something? He writes 
notes and ideas down on old enve- 
lopes and stashes them away. We 
have boxes and boxes of old scrib- 
bled-on envelopes and he won't 
let me throw any of them away. 
He wrote practically all of his 
book on old envelopes and he goes 




General Brougher 
Talks In Assembly 

A former prisoner of war and a 
native of the Deep South, Brig. 
Gen. William E. Brougher, poet, 
philosopher and soldier spoke to 
the Northwestern State College as- 
sembly in the Fine Arts Auditor- 
ium at 9 a. m. this morning. 

General Brougher, who was im- 
prisoned by the Japanese during 
World War n with Gen. Johnathan 
Wainwright, has filled some 300 
speaking engagements across the 
country in recent years. 

He was born in Jackson, Miss., 
and graduated from Mississippi 
State College. During World War 
1, he was commissioned a second 
lieutenant in the army and attain- 
ed the rank of major. In 1941, he 
was the commanding officer of the 
11th Division in the Philippines. 

In World War H, General Brou- 
gher with his division had the mis- 
sion of defending the eastern half 
of the Lingayen Gulf and all the 
exposed coast of Northern Luzon, 
that part of the island nearest and 
most vulnerable to attack by the 
Japanese. The 11th Division gained 
contact with the invading Japanese 
on Dec. 14, 1941, and was cautious- 
ly in combat with the enemy until 
the surrender of American Forces 
on Bataan in April, 1942. 

Then followed three and one-half 
years of Japanese prison camps, in 
which approximately 80 percent of 
the Americans captured lost their 
lives. 

Following his release from pris- 
on, General Brougher assumed com- 
mand of Ft. McClellan, Ala., then 
Camp Gordon, Georgia.

'Jes Ramblin' 

Athletics is a way of life. Athletics is one of the better 

ways of devloping youth. ■ Completing in organized sports 
will develop an individual's total personality as good as any 
other single thing a person might do. Athletics will teach 
an individual how to give and take, how to control his emo- 
tions, how to deal with his fellow man, how to take reverses, 
and above all, how to "be a man." Since it is just as im- 
portant to know how to accept defeat, and since all of us 
cannot be winners every time, athletics also contribute to 
the overall pattern of one's personality. 

Northwestern State College is a leader in Louisiana 
colleges in the development of coaches and health and phys- 
ical education teachers. It has been estimated that a very 
high percentage of the coaches in Louisiana received degrees 
from Northwestern. 

The coaching staff at Northwestern State believes 
that athletics truly is a "way of life." Boys (and men) 
are taught to treat each other and their opponents as 
if they were in an ethical business transaction. Taking 
unfair advantage of anyone is not tolerated. The atti- 
tudes that athletics develop at Northwestern will help 
carry them through the rest of their lives. Their atti- 
tudes will also influence the generations to come. By 
attitudes, we mean wholesome, upright and honest ones 
which make for good citizenship. 
We at Northwestern believe athletes on our campus 
should attend classes regularly and maintain good grades. 
Education has been placed above athletics. What good is 
an athlete who has played four years in college sports and 
fails to receive the experiences and values attached to a 
college degree? Parents of athletes at our college appreciate 
this attitude, because they know their sons will receive the 
benefits of a college education first of all. 

Northwestern State has an impressive record for ath- 
letes who have completed their education in four years. In 
the long history of this institution, only three athletes have 
failed to receive degrees at the end of competition on the 
athletic fields. These three men have since returned and 
received their degrees. One of these three men will be in 
Northwestern's new graduate program in the fall. 

It is important, then, that Northwestern teach fair play, 
sportsmanship, professional ethics and high morals to its 
athletes — for it is they who will be the leaders of tomorrow's 
youth. 

Track and field athletics is becoming more popular in 
the state of Louisiana. This popularity can be attributed to 
the great "carry-over" value that track has to other sports. 
Most coaches are cognizant of the value of track and field 
training because of its vast physical conditioning potential- 
ities. Observe your football champions in both high school 
and college, and see if they also do not have an outstand- 
ing track program. The success that Northwestern State 
College has had in track and field has been largely due to the 
cooperation of fellow coaches in "selling" to their charges the 
over-all value oi participation in this sport. (It would be unfair 
at this point to omit President John S. Kyser. He is one of the 
greatest supporters of our athletic programs of anyone on the 
campus.) 

This writer believes that the United States will win the 
track and field meet in the next Olympic games. The Rus- 
sians might win the entire games, but our representatives 
will take top honors in the track and field division. The Ameri- 
can way of life will keep on bringing Pattons, Warmerdams, 
Owens, Paddocks, etc. America is a competition-loving nation. 
But more facilities and instructors should be made available 
in this country for further devlopment of our youth for physi- 
cal fitness, in order that we might maintain our high athletic 
standards. 

Father Joseph Scherer's column in the June 12th Times 
about midget leagues is an excellent article to illustrate this. 
Up to the time a boy reaches junior high school, most of his 
athletics should be on a wholesome recreational basis, with 
good supervision and instruction. 

If Russia goes ahead of America in athletic competi- 
tion, this will be one of the reasons. Russia is spending 
a terrific amount of money on these things. Any outstand- 
ing athlete is afforded en opportunity (this is putting it 
mildly) to specialize and compete for the state. 

Yes, the United States needs to do something to help 

the track and field athletes who will represent us in the 
Olympics. More track and field facilities is one of the answers.

To Northwestern's "Hall of Fame"

Six men in the history of Northwestern State college have 
earned the title "All-American." To these men, NSC is paying 
a small tribute in the form of erecting their pictures in the 
hall of the men's gymnasium. 

The first Purple-and-Whiter to be named All-Americaa 
was Walter Ledet, who earned the title in 1939. The brilliant 
grid-star held the position of end and was named all-conference 
in 1937 and 1938. Also in 1938, Ledet was placed on the all- 
SIAA team, which today is known as the NAIA. This NSC alum 
is still on the campus and is serving as the Demon Track and 
Field Coach. He held the Northwestern discus record until this 
year when his protege Charlie Johnson broke it. 

In 1939, a second Northwestern athlete was named AJ1- 
American. Parker Wiggins, through his feats at the fullback 
post, was the first Natchitoches-born lad to achieve All-Amer- 
ican fame on the hill. Wiggins is presently managing the Lou- 
isiana Fire Prevention and Rating Bureau in New Orleans. 

Coach C. F. "Red" Thomas, basketball coach at NSC, was 
the first Demon to earn All-American in basketball. In 1941, 
the small speedy guard racked up two great honors, being 
named Ail-American and the most valuable player in the Na- 
tional SIAA tournament. Thomas set a precedent all over the 
country by proving that little men can be stand-outs in the 
hard-wood game. This summer, Thomas is attending Louisiana 
State University. 

Another Demon dribbler, center John "Hound" McCona- 
thy, was named Ail-American in 1951. McConathy, who is 
working on his masters degree here this summer, was All- 
Gulf States Conference and set a conference scoring record 
in his big '50-'51 season. He was also an outstanding track man. 

This past year, two of Northwestern's grid stars were 
placed on the Ail-American team. Center Dudley Downing and 
Guard Bob Tatum were the fifth and sixth man to earn the 
title. In 1953 and 1954, Tatum was named all-conference and 
in 1954, Downing received the same honor. Downing, a Bap- 
tist preacher, will be coaching at Bolton high school in the fall. 
A Methodist minister, Tatum is continuing his ministerial 
training at Alliff School of Theology in Denver, Colorado. 

At present, the pictures are being framed and will be 
erected in the Men's gymnasium in the very near future. 

Meetings are now being held to discuss the possibility of 
framing pictures of outstanding Demons, athletes or members 
of the physical education department, who did not win the 
title of All-American but are Ail-American as far as the North- 
western's books are concerned. 

Guy Nesom, head of the physical education department, 
v/ and Harry Turpin, athletic director, stressed the point that 
|P there would be no separation between athletes and the physi- 
Hl cal education department. Thus, if a member of the physical 
education department never won an athletic title, but yet de- 
served to have his picture framed, then there is a possibility 
that his picture will be framed along side the six All-Ameri- 
cans. 

Both Turpin and Nesom pointed out the wonderful coord- 
ination between the athletic and the physical education de- 
partment. "It means so much to the college when we can get 
boys out who are good teachers and coaches," remarked Tur- 
pin.

U. N. Will 
Fail Says 
Dr. Evans 

Speaking on the United Nations 
organization in the LVE T'grtday 
night, Dr. Medford Evans s^a'the 
UN "is not founded uon a rock, but 
is founded upon sand and will fail." 

The very nature of the UN, the 
Atomic Energy expert stated, is 
the assumption of good faith on 
the art of all key members. 

"We cannot conceivably assume 
good faith on the part of the So- 
viet Union," he said. 

According to Dr. Evans, the UN 
organization is itself a communist 
front. 

The five-member Security Coun- 
cil — "the instrument for maintain- 
ing peace in the world" — cannot 
even maintain peace within its 
own ranks, he continued, pointing 
out that one Security Council mem- 
ber (the Soviet Union) had liter- 
ally driven another Council mem- 
ber (Nationalist China) off its 
homeland. 

The Lufkin, Tex., educator, deliv- 
ering the fifth in a series of six 
lectures, described the Commun- 
ist methods of infiltration in Am- 
erican organizations which in toto 
are not communist. 

The Reds can usually control 
meetings, he said, by cooperating 
on issues that suit them and walk- 
ing out when something misfires. 

Pointing out another reason the 
UN cannot succeed, Dr. Evans said 
that Christian nations, or other 
nations believing in a supreme be- 
ing and ultimate good, can appeal 
to the better nature of their op- 
ponents and, in any case, can give 
justifications of their actions to 
the rest of the world. 

This is not true of the USSR, he 
said. 

Taking up the one positive action 
taken by the United Nations — 
the use of military force in Korea 
to repel the Communist invaders — 
he said that the United States 
President, and not the UN, made 
the decision. 

"The UN later sanctioned this 
action," he continued, "But only 
because, by a grave mistake in 
judgment, the USSR was not pres- 
ent at the time." 

His last reason that the UN 
couldn't work was the Communist 
theory tiself, which is based on 
the belief that the United States 
is their enemy until one or the 
other is destroyed. 

If the United States and the So- 
viet Union were not enemies, Dr. 
Evans said, there is much doubt 
that the Soviet Union could even 
exist, at least in its present form.

Miss Elaine Goven, director of 
clinical education in public health, 
NSC School of Nursing, recently 
attended a workshop concerning 
Public Health in the Undergradu- 
ate Nursing Curriculum at the 
University of Minnesota.

It is an old story, yet a sad one. Somewhere fn the night, brakes 
squeal. A grinding crash interrupts the stillness of the evening. A muff- 
led scream echoes softly. Someone who was alive today, is dead tonight. 
This could have been you or yours. It could easily happen. It could have 
been your husband, your mother, your child. That happy-go-lucky 
friend of yours whose lips were full of laughter earlier in the day is 
silent now. The child you held in your arms is now cold and still. This 
might not have happened if someone had cared enough to be careful. 

You've heard this story before. You've hear the same ironic ending, 
but listen well for there are lives in your hands. Safety in driving is an 
old theme. We have grown tired of listening to the old safety slogans — 
"The life you save may be your own" — "Haste makes waste" — yet, 
they ring ever true. People you passed yesterday on the street, you will 
not pass again. Every 24 hours, 100 Americans die in automobile acci- 
dents. Every 24 hours, 2,500 are injured. Daily, this slaughter continues; 
this great human waste goes on without let up. High school boys who 
were looking forward to college athletics now have no hope of swinging 
a baseball bat or taking a high hurdle. Musicians with talent will never 
play again. 

In 1952, we lost 20,000 men in Korea. Does this appalling figure 
shock you? There is even a more costly war going on about you each 
day — that of the automobile versus humanity. In 1952 alone, 38,000 
people became dead veterans of the automobile war. Some were far too 
young for ordinary battle. 

Statistics are not enough. The facts must be brought closer home, 
too close, before they become real to us. Let us suppose that this 
afternoon you decided to take a drive down Front and Second streets to 
see what movie was showing at the Don and Cane theaters. You remem- 
bered some studying you had to do and you had a heavy date tonight. 
You slammed on the gas and your car gained speed immediately. You 
had to get back to the campus quick. Just as you turned the corner on 
three wheels next to the KK, a little child chased a ball in the street. 
You see her! You try to stop! Your brakes squeal and there is a sicken- 
ing thud against your right front bumper. You manage to get out of 
the car. You see a woman running out of her house. You hear her 
screaming. 

After it is all over, you climb shakily into your car. You try to re- 
member how it happened, why you were driving so fast. You had some 
studying to do and a heavy date tonight. What very important things 
they now seem. You wonder how you can possibly go on. You will, but 
the little child will go no further. 

Yes, this is all imaginery. But how easily it could happen. This is 
all a dream, but too often one become a reality. 

Automobile accidents are called, "Manslaughter Made Legal." They 
are too frequently termed unavoidable — legal in the eyes of the law. 
But justice is not blind. Courts do not try this kind of manslaughter. 
The sentence is not pronounced by a jury. We who are guilty sentence 
ourselves to life; a life of grief and remorse, a life of repeating over 
and over again to ourselves, "If only I had been a little more careful." 

Today, m the process of normal living no person can escape moving 
about, either as a motorist or a pedestrian. When the semester ends, in 
just three short weeks, many of you will be taking vacations, will spend 
long hours on the road. We suggest that before departure, you stop by a 
police station and obtain pamphlets on the science of safety. Through 
these booklets, you can learn small items that mean greater road 
safety. We suggest that you: 

1. Learn road signs and signals (which signals indicate certain actions; 
what different shaped road signs mean). 

2. Observe speed zones particularly in congested areas. Don't drive 
fast at night — be careful not to overdrive your lights. 

3. Try to foresee the other drivers moves. 

4. Make sure your car is mechanically safe. 

5. Know and observe highway courtesy. 

Let those riding with you be assured that they are safe in your 
hands. Be careful and certain that those driving with you tonight will 
still be with you tomorrow. Drive carefully and you can carry this 
thought in your heart — you and you alone, have saved a life.

legally imprisoned, he declared. 

He put a double meaning into 
"Intelligence," using it both as a 
means of obtaining information 
and as common "horse sense." We 
must have both, the poker-face Ph. 
D. stated. 

"Although our organization is 
the most nearly perfect in history," 
Dr. Evans continued, "we still need 
a workable national organization, 
properly staffed and infused with 
determined personnel, to survive." 

For the fifth means, Strategy, he 
recommended the strategy of the 
counter-offensive. Wuile. not advo- 
cating a preventive war, he said, 
"We have no moral obl-'gation to re- 
frain from a counter-offensive 
against Communism in the Soviet 
Union." 

Submitting his definition of 
"counter-offensive," Dr. Evans said 
that "I mean we should set about 
to attack the Communist movement 
on any and all levels in which it is 
vulnerable." 

These levels, four in number, are 
Religious, Economic, Political and 
Military. 

We should, he said, take those 
actions which are in the national 
interest without regard to whether 
the Communists like it or not. 

Sixth and last of the means of 
self-defense was Physical Power. 
This, he said, is perhaps our 
strongest point: "We can hurt them 
worse than they can hurt us." 

Dr. Evans summed the lecture 
up with, "I am not saying that war 
is inevitable — what I am saying 
is that a showdown conflict is in- 
evitable and, indeed, is already 
upon us." 

"The counter-offensive has only 
begun, he concluded.

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Indian Bones Dug Up at Grand Ecore

Large quantities of Indian bones and pottery have re- 
cently been unearthed on a seldom-used Grand Ecore road by 
archaelogical-minded Northwestern students under the guid- 
ance of two professors. 

Dr. George Stokes, Assistant Professor of Geography and 
Geography, and Dr. James Sublette, Assistant Professor of 
Biology, have aided the group of amateur excavators in ex:- 
ploiting the "diggings." • . 

Thus far two skeletons and innumerable bits of pottery 
and arrowheads have been found. One of the Indians was dis« 
covered on the bank of the road, while the other — literally 
crushed to pieces — lay in the rut of the road itself. 

Two 18-year old sophomore geology majors from Natchi- 
toches, Lamy Chopin and Francis Vienne, were among tha 
first to find the spot. Others who have helped in digging up 
the relics are James Stone, 24-year old upper elementary 
junior from Jena; Johnny Smith, 27-year old social studies 
major from Coushatta in the graduate school; and Jerry Har> 
ville, 25-year old industrial arts senior from Danville. 

The bones of the Indian in the middle of the road follow* 
ed no set pattern, and it was the group's consensus that he. 
was one of those who were tied into a bundle and buried with 
their possesions. 

Only the skull of the other Indian has been bared, an<$ 
Dr. Stokes plans to have that one "taken out right." 

Speculations as to the Indian's tribe and home were pass- 
ed among the amateur achaelogists as they worked over the

The old axion that was proven last week, "When it rains, 
it pours," probably applies to the findings also. Many more In- 
dian skeletons and relics are expected to be found in the vicin- 
ity of the first two. 

More amazing than the discovery itself is its lateness. Of 
the thousands of people who have been to Grand Ecore, it! 
seems incredible that something right in the middle of a road 
wasn't discovered before this. 

You have to hand it to 'em — those Indians were pretty 
smart, even if they did eat Chinquapins.

Two Northwestern ROTC stu- 
dents witnessed recently what few 
civilians and even few persons in 
the military services have seen — 
the firing of a Nike guided missile.

Bliss, Army Base near El Paso, 
Texas, the students traveled to Red 
Canyon Range, 175 miles from this 
west Texas post, to observe the

ed firing. Red Canyon is the center 
of Nike guided missile training for 
the U. S. Army. 
1 The two Reserve Officer Train- 
ing Corps students are among 337 
from 20 colleges and universities 
who attended the six weeks long 
Antiaircraft Artillery encampment 
at Ft. Bliss, the nation's Antiair- 
craft Artillery and Guided Missile 
center.

Also stationed at the 
camp for the summer was Lt. Col.

NSC Prof's 
Book Out 
Sept. 20 

Titan of Science, a biography of 
the great mathematician Carl 
Friedrich Gauss, written by Dr. G. 
Waldo Dunnington, professor of 
English and German at NSC, is ex- 
pected to be out about September 
20. 

Based on unpublished manu- 
scripts obtained from the Gauss 
family, old letters, reminiscences 
and similar material as well as 
printed sources, the book is the re- 
sult of many years of research by 
Dunnington. 

The Exposition Press, New York, 
is publishing the 576 page volume. 
Included in the book are 27 chap- 
ters plus an index, with 52 illus- 
trated pictures and one map. 

"Gauss, who ranks as the great- 
est mathematician of modern 
times as well as one of the three 
greatest of all times, died in 1855," 
Dunnington revealed. "He was al- 
so a leading physicist and astron- 
omer o fthe nineteenth century." 

"This is a fitting time to bring 
out a definite biography of him as 
a centennial appreciation and re- 
evaluation of his work presenting 
him as a scientist, philosopher, and 
above all as a human being rather 
than as a cold, serene Olympian. 
His life exhibits many charming 
facets," added Dunnington. 

It seems incredible that a man 
of Gauss' stature has never re- 
ceived full scale biographical treat- 
ment, said Dunnington. This biogra- 
phy is the result of research which 
began in 1925 and has many hith- 
erto unpublished sources. He has 
had full access to rich stores of 
materials in the possession of the 
Gauss family, to the archives in 
Brunswick and Gottingen and to 
innumerable printed sources in 
completing research. 

Provision for ilustration of the 
work was made by Dunnington who 
secured many pictures, most of 
them unpublished or published 
long ago in obscure places. 

Dunnington has previously pub- 
lished numerous articles on Gauss, 
has lectured frequently on him, and 
in 1937 brought out a monograph 
on him. 

A copy of Titan of Science will 
be in the Northwestern exhibit at 
the Louisiana State Fair in Shreve- 
port this fall. The College book- 
store will also handle the book, 
priced at $6.00 each.

Construction began recently on 
the new ultra-modera men's dorm- 
itory which will house 254 persons. 
Slated for completion in Septem* 
ber, 1956, this is the first living 
accomodation to be built for men 
since Caspari was created in 1939. 
Before that time, the Brick Shack 
was the last, being built in 1923. 

The new building, the first of 
it's design on southern Campuses, 
will be built on the hill overlook- 
ing Chaplain's Lake. Three inde- 
pendent wings will be built, each 
converging in the middle to form 
a "Y", all angles being equal. In 
the center, a spacious 40 x 70 feet 
lounge will serve all wings. Adjoin- 
ing the lounge, the central office 
will be complete with intercom- 
munication system to each of the 
rooms. Unlike previous modefls, 
the new system will employ hand- 
set phones. 

An outstanding feature of the 
structure is the fact that the three 
wings will permit use in the sum- 
mer by married couples if the need 
should arise.

The individual rooms, housing 
two men comfortably, will contain 
closets having built-in shelves and 
drawers.

NSC Speech 
Clinic Aids 
"Cripples"

Speech cripples in the Natchi- 
toches area are now being given 
the chance to over-come their 
speech disturbances through the 
speech clinic at Northwestern State 
college. These persons, who are 
otherwise intelligent and capable 
individuals, have been held back 
in their ambitions and chosen pro- 
fessions by defective speech. 

Several hundred persons have 
been treated in the modern, well- 
equipped clinic. A Maico-Audio- 
meter issued for testing hearing, 
and Magnecorder tape recorder 
enables the clinic cases to listen 
to their own problems of articula- 
tion or phonation. 

The clinic is under the direction 
of Miss Irma Stockwell, an experi- 
enced person in speech correction 
work. Miss Stockwell holds her 
masters degree from the university 
of Wisconsin and has almost com- 
pleted her doctorate there. She has 



done special work in the nation's 
first cleft palate clinic at Madison, 
Wise, and served as speech cor- 
rectionist for the public schools 
in Jacksonville, Fla. 

Aiding Miss Stockwell in the 
work are NSC students majoring 
in the field of speech. The students 
begin work with clinic cases dur- 
ing their study of speech correc- 
tion, an advanced course. Prior to 
this course speech students are 
required to study phonetics, basic 
speech sciences, and various dis- 
orders of speech, their causes and 
cures. The anatomy of the nose, 
throat, mouth and parts of the 
brain affecting speech are includ- 
ed in the studies. Many of the 
games and various devices used for 
speech training have been made 
by the students enrolled im spech 
correction. 

The Northwestern clinic treats 
disorders of the four general 
types. Those of rhythm, such as 
stuttering; those of articulation, 
including lisping, baby talk, and 
substitutions; those of phonation, 
involving the voiee pitch, rate and 
quality; and those of symboliza- 
tion, a relatively rare disorder 
such as aphasia, which involves 
difficulty in associating words, 
meanings and symbols. 

Articulatory disorders are the 
most common types found in the 
clinic. Some of the disorders treat- 



ed are infantile preservation (baby 
talk), cleft palates, stuttering, for- 
eign accent, and sound substitu- 
tions, ommissions, distortions, and 
cerebral palsie. 

From the Natchitoches element- 
ary school, located on the North- 
western campus, come the major- 
ity of the clinic cases which have 
been given therapy by Miss Stock- 
well and her students. College stu- 
dents, upon entering NSC, go 
through a screening test and those 
having problems are referred to 
the clinic. Others treated regularly 
include Natchitoches high school 
students, pre-school children and 
children from neighboring towns. 

An overall picture of the clinic 
cases shows a greater number of 
boys than girls being treated. Ar- 
ticulatory disorders outnumber all 
the rest, and the majority of the 
children are cleared up within a 
year's time. 

The help given speech- defectives 
treated in the clinic can be meas- 
ured in the happiness of these chil- 
dren. Teachers in schools report 
increased progress and almost com- 
plete loss of personality problems 
and shyness with other children. 
The clinic takes pride in their 
work, that of helping people with 
speech defects face the world with 
a happier and more confident out- 
look.

Although many were ineligible 
in their speciality by the rule

ing of an already strong faculty. 
The achievement of a new balance 
among faculty specialists in the 
School of Education is an accom- 
plishment of outstanding merit. 
This faculty phase of the develop- 
ment of our college progress has 
been the source of much favorable 
comment throughout Louisiana. 
Apart from the students themsel- 
ves, nothing is more important in 
defining the genuine progress of 
a college or university. 

There are many other aspects 
of development that are indeed 
worthy of notation and comment. 
Any reasonably complete listing 
would include features as diverse 
as the additions of a Poultry Diag- 
nostic Laboratory and a Founda- 
tion Beef Herd to the application 
of the School of Nursing for full 
accrediation by the national rat- 
ing group — and this upon the ad- 
vice of the consultant from the 
National Nursing Accrediation 
Committee. The list would likewise 
include the beginnings of an en- 
larged program of campus beauti- 
fication and national recognition 
of one of our students who was 
elected President of the National 
Student Nurse Association. 

This last point may serve as a 
reminder that Northwestern State 
College has become a multi-city in- 
stitution. Tangible evidence of this 
m ay be had by driving past the 
Confederate Memorial Hospital in 
Shreveporf and noting the NORTH- 
WESTERN STATE COLLEGE let- 
tering on the splendid new resi- 
dence for nurses which, of course, 
is indeed a top feature of the buil- 
ding program. It is to be hoped 
wat all students, faculty, and

curing a comparable facility for 
the Alexandria division iof our 
School of Nursing. In this context, 
are you aware that the campus of 
NSC includes an operation of our 
capital city?

Losses from graduation were 
heavy, but additions in the 
form of new talent seem to be 
considerable. Whether the lat- 
ter can make up for the form- 
er remains to be seen. 

In conference prestige, the De- 
mons' losses are matched by the 
only two teams to defeat the Pur- 
ple and White eleven last season — 
Southeastern and Louisiana Tech. 
Both SLC's undefeated, untied Li- 
ons and Tech's brawny Bulldogs 
suffered heavy graduation set- 
backs. 

Southwestern, the "other third" 
of a blanket three-way tie for fin- 
ish with Northwestern and Tech, 
will be one of the teams "to watch" 
in '55, along with much-stronger 
McNoese. 

Foremost among the Demons 
who were removed via the sheep- 
skin route were tri-captains Dudley 
Downing, center, and guards Bob 
Tatum and Alan Langridge. Down- 
ing and Tatum were named to the 
National Assn. of Intercollegiate 
Athletics' Ail-American squad. 

Along with the middle three 
went All-Conference 1 fullback 
Searle Walton, rugged 240-pound 
tackle Bill Harris, regular end 
Earl Haynes and "shock troopers" 
Jerry Epperson, Don Purser, "Red" 
Smith, J. R. Akins, David Tyler 
and George Perkins. 

The three middle linemen 
will probably be the biggest re- 
placement problems, with ex- 
servicemen Kemp "Flash" Gor- 
don and last year's "shock troop- 
er" guards, Edwin Schroeder 
and Ray Lockwood, the most 
likely candidates from this van- 
tage point. 
Dari Chase, a freshman guard for 
the 1953 co-championship eleven 
who was inactivated last year with 
an ankle injury, is another likely 
contender to plug the big gap. 

At tackles, All-GSC Charlie John- 
son and three-year letterman Bill 
Little will be pushed for starting 
berths by sophomore Cecil Johnson, 
the only frosh monogram-winner 
last year, and veteran Bill Mosely, 
a 270-pound former Bossier prep 
All-Stater. 

For the terminal slots, there are 
no less than seven contenders in a 
toss-up situation where improve- 
ment will probably tell the tale. 
Co-captain Gary Hickman along 
with returning lettermen Jack 
Rogers, "Brudder" Wampold, 
"Doc" Bankston and Ted Simon, 
will be joined by outstanding new- 
comers Jerry Garvin and Charlie 
Hennigan. 

Former Demon fullback Pete 
Beck, after a hitch in the armed 
forces, will be the top-seeded can- 
didate to replace Walton, while 
triple-threat "Red" McNew will be 
back at the quarterback slot. 

At halfbacks, last year's starters 
— Don Millen and Clyde Chesson — 
will be reinforced by lettermen 
Larry Whitt, Jack Bice and Ray- 
mond Bates, and former LSU star 
Wlllard Rachal. 

High school candidates not yet 
enrolled in school are not included 
in the run-down, but will probably 
determine to a large degree the 
reserve strength of the NSC grid- 
ders. 

The loss of two All-Americans is 
certain to hurt any team, but North- 
western's outlook could best be 
summed as as "uncertain but hope- 
ful."

With the end of summer school, 
Northwestern's first fulltime grad- 
uate school semester will come to a 
close. All concerned agree that the 
program has been most successful 
— a credit to NSC and all involved. 

"The reports I have received are 
that both students and faculty ap- 
pear to be well pleased with the 
overall graduate program as well 
as the instruction in the individu- 
al classes," Dr. Leo Allbritten, 
Dean of the Graduate School, noted 
this week. 

The first classes for graduate 
students were taught this spring 
with a total enrollment of 146 peo- 
ple. Classes in education and his- 
tory were offered at night and on 
Saturdays for drive-in students. 

This summer, graduate students 
began pouring onto the campus to 
take advantage of the fulltime pro- 
gram being offered. A total of 265 
classroom teachers and others hold- 
ing a bachelor's degree in the field! 
of education majoring in almost 
every phase of education swelled 
the summer enrollment at the col- 
lege. 

The faculty in the school have- 
been "highly complimentary" on 
the quality of work most of these* 
students have turned out, Dr. All- 
britten revealed. To receive a mas- 
ter's degree, they must maintain a 
B average in all courses pursued. 
No more than two courses with) 
final grades of C may be included 
in the required work for the de- 
gree, and no grades below a C are 
acceptable. 

Present plans of the college are- 
to confer the first master's degree* 
from Northwestern at the end of 
the spring semester when at least 
six students expect to complete 
their work. Approximately 16 more- 
plan to finish by the end of sum* 
mer school, 1956. 

"In all probability, we will have- 
several fulltime graduate student* I- 
in the fall and quite a few in the 
spring," Allbritten further stated, 
"In adition, night and Saturday 
classes will again be made avail* 
able in several departments." 

A new program will be added 
this fall to prepare guidance- 
counselors. There has been such ** 
great demand for qualified per* 
sons in this field, the State De- 
partment of Education has set up 
a highly specialized program toj 
train people to do this type of 
work. NSC's program will be lfll

An intense urge to meet and marry on a college level, learn 
a vocation, expose yourselves to culture, postpone earning 
your living, or change your address — these are possibly some 
of your superficial reasons for coming to college, but deeper 
motives have brought most of you. 

Little bright-eyed freshman, if you survived registration 
and the ordeals of your first week, there is strong evidence 
that you will withstand a college existence.

A light, but game Northwestern 
State grid team used a story-book 
goal line stand and a third quarter 
touchdown to open its 1955 season 
in fine fashion with a 7-0 triumph 
over Stetson University of De Land, 
Florida, last Saturday night at De- 
mon Stadium. 

Northwestern's pay-off punch 
came midway in the third period 
when fullback Pete Beck of Minden 
plunged over from three yafds out 
for for the game's only T. D. 
Center Ted Simon of Kaplan tack- 
ed on the extra point to put the 
Demons ahead to stay at 7-0. 

Saturday night's game was most- 
ly a defensive struggle and prob- 
ably the turning point came in the 
second stanza when the Demons 
came up with their goal line stand. 

Stetson drove down to the NSC 
one-yard line and had four downs 
in which to cross the pay-off line. 

However, Northwestern's forward 
wall had other ideas because four 
times Demons held. 

On that particular series of plays 
a Stetson back moved the ball 
down to the NSC one-foot line on 
first and goal to go. Northwestern's 
line held fast for no gain on sec- 
ond and third downs. On fourth 
down the Demons pushed the Flor- 
ida University back to the one and 
took over .on downs. Stetson had 
had their first and last TD threat. 

Besides in the offensive depart- 
ment, the Demons outgained Stet- 
son on the ground and in the air on 
offense. Halfbacks Clyde Chesson

Senate Minutes 

The Student Senate met Wed- 
nesday night, September 21, in the 
Faculty Room of Caldwell Hall, 
with president David Graham call- 
ing the meeting to order at 8:15. 
Propose Freshman Committee 
A proposed Freshman Activities 
Committee was discussed by three 
students who had volunteered their 
services on an informal group of 
that nature last week — Bill Rob- 
inson, Skip Converse and Ted Dug- 
gan. 

Robinson presented the commit- 
tee's purpose and objectives to 
the Senate, saying, "We don't 
want to make a freshman do any- 
thing, but we want to make him 
want to do it." 

A recommendation , concerning 
the proposed committee will be 
made at the Senate Meeting next 
week after consideration by presi- 
dent Graham and senator Delano 
Brister. 

Cheerleader Increase 

Head Cheerleader "Forky" Ford 
appeared before the group on be- 
half of an eight-cheerleader con- 
tingent instead of the customary 
six. He pointed out that such an 
increase would be in keeping with 
the growth of the school. 

President Graham then stated 
that a constitutional amendment 
must preceed such an act, as Ar- 
ticle 9 of the constitution provides 
for six cheerleaders. The amend- 
ment will be drawn up and voted 
on at the next Senate Meeting. 
Budgel- Set 

Next on the agenda was the bud- 
get message for 1955-56, presented 
by Student Body president Harry 
Moore. Based on estimated income 
from the coming year's enrollment, 
the budget provided for an expen- 
diture of $2,735, leaving a surplus 
of $1,597.72. 

Director of Student Relations 
Dudley Fulton then pointed out 
that the budget did not provide for 
the formal dances with the Stu- 
dent Body Association traditionally 
partially finances. 'It was suggest- 
ed that this year's dance funds be 
divided between the Homecoming 
Dance and the Spring Formal. 

President Graham announced 
that he would co-operate in a study 
of the budget and would present 
definite proposals concerning the 
Formals and any other necessary 
items in the near future. 

A motion by Delano Brister that 
the Student Senate sponsor the 
dance in the Student Center Satur- 
day night was seconded by DeWitt 
Duncan and unanimously carried. 
The Parking Problem 

Senator Brister also brought up 
the problem of parking space on 
the campus, and Dean Fulton an- 
nounced that the Senate would be 
asked to make recommendations 
on traffic control in the near fu- 
ture. It wag suggested that much 
of the congestion was caused by the 
fact that students did not take ad- 
vantage of the parking area by the 
Industrial Education Building, lo- 
cated behind the Religious Center. 

Weldon Walker Recommends 

Weldon Walker, Student Body 
Vice-President, recommended that 
the Senate support the eight-cheer- 
leader amendment and that the 
Freshman Activities Committee 
should be adopted under Student 
Government control. 

!n a similar statement, Student 
Body president Moore supported 
the proposed committee "if it is 
headed in the right channels, and 
" it is a part of student govern- 
ment." 

Porter, Fulton, Ross 

Miss Frances Porter, assistant 
dean of women, and Dean Fulton 
comented on the prospects for im- 
proved student government in 1955- 
£6, and Senate Advisor Charles 
Ross said, "The Senate is off to a 
real fine start this year and I'm 
stad to be a part of it." 

Following an announcement by

Miss Bradford visit- 
ed women's dormitories to explain 
infirmary regulations. 

Hours of the infirmary are week- 
days, 7:30 a. m. to 8 p. m.; Satur- 
days, 7:30 a. m. to 1 p. m. and 4 p. 
m. to 8 p. m.; Sundays, 9 a. m. to 
1 p. m. and 4 p. m. to 8 p. m. Emer- 
gencies will be received any hour. 

Mrs. Jones will serve as day 
nurse; Miss Robinson and Miss 
Bradford, the night shift. Some im- 
portant infirmary rules are listed 
below. Others are posted in dormi- 
tories and the infirmary. 

Any student needing treatment 
after 8 p. m. must come prepared 
to spend the night. 

If infirmary care is required by 
men students after 8 p. m., phone 
before leaving dormitory. Women's 
house directors will phone for them 
in this case. 

In case of emergency, call the in- 
firmary to be sure a nurse is there. 
If no answer, call the operator, who 
will know where the nurse is at 
all times. 

Women students are not permit- 
ted to visit men students who are 
confined to bed or vice versa. 

Conversing with patients out- 
side of windows is not permitted. 

Bed patients should bring ja- 
jamas, towels and personal articles. 

A doctor shall be called for any 
student requesting his services, or 
for any student, who, in the esti- 
mation of the nurse, should be seen 
by a physician. This expenses and 
other expenses not normally provid- 
ed by the college, must be borne 
by the patient. 

EXCUSES FOR ABSENCES from 
classes missed while a patient is 
in the infirmary will be obtained 
from the student's academic dean. 

No quarantine is to be broken at 
any time.

Tenseness scurried up and down 
everyone's back. The Demons dug 
in to ward off the Cardinal's heavy 
line. Quarterback James "Hed" 
McNew grabbed the snap from cen- 
ter and held. Harry Fontenot step- 
ped forward, his big right foot 
swinging like a weighted pendu- 
lum. The empty echo of the ball 
as it was place-kicked . . . the cross- 
bars being soared ... a referee 
signaling that the try-for-extra 
point was good. The scoring was 
over. NSC. 7-La.njar Tech 6. 

The first touchdown came mid- 
way in the second quarter. Lamar's 
quarterback, Jerry Boone, found an 
opening on a sneak and scamper- 
ed from NSC's 38 yd. line down to 
the 5 yd. marker. Raymond Meyer 
tried right tackle and picked up 
three before Ted Simon crashed in 
to haul him down. A Lamar Tech 
halfback, Charles Cutler, then 
plunked over right tackle for a 
touchdown. A bad pass from cen- 
ter resulted in the try-for-extra 
point play being smeared by the 
NSC line. The score remained 6-0, 
Lamar, until early in the third 
quartet. 

The Demons opened the second 
half with plenty of fury and deter- 
mination. McNew kicked off to 
Meyer, who fumbled as he was 
tackled. NSC picked it up and was 
set to go. Seven plays later they 
were dcwn to the 28 yd. line. But 
yardagUl»/d downs ran out and the 
ball switched sides. L. T.'s Boone 
tried to carry it again, but the pos- 
session-hungry Demons jarred the 
ball loose again and took over. 
Halfback Clyde Chesson and Full- 
back Pete Beck pulled the ball 
down to the \Vz ft. line in four 
plays. McNew then taked a perfect 
hand-off through the csnter of the 
line and bootlegged around right 
end for a touchdown. Fontenot then 
stepped back and connected for 



the extra point as the ball soared 
end-over-end over the crossbars. 

The Cardinals took the ensuing 
kick-off and began hitting the De- 
mon line. Four plays later, a gain 
of 6 yards, the Demons took over 
on downs. But another NSC fumble 
on the second play returned the 
ball to Lamar. Six plays later the 
Cardinals were forced to punt from 
their 43 yd line. But a bad snap 
from center, a fumble, an NSC re- 
covery, and the Demons were 
marching again. Another fumble 
by the Demons, though recovered, 
set them back in yardage. Lamar's 
line stiffened. McNew was forced 
to punt to the L. T. 3 where Fon- 
tenot killed it. 

Bankston Gains 9 

One of the most spectacular de- 
fensive plays came late in the 
fourth quarter when Demon tackle, 
205 lb. "Doc" Bankston, crashed 
through the Cardinal line as L. T.'s 
quarterback was back trying to pass 
from his own 28 yd. line. Bankston 
reached out, swiped the ball, and 
lumbered down to the L. T. 19 
yd. before he was hauled down. 

Quarterback McNew led the De- 
mons in yardage as he romped for 
90 yds. in 16 carries. The Demons 
two workhorses, Clyde Chesson and 
Pete Beck, came in second with 
47 in 13, and 44 in 12, respectively. 

Lamar's quarterback, Jerry 
Boone, was the ground-gainer for 
the visitors, picking up 74 yards 
in 12 carries. But the pre-heralded 
Cardinal halfback, Raymond Meyer, 
was button-holed by a stubborn De- 
mon line, picking up only 22 yards 
in 9 carries, and having the ball 
jarred loose from him on 2 occas- 
ions.

Northwestern State College's un- 
defeated Demons open their 1955 
Gulf States Conference season 
when they collide head-on with the 
McNeese State College Cowboys to- 
night at Killen Field in Lake Char- 
les. Game time is 8 p. m. 

Coach Harry "Rags" Turpin'fr 
Demons carry a season record of 
two vfctories against no defeats 
into this game and will be out for 
their initial conference triumph. 

This will be the Demons' first 
attempt to better their 1954 con- 
ference slate of four wins and two 
losses. McNeese wil also be playing 
its first conference tilt. 

Northwestern has a 7-0 win over 
Stetson University and a 7-6 vi- 
tory over Lamar Tech under its 
belt while McNeese came from the 
rear to tie a highly-touted Sam Hou- 
ston team 26-26 in its only outing. 

In a meeting Monday Turpin 
and his assistants Alvin "Cracker" 
Brown and Walter "Cajun" Ledet 
indicated that they expected the 
Cowboys from Lake Charles to be 
the "dark horse" of the GSC this 
season and would strictly be tough 
to beat. 

Brown pointed out the fact that 
this year's edition of a McNeese 
grid outfit is made up mostly of 
transfers from well known col- 
leges or universities with four top- 
notch hold-overs from last year's 
team. 

Ledet also reported that Mc- 
Neese has a new coach this season 
in the person of John Gregory, who 
produced an undefeated, untied 
Trinity U. grid team last year. Le- 
det added that the Cowboys have 
had two full weeks to get ready for 
the Demons, are at top speed and 
should be ready to go.

Center Harry Fontenot of Beau- 
mont and end Gary Hickman from 
Haynesville were bruised up in 
the NSC-Lamar Tech clash but 
should be ready to go Saturday 
night. 

Turpin also reported that half- 
bask Williard Rachal, a transfer 
from LSU who makes his home in 
Shreveport, has recovered from a 
pre-season injury and might get 
to see action. 

Co-captain and tackle Bill Little 
has recovered from acute sinus 
infection and will get in Saturday 
night's scrap. 

The Demons will leave for their 
first road trip of the season about 
noon Saturday and will play at 8 
p. m. that night. Around 35 play- 
ers will make the trip to Lake 
Charles. 

This game will mark the first of 
four successive weekends the De- 
mons will be on the road. They will 
meet Louisiana College in Alex- 
andria on Oct. 8, Louisiana Tech in 
Shreveport on Oct. 22 and Howard 
Payne College on Oct. 29 before re- 
turning home on Nov. 5 to host 
Northeast State College.

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Student 
Senate Minutes 

The Student Senate met in the 
Faculty Room of Caldwell Wed- 
nesday night, September 28, with 
President David Graham calling 
the meeting to order at 8 o'clock. 

Phil Wilcox, representing Phi 
Kappa Delta honorary speech and 
forensics fraternity, appeared be- 
fore the Senate to request that 
the fraternity be granted permis- 
sion to show weekly films for $.25 
admission in the Fine Arts auditor- 
ium. 

Such a project had been handled 
by the Senate several years ago, 
but was dropped because of finan- 
cial losses. 

DeWitt Duncan moved and Roy 
Graham seconded that the Senate 
accept Phi Kappa Delta's offer to 
take over the weekly showings of 
movies. The motion passed by a 
unanimous vote. 

Bennie Barron, Student Council- 
• man, reported to the Senate on the 
unauthorized expenditure of $612 
for the Current Sauce ■ this Sum- 
mer. The investigation showed that 
the expenditure was due to a fac- 
ulty oversight, with no illegal in- 
tent involved. 

President Graham reported that 
NSC President John S. Kyser had 
assured the Senate that the expen- 
diture was due to such an over- 
sight, and that the $612 would be 
refunded to the Current Sauce if 
needed during the coming 1955-56 
year. 

Graham then suggested that the 
Senate recomend an approval of 
the expenditure to the Student 
Council, and Barron will ' recom- 
mend to the Council that the Con 
Stitution be amended to make spe- 
cific provisions for surplus Current 
Sauce funds. 

The Senate recommendation will 
follow an analysis of the 1955-56 
Current Sauce budget. 

President Graham then reported 
that Student Council officers and 
administrative officials had discuss- 
ed the possible problems which 
might arise from the stationing of 
approximately 10,000 Army troops 
in this area for maneuvers during 
the next four months; and that the 
following resolution had been ten- 
tatively prepared for approval or 
disapproval by the Senate: 

"General Purpose: To prevent 
soldiers off duty from loitering 
about the campus and possibly 
causing trouble. 

"The Student Senate, in consid- 
eration for the welfare of all the 
students of Northwestern State 
College of Louisiana, do hereby 
pass this recommendation on to 
the Student Council for imme- 
diate action. 

"Be it resolved: That army per- 
sonnel temporarily stationed in 
this area for the purpose of mane- 
uvers, be required to secure per- 
mission from their commanding 
officers, in cooperation with the 
administration of this college, be- 
fore entering the campus of North- 
western State College. 

"To secure said permission here- 
tofore mentioned, they must be 
visiting friends or relatives, and 
must state same in their request for 
this permission." 

In the debate which followed, the 
phrase "they must be visiting 
friends or relatives" was question- 
ed. Rose Campbell suggested that 
an Army officer be invited to next 
Week's Senate Meeting to clear up 
the picture. 

Delano Brister moved and Mary 
Byrne seconded that the Senate 
drop action on the resolution until 
next week, during which time the 
Senate could attempt to get the 
general opinion of the student body 
concerning the matter. 

President Graham then read the 



1955-56 budget, and it was unani- 
mously approved except for several 
uncertain items in the "Awards" 
section, which will be checked into 
and presented at the next meeting. 

Don Morgan made the motion to 
approve the budget with the above 
exception, and DeWitt Duncan sec- 
onded it. 

Juanita Penney suggested to the 
Senate that the "Eight Tones," an 
all-negro band which was highly 
recommended by those who went 
on the biology field trip to the 
Gulf of Mexico last Spring, be in- 
vited to play at the Homecoming 
Dance. 

Delano Brister made a motion to 
this effect, with Larry Whitt sec- 
onding it. It passed unanimously. 
The matter will be brought to the 
attention of Student Body president 
Harry Moore shortly. 

DeWitt Duncan moved, and De- 
lano Brister seconded, that the 
Council use $1,500 of the surplus 
funds to secure good bands for 
Homecoming and the Spring For- 
mal. The motion passed unani- 
mously. 

After a discussion on amending 
Article 9 of the Constitution to 
provide for eight cheerleaders and 
the Demon, instead of the exist- 
ant six and Demon, Gerald Tilleux 
moved and DeWitt Duncan moved 
that the Senate vote on the propos- 
ed amendment by closed ballot. 

The vote wound up 6 to 5 in 
favor of eight cheerleaders and the 
Demon, but since a two-thirds ma- 
jority is required for constitution- 
al amendments, it represented a 
rejection of the amendment. Pend- 
ing further action, the old "six and 
Demon" system will remain in ef- 
fect. 

After announcing that the Sen- 
ate will meet in the Faculty Room 
of Caldwell Hall at 8 p. m .Wed- 
nesday, Oct. 5, President Graham 
adjourned the meeting at 9:30.

ate. This committee is to meet in 
Mr. Fulton's office at 4:00 P. M. 
Friday, September 30, 1955. 

A Dining Hall Committee was 
also formed. The purpose of this 
committee is to meet with Mrs. 
Gunn to discuss the likes and dis- 
likes of the students who eat in 
the dining hall. At a later date 
each dormitory council is to se- 
lect one person from their dormi- 
tory to act on the committee. 

President Moore also appointed 
a Loan Fund Committee. To rep- 
resent the Council are Joyce Wom- 
ack, J. D. Montgomery and Lloyd 
Swor; and for the Senate there are 
Roy Graham, Rose Campbell, and 
Jerry Byrd.

had sponsored the ones in the past 
this suggestion will be referred to 
them. 

'Torky" Ford, head cheerleader 
appeared before the council with 
the question, "Since the band isn't 
going to McNeese, will the cheer- 
leaders go?" It was decided that 
if not all could go, at least part 
could and should go. 

President Moore announced that 
the election of Freshmen officers 
will be held Wednesday, October 
5, in the FAA at 6:30 P. M. 

Bennie Barron made a sugges- 
tion favoring the erection of a bul- 
letin board between the library 
and the science building for post- 
ing announcements, etc. Dean Ful- 
ton had considered this before the 
starting of the fall term but had no 
definite step. 

Bennie Barron also brought up 
the problem of parking on the 
campus.

Miss Walkingstick would be the 
first to disagree with this state- 
ment since she is quite impressed 
with the reality of NSC people 
and appreciative of their kindness- 
es to her. This freshman's Chero- 
kee forbears called themselves 
"Yunwiya" or "Ani-Yunwiya" in 
the third person meaning "real 
people" or "principal people." 
"Cherokee," which has no actual 
meaning in the language is 
thought to be of foreign origin. 

An Indian who does not live in a 
tepee or wear a blanket, she 
blends right in with the campus 
crowd in class, library, and stu- 
dent center. No feathers on this 
head, just a purple and white dog 
cap. 

Her mission here is to study 
nursing. She has not decided where 
she wil put to use the nursing skill 
acquired here and at clinical area 
in Shreveport. Possibly with her 
B. S. she will return to Cherokee 



and work with nurses who inspired 
her to enter the profession. 

Ernestine was awarded one of 
several scholarships made possible 
by a spectacular drama of the 
Cherokee presented each summer 
in "Mountainside Theatre." The 
outdoor theatre, resembling a 
Greek amphi-theatre, is a natural 
bowl with almost perfect acous- 
tics, and seats about 3000. 

"Unto These Hills," by Kermit 
Hunter is performed nightly from 
June 25 to Labor Day each year 
by the Cherokee Historical Associ- 
ation "To Perpetuate the History 
and Traditions of the Cherokee In- 
dian." Not only scholarships, but 
also improvements for the reser- 
vation are made possible through 
the profits of this drama. 

Though her mother and father 
know the Cherokee tongue, they 
did not bring up their three girls 
and three boys to use anything but 
English — and excellent English 
at that, judging from Ernestine's 
usage. Regretful not to know the 
dialect of her ancestors, she hopes 
to compensate by taking a Spanish 
course someday.

Registrar Reveals 
Final Count, 2191, 
In Fall Enrollment 

Final registration statistics re- 
leased this week show the NSC fall 
enrollment at a record high of 
2,191 students, a 30 per cent in- 
crease over last fall and also re- 
veal a record number of first term 
freshmen. 

With this final count Registrar 
Otis R. Crew stated that present 
enrollment surpasses any previous 
tally here in either fall or spring 
semesters since the college was 
founded 71 years ago. 

Another record was set this fall 
when 762 first-term freshmen were 
counted, making a 35 per cent in- 
crease over last fall which had 
a total of 565 first-term freshmen 
enrolled. 

The 30 per cent increase was 
noted in comparing this semester's 
figure with that of last fall, 1688. 
(In the first enrollment release this 
figure was confused in this news- 
paper with the 1955 spring total of 
1741. 1955 'was the first spring in 
twenty years to exceed fall enroll- 
ment). 

Breakdown of the total by classes 
indicates a total of 879 freshmen, 
448 sophomores, 343 juniors, 328 
seniors, and 193 graduate students. 

Registration totals by schools 
were as follows: Applied arts and 
sciences, 342; arts and sciences, 
319; education, 892; nursing, 445, 
and graduate school, 193.

Out-maneuvering rr , ' ,n <3u v er c : s°e!ns to be the biggest 
problem confronting'the campus this fall. The army's arrival 
is being discussed over desks in administrative offices as well 
as over coffee cups in the student center and probably under 
army tents pitched in the area. 

Students have discussed the problems of the army's proxi- 
mity with intelligent comprehension of the situation and un- 
fortunately also with explosive and ill-founded arguments. 
Council and Senate members are concerned over a growing 
problem. 

Only the irst echelon has arrived. How will things go 
when the anticipated 140,0000 swarm the area from Shreveport 
to Leesville with 10,000 concentrated in this area? Until army 
headquarters arrive there is no central army body to discuss 
the situation with NSC or plan entertainments. 

Here are some facts: All soldiers have NOT been banned 
from the campus. In fact, the issue before student govern- 
ment is not to ban the army but to restrict its presence on this 
campus for the protection of the students. That is the first 
concern of Student Body officers and administration Another 
point: This restriction has not been completely approved. It 
has been passed by the Senate and must now be put before 
the Council for consideration. With its approval the resolution 
must be accepted by the administration before officially go- 
ing into effect. 

Whatever the college decides about restrictions, it takes 
two to tango. Until army headquarters personnel arrive the 
problem cannot be worked out. Indications are that the army 
will co-operate in every possible way to prevent their stay here 
from being a nuisance. 

As Weldon Walker, vice president of the Council said, 
from experience in the army, "There are some of the finest 
and also some of the worst to be found in the army. We can- 
not afford to let them have free run of this campus. There 
are guys who like to fight in the army and in our college group. 
When these two conflicting elements meet, there is almost 
sure to be trouble." 

There is a possibility that student government officials 
will meet with other campuses having similar problems. With 
men in khaki becoming more and more numerous, answers 
should be sought with increased patience and understanding 
of the whole situation.

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Student 
Senate Minutes 

David Graham, Senate president, 
called the meeting to order at 8 
p. m. Wednesday in the faculty 
room of Caldwell Hall. 

After introduction of visitors 
Graham gave the floor to Weldon 
Walker, vice president of the stu- 
dent council, who discussed the 
budget concerning awards. He ex- 
plained that Senate and Council 
keys will cost the same this year 
because the dies for casting the 
medals are already made and will 
not be included in the cost. 

Walker then presented a discus- 
sion of athletic awards. He stated 
that these awards were made last 
year in spite of the student body 
constitution amendment eliminat- 
ing them from the Council's bud- 
get. Speaking for the Council, he 
said the athletic awards must be 
bought with student funds this 
year. 

Senator Gerald Tilleux pointed 
out at the same time the athletic 
awards were voted out of the con- 
stitution, so were all awards which 
could be given by different depart- 
ments. The only awards presented 
by the Student Body are to persons 
who do not come under any partic- 
ular department. 

It was also pointed out that if 
the athletic awards are paid for 
with Student Body funds, the other 
awards should be re-instated also. 
It was decided to allow the Stu- 
dent Council further discussion of 
the matter before any voting is 
done by the Senate. 

David Graham then recognized 
Forky Ford, who requested that 
the Senate reconsider the vote and 
cheerleaders. Discussion follow- 
ed. Don Morgan made a motion that 
the Senate renew the discussion on 
amendment nine of the constitu- 



tion concerning the number of 
cheerleaders. This was seconded by 
Cecil Johnson and passed. 

Mary Miles Byrne moved that the 
Senate appoint Mike Murphy and 
Glenda Martin as cheerleaders, with 
the approval of the Council, to 
serve until Spring elections and de- 
cide then whether or not changing 
the amendment to provide for eight 
cheerleaders and a Demon is de- 
sirable. This was seconded by Dee 
Brister and passed. 

Last business of the meeting was 
a discussion on the soldier prob- 
lem. Graham read the resolution 
tentatively prepared for the Sen- 
ate's approval at the preceding 
meeting. 

"General Purpose; To prevent 
soldiers off-duty from loitering 
about the campus and possibly 
causing trouble. 

The Student Senate, in consider- 
ation for the welfare of all the 
College of Louisiana, do hereby 
pass this recommendation on to 
the Student Council for immediate 
action. 

"Be it resolved: That army per- 
sonnel temporarily stationed in 
this area for the purpose of maneu- 
vers, be required to secure permis- 
sion from their commanding offi- 
cers, in cooperation with the ad- 
ministration of this college, before 
entering the campus of North- 
western State College. 

'To secure said permission here- 
tofore mentioned, they must be 
visiting friends or relatives, and 
must state same in their request

Game but bruised, determined 
but disappointed with last week's 
upset, the Demon gridders will seek 
to skin a Wildcat tonight in the 
annual Cenla game with Louisiana 
college at Bolton stadium in Alex- 
andria. 

Tackling a second GSC game, the 
Purple-and-White pigskin packers 
dropped their first conference en- 
counter of the season to darkhorse 
McNeese 14-6. Willard Rachal, 170 
lb. halfback from Shreveport plow- 
ed across the goal line or NSC's 
lone TD. 

Literally crushed by Louisiana 
Tech 40-6 and Southeastern 27-7, 
the La. college Wildcats will be 
equally anxious to hurdle the los- 
er's fence. 

The oldest football rivalry in 
Louisiana, NSC and La. College 
grid teams have collided 45 times, 
with the Demons racking up 28 vic- 
tories to the Wildcats' 13. Four 
games ended in deadlocks. In the 
1954 Cenla game, NSC left Bolton 
stadium with a 6-0 feather in its 
cap and a disappointed Wildcat 
flung over its shoulder. 

Although bowing to conference 
teams, both NSC and La. college 



hit paydirt in non-GSC games with 
the Demons edging Stetson Univer- 
sity 7-0, Lamar Tech 7-6, and the 
Wildcats trouncing powerful Ark- 
ansas Tech 26-19. 

NSC, picked to win the confer- 
ence title, will be facing a split-T 
option formation. Although not re- 
vealed by the Wildcats' unimpress- 
ive record thus far this season, La. 
college was pointed out by Coach 
Harry Turpin as having the best 
offensive team in the Gulf State's 
conference. 

Receiving a leg injury in last 
week's grueling match with Mc- 
Neese, Dan Chase, 185 lb. guard, 
will be forced to the bench for to- 
night's contest. Other Demon grid- 
ders are nursing minor injuries, 
including bruises and missing 
teeth. 

Demon and Wildcat fans may 
witness, in the game tonight, a duel 
between fwo of the conference 
leaders in individual statistics. La. 
college's Frank Mobley is among 
the top GSC players in rushing, 
pass interception, scoring and kick- 
off returns. NSC ace Quarterback 
"Red" McNew, who excels in pass- 
ing, running and kick returns, will 
challenge Mobley for top individ- 
ual ranking. 




NSC Falls To McNeese 
In GSC Play 14-6

In its first conference game of the '55 season, North- 
western seemingly left its scoring punch in the dressing 
room, and a revamped McNeese State College team soared 
back from last year's 26-0 defeat by the Demons to turn 
the tide, 14-6. 

It was the Cowboys' first conference tilt also, and 
what the press clippings have been raving about Mc- 
Neese's "new" team was something to behold. The De- 
mons expected severe competition but not the tactics. 

Three costly fumbles, and a pitch-out play by Mc- 
Neese that invariably gained yardage (including a TD 
and PAT) left the Demons holding the bag. On six occa- 
sions NSC drove to within less than 30 yds of a TD, only 
to search in vain for a scoring punch. Illegal tactics so 
obviously employed by the Cowboys gave the Demons 101 
yards, but the price NSC had to pay was heavy. In the 
first quarter 3 Demons were knocked out and left sprawl- 
ing as the play carried far downfield. 

It was a battle without the modern weapons of war, 
but McNeese hadn't forgotten its caveman instinct even 
in this atomic age. Dan Chase's leg was sprained, and 
other injuries were dealt the Demons, such as broken 
teeth, mashed lips, and assorted bruises. But that's what 
you call football. 

Quarterback James McNew was the only one of the 
Demons able to solve, at least temporarily, the McNeese 
defense. His ball-carrying was the feature on punt-returns, 
but not in the all-important scoring columns. Late in the 
third quarter, McNew, attempting to pass from his 20 
yd. line, elected to run. He smashed his way up to the 40, 
spun and crossed over to the far right side-lines, and car- 
ried down to the McNeese 18 yd. line before he was stop- 
ped. But four plays later the ball went over to McNeese 
on downs- The Demons had again lost their way. 

Willard Rachal, transfer halfback from LSU, was re- 
leased a little longer this game (he got in 2 plays), but 
long enough to pack the ball over from the 2 yd. line when 
the Cowboys' forward wall seemed frozen. 

McNeese's fullback, 182 lb. Jesse Castate, was the 
thorn in the Demons side as he picked up most of the 
Cowboys' yardage and romped wide around left-end for 
their first TD. The other halfback, Ray Simmons, smashed 
through the line for the other one.

Men's Dormitory To Be In Use By September 1956 




Construction is moving ahead at 
a rapid pace on the new men's 
dormitory at NSC, with completion 
date set for September, 1956, ac- 
cording to the contractor. 

The new structure, only one of 
its kind in the entire South, will 
house 254 male students next fall, 
greatly alleviating a shortage of 
dormitory space on the NSC cam- 
pus, caused by a rapid increase in 
enrollment at the college this se- 
mester. 

The new building is a part of a 
"master plan" of improvement for 
the NSC campus this year. Work is 
expected to begin soon on other 
building improvements, including 
enlargement and air-conditioning 
of the library. 

Concrete was poured this week 
on the new dormitory, a Y-shaped 
building, unique in design and at- 
tractive in appearance. Architect

Miss Steber's rich low notes had 
a quality worthy of a mezzo-soprano 
at points in Debussy's "Le Bal- 
con" and Puccini's Un bel di v«> 
dremo from "Madame Butterfly," 
while the wild joy of her high 
notes in Richard Strauss's difficult 
"als mir dein Lied erklang" was 
reminiscent of some of the Wag- 
nerian roles for which she is so 
celebrated. 

Rarely has so distinguished an 
artist performed in Natchitoches at 
the peak of her career. This in 
spite of Miss Steber's admission

Enthusiasm for improvements is apparently rushing ahead 
of legislative action and approval by NSC student government.

Did students attain freedom and self-government here 
for the novelty of the possession, to wave it gaily like a lace 
hanky at a College administration, without whose support stu- 
dent government would swoon or faint? 

Like weath, this freedom is a precious thing, to be guard- 
ed well and used wisely. If students do not insist upon the up- 
holding of the Student Body constitution, it is little more than 
a scrap of paper that kept a group of crusaders busy for 
awhile. If we do not agree with it, we should ammend it, not 
offend it. 

To our good fortune this year, there is an unusual 
amount of enlightenment and earnesty among both Council 
and Senate members. It is refreshing to know that the repre- 
sentative groups on this campus are actually representing the 
student body. 

What security in knowing that the entire meetings of 
Council and Senate during the year wiil not consist entirely of 
discussing and ordering nice gold keys for each member for a 
farcical "service to fellow students!" The men and women who 
swing the fancy medals this year will have forged them by 
their own thoughts and actions in genuine concern for the 
student body. 

By familiarity with the Student Body Association Consti- 
tution, by regular reading of Council and Senate minutes in 
this newspaper, by making suggestions and petitions to our 
leaders, we may "prove and develop our capacity for self- 
government." In this faith was our constitution established.

NSC Plasters 
Wildcats 34-7 d 



Erupting for five touchdowns 
against Louisiana College Wild- 
cats, the NSC Demons were as a 
bull without a matador in Bolton 
Stadium, last Saturday night as 
they romped for a 34-7 rout. 

Although more than doubled in 
number of first downs obtained, 
the Demons didn't concentrate on 
picking up ten yards in four plays. 
They went for 53 yds. twice, and 
for 25, 72, and 14 in other single 
plays. 

Less than four minutes had elaps- 
ed in the opening quarter when 
Quarterback "Red" McNew proved 
again his prowess on punt returns. 
On third down and ten-to-go, La. 
r College's left halfback, Frank Mob- 
ley, kicked from his 8 yd. line to 
the Demons' 47 yd. stripe. McNew 
was there and waiting. Tucking 
the ball under his left arm, he side- 
stepped two tacklers, and raced 
down the right sidelines for a TD. 
Perfect downfield blocking was 
given him, and when he passed the 
L. C. 30 yd. marker not a Wildcat 
tackier was within 10 yards. Fresh- 
man Dewey O'Neal's kick split the 
uprights to put NSC ahead 7-0. 

But the scoring had only begun. 
Eight minutes later, McNew, fad- 
ing back to pass on the L. C. 25 yd. 
line, connected on an aerial at- 
tempt to Gary Hickman, who pull- 
ed the pass, in over the goal-line. 
Jim Bruning's attempted conver- 



sion didn't have the altitude. Bui. 
the score was there at the end of 
the first quarter. NSC 13-L. C. - 0. 

The touchdown-starvea Demons 
wasted no time either in the second 
quarter. Halfback Lacey Lofton, in 
his first appearance for the De- 
mons this year, broke through 
left tackle on his own 47 yd. line, 
picked up blocking, and raced for 
another 53 yd. TD sprint. O'Neal's 
kick pushed the Demons farther 
out front, 20-0. 

A bewildered Wildcat eleven had 
not yet been in NSC territory. But 
a sustained drive carried them 
down to the Demons' 28 yd. line 
before halfback Eugene Southern 
fumbled and the Demons recover- 
ed. On the next play, fullback Phil 
Collins found an opening through 
the middle, and in a sudden burst 
of gridiron magic, he went 72 yds. 
for the third TD. Bruning's con- 
version was good. Halftime score 
was NSC 27-L. C.-0. 

With only 2:48 gone in the third 
quarter, another La. College fum- 
ble on their own 33 yd. line was 
recovered by the Demons. Clyde 
Chesson, Don Millen, and Pete 
Beck carried the ball down to the 
L. C. 14 yd. line in five plays. Mil- 
len then hit outside tackle for a 
TD. O'Neal again split the uprights 
to tack on NSC's last point of the 
game.

They were hungry that night. All of them. And they were 
well fed. A 25 yd. TD pass play, a 53 yd. TD run by a new- 
comer in his first ball-handling play of the season for the De- 
mons, and a 72 yd. TD sprint left the fans gasping for breath.

Student 
Senate Minutes 

The Student Senate met jointly 
with the Student Council in the fac- 
ulty room of Caldwell Hall at 6 p. 
m., Monday, October 10. Senate 
president David Graham and Coun- 
cil president Harry Moore called 
the meeting to order. 

President Graham suggested that 
the Senate select its nomination 
for State Fair Maid at that time. 
Janice Melton nominated Barbara 
Evans, and Roy Graham moved that 
Miss Evans be accepted as the Sen- 
ate choice by acclaimation. The mo- 
tion passed unanimously. 

Current Sauce editor Hester 
Brown presented the 1955-56 Cur- 
rent Sauce budget, showing a de- 
ficit of approximately $2,200. The 
budget will be studied and any 
possible ways of reducing the defi- 
cit will be looked into. 

The main subject of the meeting 
was the "Army Problem," which is 
expected to arise when approxi- 
mately 10,000 soldiers are stationed 
in this area for maneuvers in the 
next three months. 

' Colonel Orlando Greening, Cap- 
tain Hubert Nolde and Lieutenant 
John Preston of the Northwestern 
ROTC staff were the special guests 
of the two groups in an effort to 
bring out both sides of the prob- 
lem. 

Colonel Greening stated that the 
ROTC staff is "just as interested in 
maintaining good relations between 
the Army and college students" as 
the Senate and Council. "I don't 
think there is a perfect solution," 
he added. 

Commenting on the Senate Res- 
olution concerning the problem, he 
said that he was not in favor of 
placing the campus "off limits" to 
soldiers because (1) he did not 
know who such an edict could be 
enforced, and (2) the mass psych- 
ology that accompanies young men 
in uniform would probably result 
in resentment toward the school 
and students if the campus were 
declared "off limits." 
"I'm worried about people get- 



ting hurt," Colonel Greening stat- 
ed. "I am more concerned with re- 
lationships between soldiers and 
men students than with relation- 
ships between soldiers and girls." 

"I would suggest that this body 
ask the administration to contact 
the Army and find out what they 
going to do, instead of taking it all 
upon yourselves. I believe you 
should work in cooperation with 
the Army." 

—In the discussion that followed, it 
was brought out that it would be 
practically impossible to get word 
to all commanding officers of the 
many scattered, small units invol- 
ved in the maneuvers regarding 
the "off limits" decision. 

The two groups decided that the 
original Resolution should be drop- 
ped, and that Colonel Greening's 
suggestion regarding contacting 
the administration for cooperation 
between the school and Army 
should be followed. 

President Graham adjourned the 
Senate half of the meeting at ap- 
proximately 7:00 p. m., with the 
Council members staying for their 
regular weekly meeting. .

Kidd Heads 
Special Educ. 
Center Here 

Establishment of a special 
Education Center at Northwestern 
State College for aiding and devel- 
oping the exceptional children pro- 
gram in Louisiana was announced 
this week by Northwestern Presi- 
dent John S. Kyser. 

Heading the program, which will 
involve approximately nine par- 
ishes in the northern and central 
part of the state, will be Dr. John 
W. Kidd, associate professor of ed- 
ucation at NSC and a native of 
Gibsland. Dr. Kidd recently joined 
the faculty here after having 
taught at Michigan State Univer- 
sity for the past eight years. 

Dr. Kidd, whose title will be Di- 
rector of the Special Education 
Center, has been given the assign- 
ment to establish the program. His 
offices are temporarily in the Busi- 
ness Administration building on 
the college campus. 

Eight parishes will participate in j 

the special plan. They are Natchi- J 

toches, Sabine, DeSoto, Red River, | 
Grant, Winn, LaSalle and Rapides. 

Sponsored jointly by the college, 
the participating parishes and the 
state department of education, the 
new program will have a two-fold 
objective; to aid in the develop- 
ment of curricula at Northwest- 
ern for preparing teachers of ex- 
ceptional children, and to diagnose 
difficulties of exceptional children 
in these parishes previously men- 
tioned. 

Some 400 teachers of various 
types of exceptional children are 
active in the state at the present 
time, Dr. Kidd states, but a signifi- 
cant portion are working under 
temporary certificates. Dr. Kidd 
and his staff will aid those persons 
to become certified. 

In order to be certified under 
present state department regula- 
tions, a teacher must have at least 
two years experience, plus certain 
courses in special education, which 
Northwestern hopes to offer in the 
near future, Kidd said. 

Members of his staff at the col- 
lege — yet to be hired — will in- 
clude Clinical Psychologist, Speech 
Pathologists and Reading Clinic- 
ians. 

The new director of special edu- 
cation comes to NSC after holding 
teaching positions at Gibsland High 
School, Louisiana State University 
and Michigan State. He holds de- 
grees from L. S. U. (B. A. and M. 
A.) and the Doctor of Education de- 
gree from Michigan State. He also 
•ttended Centenary College in 
onreveport. 

Author of numerous articles in 
educational and professional jour- 
n als, he is a member of the Am- 
erican Association of University 
professors, Phi Delta Kappa, Pi 
^amma Nu, the National Council 
">r Social Studies, the National 
^aucation Association and the 
^umana Education Association

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Northwestern Entangles Tech 
In Historic Fair Game Clash

With an abundance of spirit and 
the cry "Beat Tech" ringing in their 
ears, the Demon gridders will take 
the route to Shreveport to encoun- 
ter Louisiana Tech in the most 
classic of all GSC games. 

This is the big one. Ifs bigness 
lies not so much in importance as 
in symbolism. "Beat Tech" is as 
spirited a cry in this college as 
"Moider da Bums" is in National 
sports. And the desire to win is 
just as great. 

In a 36 game rivalry dating back 
to 1907, Tech has the lead with 25 
wins to NSC's 9. Two games were 
deadlocked. The average game 
score is Tech 19, NSC 6. 

Decidely the underdogs, the De- 
mon's are weakened by the loss of 
ace halfback Clyde Chesson, Ches- 
son. Chesson, the most under-rated 
halfback in the GSC, aggravated 



an old leg injury and will be side- 
lined for the remainder of the 
season. The speedy workhorse av- 
eraged 4.4 yds. per carry in rush- 
ing this year. 

Dan Chase, still suffering from 
a leg injury, may be held on the 
bench for the Tech game. Left 
guard Ray Lockwood sustained a 
bruised side in the Louisiana col- 
lege meet and wil see limited ac- 
tion. 

In Conference games, NSC has a 
1-1 record, slaughtering La. col- 
lege 34-7 and dropping a contest 
to "Cinderella" McNeese 14-6. Tech 
boasts a 2-0 GSC rating with 40-7 
and 14-0 wins over La. college and 
McNeese. . 

Heavier Tech has the weight ad- 
vantage with a backfield average 
of 178 lbs. and a 205 lb. line aver- 
age. Fourteen lbs. per man lighter, 
the Purple-and-Whiters have a 164 
lb. backfield count and a 191 line 
average. 



In the '54 encounter of the rival 
ball clubs, NSC bowed to the Tech- 
sters 13-6 in the annual State Fair 
game. A 20-yard TD pass and a 31- 
yard end run by halfback Russell 
Rainbolt gave the Bulldogs their 
two markers. A 38-yard screen pass 
play, "Red" McNew to Larry Whitt 
in the last minute of play, account- 
ed for the Demon's lone TD. Coin- 
cidentally, Chesson was sidelined 
for the '54 collision. 

Both the Demons and the Bull- 
dogs have record-holding grid- 
ironers ; n the Conference games 
thus far this season. Tech's A. C. 
Williams leads the GSC in scoring 
with 36 points. Quarterback Mc- 
New, NSC, doubles the punt return 
yardage of any other GSC football- 
er with 6 returns for 195 yds. 

Classification-wise, the Demons 
have eight Seniors and three Jun- 
iors. Tech's first team is more var- 
ied with five Seniors, four Juniors, 
one Sophomore and one Freshman.

It was 1:45 p. m., August 29, and 
supper was served at the Glorieta 
Baptist Assembly grounds at 5 p. 
m. Since we assumed we could 
reach Glorieta Baldy (that moun- 
tain 5 miles away) and return with- 
in two or three hours, we didn't 
bother to take any food or water 
with us. 

Starting out with all the vigor of 
full-blooded Swiss climbers, we 
made it over one mountain and 
then another before we discover- 
ed that there was a trail which re- 
quired less effort. Mr. McNeese, 
leading the train, continually en- 
couraged us by saying, "We're al- 
most there." But the question that 
kept going around in my mind was, 
"Almost where?" 

After an hour of constant up- 
grade in which my feet felt like 
blocks of lead, I realized that we 
really were trying to reach Old 
Baldy. 

By 4 p. m., we were worn out 
and Baldy was still two mountains 
away. It was getting terribly hard 
to breathe. Every 25 or 30 feet 
Of walking required three minutes 
rest. The air was thin and icy cold. 
We were hungry and thirsty too, 
and had long since given up hope 
of making back in time for supper. 

After struggling along for what 
seemed like hours more we finally 
reached the top of Old Baldy. It 
was six o'clock, and hour just be- 
fore twilight and the beauty of the 
panorama we had hoped to see was 
obscured by low hanging rain 
clouds. To make matters worse, we 
found two more boys from La. Col- 
lege on top of the mountain who 
had come up a much easier trail 
from the other side. 

By this time we were suffering 
with hunger and thirst and the sky 
was growing black. Night was clos- 
ing in and none of us knew the way 
back. We would surely be lost. 

The two boys who had not come 
with us, assured us that they could 
find the trail they had come up. 
Dubious and scared, but with no 
other choice, the thriteen of us be- 
gan to pick our way back down the 
mountain. 

About half way down the trail 
the rain began to come down and 
we were left in total darkness. Only 
the frequent flashes of lightening 
*ept us on our trail and it was as 
though we were cut off from the 
last vestiges of humanity. 

At 8:30 p. m. there was a glad 
snout from the lead man and the 
u Shts of the Assembly Grounds 
glimmered through the night and 
tn e rain. 

A search party was ready to 
eave to look for us when we en- 
ured the camp. We were weak 
""n a combination of hunger and 
relief f rom f ea r, and terrifically 
thirsty. Never, in all my life, have 
* b een so glad to reach a destina- 
tion.

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Ware Earns Doctorate 
From U. of Wisconsin 

George H. Ware, assistant pro- 
fessor of biology at Northwestern 
State College, has been awarded 
a Ph. D. by the University of Wis- 
consin, announced NSC President 
John S. Kyser. 

The doctorate is the culmin- 
ation of four summers of field work 
in addition to residence work in 
plant ecology with research con- 
centrated upon swamp forests. 

Ware's doctoral dissertation is 
entitled "A Phytosociologcial Study 
of Lowland Hardwood Forests in 
Southern Wisconsin." 

Noteworthy findings from the 
study have already been presented 
by Dr. Ware at national meetings 
of biological scientists. 

A native of Norman, Oklahoma, 
Dr. Ware received both his B. S.

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NSC Loses To La. Tech. By 
Blocked Kick, Loose Jersey 



In one of the most spectacular 
games ever to grace the annual 
State Fair festivities, the Demons 
fell to the vaunted forces of Lou- 
isiana Tech in Shreveport last Sat- 
urday afternoon, 21-20. A matter 
of an extra point attempt that was 
blocked by Tech's 202 lb. center, 
Charles Glover, and Jim Bruning's 
loose jersey became the deciding 
issue. But it liked to have not been 
enough. 

Quarterback "Red" McNew con- 
nected on an aerial to fullback 
Phil Collins on the last play of the 
game. Collins juggled the 35 yd. 
pass on his own forty. End Jim 
Bruning grabbed it and made a 
sudden jerk toward paydirt. But 
the Tech tackier of Collins reached 
out and grabbed Bruning's jersey 
and pulled him down. Less than a 
second more and Bruning would 
have been gone on a game winning 
TD. 

A first quarter display of de- 
fensive stubborness on the part of 
the Demons' line highlighted the 
opening quarter. NSC fought with- 
in their own 20 yd. line the entire 
first quarter. But an NSC fumble 
on their own twenty as the first 
quarter ended gave Tech another 
golden opportunity. They cashed 
in on this one. Tech quarterback, 
Milford Andrews, managed to 
squeeze over from the 1 foot line 
for a split second before the De- 
mon liners shoved him back. Gayle 
Dick's was good, putting Tech 
ahead, 7-0. 

A 53 yd. left end skirt by half- 
back Gayle Dick advanced the ball 
from Tech's 33 yd. line down to 
the Demon 12. Phil Collins, the 
only man between him and a TD,

An Open Letter To Jack Fiser, 
Sports Editor of the Shreveport Times: 

Your Tuesday morning column, Mr. Fiser, of this week, 
was a biased one indeed, for one who would show no partiality 
for either Louisiana Tech or Northwestern State. With your 
position being between the colleges, why not give both the 
same press praise? Especially after the Fair game of this 
year, when from all appearances, NO ONE PLAYER DOMIN- 
ATED THE PLAY. I respect your opinion, but for the above 
cited column my admiration flamed out. 

In your column, you pointed out Tech's Gayle Dick as 
being a "stand out above everybody else." Now let's stop a 
minute and weigh the full significance of that statement. I 
don't intend to take any credit whatsoever away from Dick, 
as he really deserves it. But don't be so outlandish in your 
praise of one individual in a game where standouts sprouted 
everywhere. 

I agree his 53 yard run with a pitchout represented the 
game's longest run from scrimmage. But who finally stop- 
ped this 175 lb- hunk of humanity — 160 lb. Lacey Lofton. 
Dick also kicked two extra points, but what outstanding glory 
is there in this, when he was as safe as a bear hibernating in 
winter, behind a line that outweighed the Demons more than 
14 pounds per man? Dick did intercept a pass, although the 
consequences of the ball's possession were nil. Four plays later 
they kicked to Jack Bice who romped 70 yards for a TD. But 
before he took off, he tied in knots two would-be Tech tacklers. 
And I won't explore Dick's unblocked 6 yd. punt. Dick recover- 
ed a fumble. But for importance does his recovery top Jack 
Roger's recovery of Tech's fumble on Tech's 10 yd. line 16 
seconds before the half ended? This fumble set up NSC's 
first TD, as McNew threw to Whitt on the very first play. All 
of this totals Gayle Dick to be the game's star? 
gained more yardage in 9 plays. 

Let's go back a week, Mr. Fiser, to find Kemp Gordon 
spending the week in the college infirmary with tonsillitis, 
accompanied by a 103 dgree temperature. A week of missed 
practice, but his Saturday afternoon play left nothing-to-be- 
asked-for. Our No. 1 quarterback, "Red" McNew, although 
painfully injured on the game's opening play, contributed 
an exhibition of brilliant football despite his handicap. With 
one good leg he averaged 35 yds. per punt, not to elaborate 
on his two touchdown tosses and imcompleted passes that 
weren't his blame. Excluding Dick's 56 yd. scamper from 
scrimmage, he averaged 3.7 yards in his other 8 carries. But 
this quarterback must go unheralded because a Tech back 

Did you notice the Demon fullback? One Pete Beck. Ask 
Rainbolt about him. He is not worthy of your mention, only 
getting 8 out of the first 10 tackles and being in on 40% of the 
total tackles. 

NSC was "up" for the game. Sure, why shoudn't they be? 
They knew Tech was going to be plenty rough so why shouldn't 
they be prepared and ready to do their best? They gave it all 
they had. Did you notice little Don Millen being carried from 
the field in a state of semi-consciousness, yet pleading with 
the coaches to be left in? If that didn't raise the chill bumps 
on the average fan's back, nothing did. 

Gathered from your column is the impression that Tech 
took al this fight and emotion with a mere shrug of their 
shoulders. They didn't bother about digging in an mixing it 
up. But I wonder if Pat Hinton, Tech's 225 lb. tackle, felt like 
playing palsy-walsy ater being knocked "senseless" on the 
opening kick-off? 

The fight of the Demons was just laughed at by the Tech- 
men, I suppose, when NSC fought within their own 20 yd. line 
the entire first quarter and had only 8 scrimmage plays. Tech 
tried in vain 20 times to advance the ball over that last stripe. 
Yes, the Blue-and-Red must have just been laughing at the 
stubbornness of the Demons. "Why," they must have said, 
"NSC should know they haven't a chance, didn't Fiser pick us 
to win 20-7?" 

Check the movies of the game if your memory fails you, 
and see Mcnew and Fontenot, out kicker, being smothered as 
the try-for-extra-point was blocked. No, it wasn't Glover. He 
only went in to block the punt. But some other Techman ac- 
complished another mission.

Timepiece of Ancients 
Perplexes Modern Minds 



One of the oldest devices known 
for the measurement of time was 
the inspired gift to the College by 
the 1955 Senior Class, Bill Collings- 
worth, president. Class sponsor Hal 
Townsend and Wilford Broussard, 
of the campus beautification com- 
mittee, have lately been posed with 
the problem of installing the gift, 
which arrived several weeks ago. 

To tell correct time, the sundial 
must be set on a true North-South 
parallel. In the academic court, 
considered location of the instru- 
ment, if it is thus correctly placed, 
the base will be at odd angles with 
the sidewalks. The square base 
lines up only with the football sta- 
dium, where Demons fans are usu- 



ally too busy watching the clock to 
notice a sundial. 

Even though centered in the aca- 
demic court, a shadow will blanket 
it part of the day. This has been 
decided the best place. 

Placing the base flush with 
walks, the top of the pedestal will 
be rounded so that the dial face 
may be turned and the stylus (an- 
gular shadow-casting piece), can be 
correctly oriented. Then it will be 
permanently fixed. 

Bronze face of the sundial bears 
a winged-hour glass and the inscrip- 
tion, "You are your tomorrow, 
work for it today, Commemorating 
Establishment of Graduate School 
1955. Senior class 1955." 
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To Natchitoches From NSC 

Why should NSC students fore-go a few hamburgers and 
cups of coffee to support a fund remotely beneficial to them- 
selves and largely beneficial to Natchitoches townspeople?

Crusaders for the establishment of the College her» 70 
years ago were Natchitoches citizens, among them Leopold 
Caspari, a state legislator. Natchitocheans donated the orig- 
inal campus site of the Bullard plantation — the very land our 
two thousand pair of feet traverse each day. 

Natchitoches citizens attend our athletic events, rooting 
for the Demons; fill the Fine Arts for plays and musical events; 
provide annual awards for scholastic incentive; buy advertis- 
ing in student newspaper and yearbook; employ students part- 
time; clear usually jammed streets for our parades; gracious- 
ly open the doors of their new library to students; many en- 
courage their children to attend school here. In short, Natchi- 
toches supports NSC — now there is a time and a chance for 
NSC to boost Natchitoches. 

Purpose of "The Big One" fund drive in Natchitoches is 
"to unite all campaigns for funds into one annual drive thus 
saving time, money and manpower in raising funds." The 
goal is $15,000. Let's help them meet it. Sylvan W. Nelken, NSC 
agriculture department head, is a member, of the Natchitoches 
United Fund Board of directors. 

When you see the donation centers set up on campus by 
student body association officers, STOP, LOOK through your 
money, and LISTEN to the joyful noise it makes when you 
drop it against the pile of NSC coins for the United Fund. The 
clink of your coins will echo and re-echo into a pattern of 
beautiful music for American Red Cross, Salvation Army, Boy 
Scouts of America, Girl Scouts, Cancer, Louisiana Heart As- 
sociation, Cerebral Palsy, and Crippled Children.

Miss Jones was named today in 
the climax of the annual pinning 
ceremony at City Hall auditorium 
in Alexandria.

ing secretary; Laura Gomex of 
Mercy Hospital, New Orleans, re- 
cording secretary; Donna Otte of 
Turo Hospital, New Orlean, treas- 
urer, and Mildred Alpha of Mc- 
Neese, nominating committee chair- 
man. 



Twenty-two per cent of the mod- 
ern Y-shaped men's dormitory has 
been completed since construction 
started August 8 according to the 
contractor, Jack Boydstun of Nat- 
chitoches. Concrete will be poured 
Wednesday for the second story 
sub-floors of one wing. 

Soft green glazed and grey un- 
glazed tile is piled high near-by 
awaiting use in the inner walls of 
the monolithic structure. Mono- 
lithic as explained by Boydstun 
means, untechnically speaking, 
built all in one piece. Though it is 
not put together all at once, when 
finished it will be one solid con- 
structed piece and not several join- 
ed together. Structural cement-en- 
cased steel columns continue from 
ground floor to roof. 



The only joining is where the 
three wings meet in the center of 
the "Y." Mr. Boydstun comment- 
ed that these joinings posed a prob- 
lem requiring the co-operated ef- 
forts of mechanical engineer and 
architect to solve. Usually wings 
join at right angles, but since there 



is nothing "usual" about North- 
western's new dormitory, its wings 
meet at odd 120 degre angles. 

The "Y" shape, now clearly visi- 
ble in the construction, follows the 
lay of the land nicely. The build- 
ing will overlook baseball diamond, 
football field and Chaplains Lake.

right of the people peaceably to 
assemble and to petition the gov- 
ernment for a redress of griev- 
ances." 

It has been held that congress 
may abridge the freedom of speech 
or of the press in cases of "clear 
and present danger" to the state or 
to the general welfare. However, 
this certainly doesn't apply to 
Northwestern State College. If the 
constitution of the Student Body 
Association can be interpreted (a 
sole resposibility of the honor court 
according to Article IV Sec. 2b) 
above to censor the letters to the 
Editor, then the constituion cer- 
ainly should be changed, initiating 
in the Student Senate. 

Although I may be in complete 
disagreement with what someone 
has written, I agree with Voltaire 
when he said "Although I disagree 
with what you have to say, I will 
/iefend unto the death your right 
to say it." This could certainly ap- 
ply whether or not the writer is 
Bill Chamberlain, Gerald Tilleux, 
Jerry Byrd or to anyone, who has 
an American citizen, wants to exer- 
cise his right of freedom of speech 
through the Editor's right of free- 
dom of the press.

It is not so unusual for a mar- 
ried man to attend college, nor for 
a college student to do part-time 
work, but when the student is mar- 
ried and is also part of his col- 
lege's administrative staff, his po- 
sition takes on some rather un- 
usual aspects.

high school for over six years and 
was not at all certain that he could 
again master the knack of study- 
ing. But with his usual sincerity, 
he dived into the "organized con- 
fusion" of college life with a great 
determination. 

During that summer semester, 
aside from his regular studies, 
Thornton took tests given by Test- 
ing Director Charles A. Ross and 
sponsored by the American Coun- 
cil on Education which reaped him 
12 hours in English, six hours in 
social science, three hours in phy- 
sical science, and three in biologi- 
cal science — a total of 24 semes- 
ter hours, the highest possible num- 
ber of hours a student can get 
through these tests. 

At the end of the 1955 summer 
semester, with his name on the 
school honor roll each semester, 
his scholastic average stood at 2.83, 
an adequate answer to his worries 
about entering college. In his ma- 
jor, accounting, and in business 
administration courses, he has 
made straight A's. 

During the fall semester of the 
1954-55 school year, Thornton was 
given the job of Purchasing Agent 
for the College. According to Dr. 
George T. Walker, Dean of Admini- 



stration, he was hired because "he 
had an outstanding record as a 
student and approximately five 
years of high-level acocunting and 
purchasing experience while in the 
service." Chuck was then sent to 
Baton Rouge for a short time to 
study purchasing procedures in the 
State and then returned to take 
over the task of buying the school's 
supplies. 

"Six years in the Army will 
broaden one's mind considerably," 
Thornton said in answer to ques- 
tions about his record here. "Be- 
ing married is an even greater in- 
centive to put just a little more 
effort in anything I do. Actually, 
my studies, my work, and my home 
life carry much the same weight. 
Without either of them, the others 
would probably fail," he concluded. 

A skillful fisherman and hunter 
when time permits, Charles Thorn- 
ton has for the past few months 
been leading three lives in the time 
normally used for only one. Glow- 
ing words and phrases are of little 
use when trying to determine the 
amount of success that he has had. 
Only his record can adequately do 
this. Part of his crowded day is 
spent with his wife and two small 
children. 

His wife is contented and as a 
wife should be, proud of her hus- 
band's record at NSC. Their child- 
ren are healthy and happy. A mem- 
ber of Pi Omega Pi, honorary busi- 
ness fraternity, his scholastic rec- 
ord tells quite well of his success 
in his studies. And as for his work, 
it can be summed up in the words 
of Dr. Walker who stated simply 
that "he is doing a very fine job."

The 
Telephone, only twenty minutes 
long, is as current and local as the 
latest gossip, while The Medium is 
a spine-tingling thriller. 

Eleanor Steber, whose concert 
began the season, sang an excerpt 
from The Telephone. 

Gian-Carlo Menotti at 43 is claim- 
ed by the American public as their 
outstanding operatic composer. He 
has convinced both American and 
European audiences that modern 
subjects are as appropriate in op- 
er as remote and imaginary ma- 
terials — especially if words, music 
and story-telling are artistically 
combined. 

Menotti believes that English is 
as easily sung by a good singer as 
any other language, and that musi- 
ically untrained audience will en- 
joy opera if it can understand what 
is being sung and is interested in 
the subject. 

Marie Powers, leading contralto 
in the cast, has already been ac- 
claimed all over Europe for her 
singing and acting as Mme. Flora 
in The Medium, a role she cre- 
ated. The American-born artist is 
now seeking to equal her Europe- 
an successes in this first American 
tour of The Medium. 

She is supported by Basel Lan- 
dria, a lyric soprano with the 
youthful appearance and fresh per- 
sonality suited to the role of Mon- 
ica in The Medium. Nadja Wit- 
kowska, coloratura soprano, Da- 
vid Aiken, the athletic Ben in The 
Telephone, Richard Astor, dancer, 
and others of the cast have made 
frequent television appearances. 



Dr. Eugene Payne Watson, NSC 
Librarian and professor of library 
science, assumed the position of 
advisor to the Current Sauce this 
week after an appointment Wed- 
nesday made by President John S.

sociation of University Professors. 

He is executive secertary of the 
Alpha Beta Alpha library fraternity 
founded on this campus and editor 
of its official magazine, The Alpha- 
bet He also edits the Southern Li- 
brary Association Newsletter.

construction of a $325,000 biologi- 
cal science building on the North- 
western campus. According to col- 
lege administration officials the 
building should be started this 
spring under supervision of the 
Louisiana State Building Authority 
and the State Board of Education. 

College officials working with the 
State Board, secured two allocations 
of funds from the Board of Liquid- 
ation— $80,000 for the 1954-55 fis- 
cal year and $100,000 for the 1955- 
56 fiscal year. Approximately 
$100,000 will remain from a Legi- 
slative Appropriation of $1,000,- 
000 after completion of the men's 
dormitory and library expansion. 

In a meeting November 4, col- 
lege officials secured permission 
from the State Board of Education 
to transfer funds from the major 
repair fund of the current year to 
the biological science building 
fund. This sum raised the total of 
available funds to approximately 
$345,000. 

A committee of the State Board 
of Education will visit the campus 
within the next few weeks to re- 
view the location of the building 
with campus officials and archi- 
tects. 

Architects Annon and Gilmer, of 
Shreveport, considered ideas and 
specifications submitted prior to 
Thursday's meeting by members of 
the biological science faculty. 

When the new building is ready 
for occupancy, it is anticipated 
that the Old Science Building will 
be converted to general classrooms 
and other uses. The building was 
originally constructed as an ele- 
mentary school.

Demons Rout Northeast 
State College, 28 - 7

A trio of backfield men named 
McNew, Rachal, and Collins, prov- 
ed to be enough anti-freeze for the 
fans who braved a biting, northern 
wind in Demon Stadium last Satur- 
day night, as they made the fans 
seemingly ignore the coldness in 
leading NSC to a 28-7 romp over 
luckless Northeast La. State Col- 
lege, of Monroe. 

Fans and players alike seemed 
stifled by the cold during the first 
quarter. The Demons, also hamper- 
ed by injuries, were slow in start- 
ing. Northeast's 180 lb. left half- 
back, Audrey Wade, threw a spark 
of fright their way as he rifled a 
pass to teammate Joe Driskell, a 
burly, 185 lb. right end, in the end 
zone. Wade added a little more 
scare as he split the uprights to 
make it NSC - N. E. 7, at the end 
of the first quarter. 

But the purple-and-white haid 
had enough. Their barrage began 
with the suddenness of a summer 
storm. The Demons ace quarter- 
back "Red" McNew, ranged under 
a lofty N. E. punt on their 49 yd. 
line. Faking two potential tacklers, 
he backskirted to his own 47 yd. 
line, and then in a spurt of twists, 
swivel-hipping, and feints he raced 
down the right side-lines to a TD 
as his blockers began taking a 
heavy toll of Northeast tacklers. 
Freshman Dewey O'Neal booted his 
sixth consecutive extra point of the 
season to knot the count at 7-7. 

McNew's threat had only begun, 
Later in the same period, finding 



an opening outside left tackle, he 
leaped over a sprawled N. E. tack- 
ier, and scampered from the 16 yd. 
line of N. E. to the end zone to 
rack up his second TD in the same 
quarter. J|im Bruning, a home- 
grown 195 lb. end, split the up- 
rights to push the Demons out 
front 14-7. 

Before the ensuing thunder had 
died away in the stands, Willard 
Rachal, a speedy, 170 lb. halfback 
from Shreveport, La., bolted 
through the line on his own 17 yd. 
stripe, and powered himself 
83 yds. on a spine-tingling TD 
jaunt. Dewey O'Neal, a promising 
fulback from Baton Rouge, La., toed 
his seventh seasonal extra point. 

Again in the fourth quarter the 
Demons doled out a little more an- 
ti-freeze to the fans. Phil Collins, 
a 185 lb. fullback from LaRose Cut- 
Off, La., burst through center, pick- 
ed up down-field blocking, and 
sprinted 68 yds. for NSC's fourth 
and last TD counter. Jim Bruning 
ended the scoring by booting his 
second conversion of the game.

Minden lad was 
the third Demon in individual rush- 
ing with a 4.3 average in 7 games, 
returned one kickoff for 11 yds., 
received two passes for a total of 
21 yds., and racked up one TD. 

Larry Whitt, 155 lb. halfback, 
will be sidelined for the SLI en- 
counter with a leg injury. 

In the '54 season, NSC met SLI 
in the Demon Homecoming game 
and trampled the invaders 34-7. 
Frank Gearen, now ranked second 
to Sid White in SLI passing, ac- 
counted for the Bulldog's single 
marker with a TD toss. 

Standout Canine Louis Roth, in 
the fullback slot, leads the Lafay- 
etters in rushing with 408 yds. in 
56 attempts, and punt returns, 
plowing the turf six times for 88 
yds. 

The Demons now hold 2-2 con- 
ference and 4-3 overall records.

Construction Progresses 
On New Men's Dormitory

Homecomers this weekend will 
get a termite's eye view of the 
latest addition to NSC housing fa- 
cilities. 

Construction on the new men's 
dormitory at the south end of the 
campus is proceeding on schedule. 
Designed to house 254 men stu- 
dents, the building will be ready 
for occupancy fall 1956, relieving 
congestion in currently crowded 
living quarters. 

Architects JOHNS AND NEEL 
of Monroe designed the dormitory 
to fit in with other new NSC build- 
ings. The three-storied, three- 
winged structure will be Y-shaped 
one wing running almost due south 
between the football field and the 
baseball diamond, and the other 
two northeast and northwest. 

Construction is about twenty-five 
per cent complete. Forms and re- 
nforcing steel are now being read- 
ied for pouring of the 123 yards 
of concrete in the second floor sub- 



floor. To cost $554,000, the new 
building will contain over 40 tons 
of structural and reenforcing steel, 
over 1600 yards of concrete, and 
will be brick-faced. 



Work Begins 
On Library 
Construction

Most of you no doubt have no- 
ticed the crews of workmen sur- 
rounding the library. This group 
is constructing a new $335,000 addi- 
tion to our present library, which, 
when completed, will definitely be 
an asset to our campus. 

This 127-foot by 73-foot expan- 
sion project will bring the seating 
capacity to 400, and will increase 



the present 100,000 volume capa- 
city to 150,000 volumes. 

Areas on the lower floor will be 
devoted to social studies and sci- 
ences and areas on the secaond 
floor to education and the human- 
ities. In addition to the above, 
there will be typing rooms, confer- 
ence or seminar rooms, a room 
for listening to phonograph rec- 
ords, carrells, and a curriculum 
laboratory for the school of edu- 
cation. The entire building will be 
air conditioned, and there will be 
75 foot candle illumination on 
the tables. Acoustical tile ceilings 
will be installed, but the strongest 
point of all is the fact that the 
students will have direct access to 
all the books. 

Dr. Eugene Watson, head librar- 
ian, says, "It is planned to inte- 
grate the old building with the new 
in such a manner as to make one 
unit, which will be completely mod- 
ern and*, thoroughly functional."

The Graduate School. The establishment of a program at 
the graduate level, is generally considered to merit first 
place in the range of recent accomplishments. An objec- 
tive of many years, this goal was attained only as the re- 
sult of very great effort of College personnel, alumni, and 
other friends. 

It is impossible to list all of those who made fine 
contributions to the procurement and successful operation 
of the Graduate School. The unselfish and devoted service 
of some of our alumni is an inspiration. Among others de- 
serving especial tribute, the members of the Graduate 
Council rank high because they made great sacrifices of 
time and energy to bring about a graduate program com- 
mensurate with their high ideals. It is good to discover 
that the evidence available shows that the great amount 
of careful "spade work" has paid rich dividends. 

During the first semester of limited operations, 
spring 1955, 152 students enrolled for on-campus courses 
Monday and Tuesday nights and on Saturday mornings.

To Find A Lost Chord . . . 

Like the Sound of a Great Amen 

Though art, drama, and music abound in Northwest- 
ern's Fine Arts Building, a particular person of legend 
would find an immense emptiness there which no stand- 
ing-room-only audience can fill. Musicians, who look to 
her as the symbol and patroness of music, especially the 
great literature of church music, will celebrate her day 
next Tuesday. Saint Cecelia is not as pleased as the sculp- 
tured representatives of the arts above the front entrances 
of the Fine Arts, because her instrument, the king of all 
musical instruments, does not resound within this auditor- 
ium. 

Occasionally an electric organ is herad, an inferior 
instrument, but it would not satisfy Cecelia, legendary in- 
ventress of the magnificant pipe organ revered by men for 
centuries — the instrument for which Johann Sebastian 
Bach devoted his major creative efforts. 

Cecelia is credited with developing what ancient 
Greeks called Pipes of Pan into the first reed-pipe organ. 
The beautiful legend is immortalized in Dryden's poem to 
her, (though less poetic and more prosaic minds ascribe 
the invention of Estibius of Alexandria.) 
Since her day, the pipe organ has developed considerably. 
Today great organs are found in cathedrals and concert halls 
of Europe and America. One of the finest is that of Radio 
City Music Hall in New York City, where daily concerts are 
heard. 

Cecelia is not going to swoop down from heavenly heights 
with a band of the gifted craftsman of great organ building 
ages to install an organ for NSC. Realizing this, Phi Mu Alpha 
Sinfonia, music fraternity, has started a fund in the name of 
Scriven Swett, NSC music major, who died fighting for his 
country. Funds accumulate slowly for goals that appear im- 
possible except to an envisioned few.

Appoint- 
ed to Nigeria in 1951, he has been 
a staff doctor at the Baptist hos- 
pitals in Ogbomosho and Shaki. He 
is now in the States on furlough.

In November of 1954 the State 
Board of Education approved a 
graduate program for Northwestern 
State College. This graduate pro- 
gram offers Master of Arts in Edu- 
cation, Master of Science in Edu- 
cation and Master of Education de- 
grees. 

Major fields which are included 
in this graduate program are Biol- 
ogy, Business, Chemistry, Educa- 
tional Administration, and English, 
Elementary Teaching, Guidance, 
Health and Physical Education. Al- 
so included are Home Economics, 
Industrial Education, Mathemat- 
ics, Music, Social Studies and 
Speech. 

This graduate school was estab- 
lished and Leo T. Allbritten named 
Dean effective December 1, 1954. 

The first classes, which were spe- 
cial night and Saturday classes, met 
during the spring semester of 1955. 
The enrollment included 152 stu- 
dents from sixteen diffrent parish- 
es. These students were pursuing 
majors in all departments offer- 
ing graduate work.

Grass and some of his advanc- 
ed Spanish students are consider- 
ing the posisbilities of extending 
the development of the Spanish 
dpartment in two directions. 
Academically, Grass is emphasiz- 
ing oral-aural (speaking-hearing) 
instruction in his beginning 
classes, and to facilitate this he 
and his students hope to develop 
a "language laboratory" involv- 
ing the use of tape recorders, 
phonographs, radios and audio- 
visual aids. 

Recently, Grass visited an e- 
laborate language laboratory at 
the University of Texas during 
a meeting of the South-Central 
Modern Language Association in 
Austin. "The Texans," says Grass, 
"have leaned over backwards to 
spend a lot of money developing 
this laboratory, but the basic 
idea is good, and it is possible 
to develop a functional language 
laboratory at a much more mod- 
erate cost." 

In a second direction, Grass 
and his students hope to develop 
interest by establishing a Span- 
ish club which would give its 
members an improved under- 
standing and appreciation of 
Latin America culture. Socially, 
the club would sponsor movies, 
fiestas, music appreciation ses- 
sions, and other such activitis. 
Also being considered is the in- 
stallation of a chapter of Sigma 
Delta Pi, a national honorary so- 
ciety, which would function in 
conjunction with the club.

A Season Summation 

It was a black curtain that finally rang down on the 1955 
NSC Football team. Black with defeat. A total won-lost record 
of 4 and 5. Maybe it could have been a winning season. Check 
the statistics on page 5. And then remember that fourteen im- 
portant players were laid out with injuries this year. The in- 
jury bug began biting last spring when Charlie Johnson, one 
of the most promising tackles ever to tread on this campus, in- 
jured his left leg. He didn't play any this season. The bug kept 
biting even in the fall. Chesson, Chase, Fontenot, Lockwood, 
McNew, and Beck, among many others, missed at least one 
game due to injuries. 

The Demons were slow in getting started. They barely ed- 
ged past Stetson (7-0) and Lamar Tech (7-6). But the whiplash 
was used well against Louisiana College, as NSC rolled over 
'em 34-7. Everything seemed to be going smoothly. Their 
machine was now well-oiled, and "precision" was becoming 
their by-word. 

Then the injury jinx fell like a scythe on a field of tremb- 
ling wheat. Clyde Chesson would be out for the rest of the 
season with a torn knee cartilage. And the big game of the 
year was coming up. 

I dare say anyone who witnessed the NSC-Tech game this 
year didn't go away without the realization that a better foot- 
ball game couldn't have been played. Sure, there were mis- 
takes afield. But they'll happen anywhere, anytime. Just ask 
any coach, anytime, after any game, if his team didn't make 
mistakes. . . 

Mistakes didn't dominate the play. If anything it was 
spirit. Not the "Rah, Rah, Go-For-A-Touchdown" kind. Rather 
that kind that courses up and down someone's spine, moving, 
yet silent, and demandful of action at its best. 

They came close. The clock ran out on their last minute 
effort. If Jim Burning's jersey would have ripped from the tug 
of the Tech tackier, he would have made it. But the cloth held 
and Bruning was dragged down from behind. And in my 
book that's just about as close as a game can get. The final, to 
all of you who have terribly short memories, 21-20, Tech. 

That last game nearly spoiled the bushel of apples. Even 
the reporter who covered the game for the Shreveport Times 
remarked in his coverage "the fans lined the top railing of the 
stadium while the game was in progress to watch "Oper- 
ation Sagebrush." But these spectators had paid to see a 
football game. Did they think that little of getting their 
money's worth or of the game? You decide that. The limb I 
went out on before was shaky . . . 

Even if we did lose our homecoming game we got a prom- 
ising glimpse at a halfback who should really spark the team 
of 1956. If Willard Rachal really gets down and digs in next 
year, I'd hate to forecast the results. He carried the ball 15 
times this year, averaging 10.1 yards per carry. The best game 
he played all season was against Southeastern, as if to give 
warning at the last possible moment he was going to be some- 
one to contend with next season. He ran roughshod over 7 
Southeastern players in pulling off an 88 yard touchdown run. 
He came close to getting another one. From his own 35 yd. line 
he sprinted all the way downfield to Southeastern's 2 yd. line. 
Chesson went over from there for a TD. 

All of this action took place in the second half. The first 
part of the game was a real test to the loyalty of Demon root- 
ers. The cheerleaders had tired of soloing. But after Rachal 
came to life, you couldn't have heard "Rock 'n Roll' in the 
stands. That's what it has taken all season though. If the De- 
mons didn't produce in the scoring column, the fans went 
to sleep, lulled by boredom.

To 
those not entangled among several rows of seats or situ- 
ated in a position not vertical but not yet horizontal, it 
should not be too difficult to extend to our instructors, 
generally individuals of learning and culture who are 
making a real financial sacrifice to teach at all, the simple 
courtesy of rising when they enter the classroom. Per- 
haps our motto might be — "Halfmast for Masters, Bolt 
upright for Doctors."

MORE LAWS FOR 

SMUTTY LITERATURE ? ? ? ? ? 

Minneapolis (ACP>— In recent 
years the controversy of whether 
or not we need stricter laws to 
control obscene literature has 
reached a high pitch. Most of the 
argument has centered around 
comic books and related materials. 
But many classics and literary mas- 
terpieces have come in for their 
share of criticism from the "pur- 
ists." Many local and regional laws 
against obscene literature have 
been passed, some standing up un- 
der a judicial test and others fail- 
ing. On the hole, however, the pat- 
tern of law-making in this respect 
has been inconsistent from locale 
to locale. 

To find out how collegians feel 
about this subject ACP asked the 
following question of a representa- 
tive cross-section of college stu- 
dents: 

DO YOU FEEL THAT WE NEED 
MORE LAWS TO CONTROL OB- 
SCENE LITERATURE? 

The results: 

Men Women Total 
Yes 32% 45% 38% 

No 46% 45% 46% 

Undecided 22% 10% 16% 

The figures appoar to indicate 
that the coeds have stronger opin- 
ions than the men on this question, 
and that they (coeds) lean more 
toward the idea of controlling ob- 
scene literature through legal ac- 
tion. 

Students desiring laws curbing 
obscene literature seem to do so 
for two general reasons: 1) to pro- - 
tect children and thus prevent ju- 
Tenile delinquency, and 2) because 
of a diffused sort of feeling that 
too much of the pictures and print 
found in many publications today 
are out of taste. 

To illustrate, a senior at Colo- 
rado A. & M. (Ft. Collins, Colo.) 
says "obscene books affect the 
minds of children." A sophomore 
at Southern Methodist University 
(Dallas, Texas) feels that laws con- 
trolling obscene literature "would 
help to keep down juvenile delin- 
quency." 

A graduate coed attending Hun- 
ter College (New York City) states 
"For what it is doing to children, I 
feel there should be more laws. If 
no one bought the magazines, they 
would not be printed." 

lie diffuse attitude is repreient- 
ed by a sophomore coed at Regi* 
College (Weston, Mass) who feels 
that more laws are needed because 
"the situation is getting out of 
hand, not only in literature, but 
jn all the media;" and again, a 
junior coed at Augustana College 
(Sioux Falls, S. D.) says "American 
minds should be protected against 
such literature." 

Opponents of more legal action 
also fall into two general categor- 
ies: l) those opposed because they 
believe the laws would not work, 
and 2) those opposed because the 
laws would be further restrictions 
upon personal freedom and freed- 
om of the press. 

A freshman coed at the College 
of St. Catherine (St. Paul, Minn.) 
thinks "everyone has enough dis- 
crimination to judge for himself. 
If anyone wanted to read that stuff 
he would read it anyway, law or 
no law. You couldn't enforce such 
a law." Her opinion is seconded by 
a Hunter College (New York City) 
senior coed who says "such laws 
just can't be enforced." 

"Those who object to that type 
(obscene) of literature won't read 
ft. and laws against it would only 
increase interest in it" says a sen- 
ior coed from Southeast Missouri 
Sf ate College (Cape Girardeau, 
Mo.). 

Perhaps the most complicated 
answer to our question was given 
°y a graduate student at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota (Minneapolis) 
w ho felt that "the problem has been

Beginning with Head Basketball Coach Charles F. "Red" 
Thomas' debut here in 1950, the Demons have had 151 games 
on the hardwood. They've won 97 of these for a .642 won-lost 
percentage. Two precedents have been established: Two con- 
secutive GSC championships and a twice-in-a-row winner of 
the annual Midwest Tournament in Terre Haute, Indiana. 
Both of these precedents were established in '53 and '54. 

Thomas' basketballers have also totaled 75 victories' 
against only 20 defeats during the last three seasons to out- 
rank all other GSC teams in a seasonal won-lost average of 25 
and 7. 

For a further glimpse as to how NSC has stacked up 
against GSC opponents during the past five years, here's a 
revealing chart:

An analysis of the above statistics would imply that the 
Demons have only one opponent to really worry about — 
Southwestern. But statistics often belie the underlying 
truth. Such is the case this season. The odds against Coach 
Thomas leading his flock to another GSC championship this 
season are stacked high. Louisiana College, with a defeat of 
LSU already, and Northeast State, have been highly impressive 
in their early season games. NSC has yet to be beaten by 
these two teams in GSC play, but a distinct possibility of a loss 
to ither or both of these teams is theirs this season. McNeese, 
sprouting into a basketball stronghold with Bill Riegle bar- 
ring their doorway to defeat, will be tougher than ever this 
year. They've won eight straight thus far. 

Southwestern doesn't seem to be getting off to a fast 
start this year, losing 3 non-conference tilts and a GSC exhibi- 
tion game to usually cellar-dwelling La. College. 

And there is the inevitable threat by that ancient arch- 
rival. La. Tech. The Bulldogs edged past last years NAIA bas- 
ketball champions, East Texas State, 67-64, Tuesday night. 
They have four players capable of racking up 20 or more 
points: Wiggins, Knotts, German, and Gullatt. Needless to 
say, La. Tech is going to be just as competitive as they were 
last year. 

But let's not go out and sit under the weeping willow tree 
yet. Coach Thomas' boys aren't that bad. McConathy, if he 
maintains the pace he's setting, has made 62% of his field- 
goal attempts), is destined for national honors. Dick Brown is 
getting off to a "slow" start. Though he's sacking 33% of his 
FGA's, that's a low mark for Dick. Last season's statistics prove 
him to have made 46% of his attempts. 

And then there's that 5'8" spark of dynamite from Flo- 
rien, named Jimmie Leach. If ever a freshman made an im- 
pressive debut for the Demons, Leach certainly did Tues- 
day night. He intercepted no less than 5 CMS passes which 
eventually led to two-pointers for the Demons. In the three 
games played thus far, he's shot 31 times, making 15 of them 
for a 50% shooting average. Not bad at all for someone play- 
ing their first games of college ball . . .

Two old Demon-killers from last 
season — center C. L. Nix and guard 
Jim Sitton — topped all scorers with 
20 and 18 points, respectively, as 
the sharpshooting Lumberjacks 
were never headed after pulling 
away at 6 to 5. 

The home team sank 50% of its 
field goal attempts, including many 
long-range shots, in keeping the 
visiting Demons at a safe distance 
throughout the 40-minute route. 

Guard Dick Brown bucketed 17 
for Northwestern, while forward 
George McConathy and guard Jim- 
mie "Red" Leach contributed 12 
and 11, respectively. 

The Demons fell behind by 13 
points at halftime, after staying 
within range of the homelings for 
most of the first half on a fast 
break and some reasonably effec- 
tive ofensive work. SFA pulled 
away from an eight-point lead to 
the 13 margin in the closing minu- 
tes. 

A pressing defense and back- 
boarding by McConathy, Larry Fon-

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Dance Theater 
Truly "On Toes"

As the curtain came down at the 
end of Dance Theatre-Berlin, it 

was evident that this company was 
one of the most talented in exist- 
ence. 

Unfortunately, the first Ballet 
Ballade did not seem to interest 
the audience as a first number 
should. Often, if such a ballet is 
done later in the program the aud- 
ience tends to be more receptive. 
The weakness was in the selection 
of plot and lack of clarity of panto- 
mine. Ballade told the story of a 
beautiful young lady, danced by 
Margarete Sellier, whose love was 
torn between two lknights; the 
black knight, Harold Horn, and the 
white knight, Ralf Smolik. Since 
she could not make up her mind 
which she loved, she' lost them 
both. The dancers in Ballade, al- 
though technically satisfactory, 
failed to convey to the audience 
enough feeling, leaving them be- 
wildered. 

In Orphee, the true brilliance of 
the leading dancers was revealed. 
The difference between a technic- 
ian and a dancing artist is that the 
dancer dees not think of a role as 
one technical step after the other, 
but transforms these steps into a 
symphony of movement, allowing 
himself to commit his thoughts to 
the character of the person he is 
dancing and therefore transmitting 
emotional characterization. Miss 
Deege and Reinholm proved them- 
selves artists. Orphee was the near- 
est atempt to a classical ballet. 
The company danced mostly mod- 
ern ballet. The most romantic se- 
quences were seen here allowing 
the dancers to portray their love 
in typical ballet style and ele- 
gance. The significance of the three 
shadows, vague to some, represent- 
ed the entrance to the underworld. 
The most beautiful end to all the 
presentations was the fatal kiss 
that killed Euridice. 

On the light and airy side was 
Souvenirs, a series of tableaux 
depicting various satires on love. 
One of the most graceful dances 
was the Pas de Deux (dance for 
two) where the girl, Margarete Sel- 
lier, and the officer, Harold Horn, 
did a lyric and fluid dance utiliz- 
ing the Bamboo Pole. This showed 
originality and was quite refresh- 
ing compared to the average Pas 
de Deux. Miss Deege showed an 
unusual flare for comedy in her 
portrayal of the "Lady of easy 
virtue" in the bed room scene. 
In the finale of Souvenirs the 
dancers performed exercises which 
because of their difficulty are usu- 
ally applauded. The audience's re- 
sponse was poor at this point. This 
can be attributed perhaps to the 
lack of an orchestra. Loud music 
tends to excite the audience, and 
often they were probably afraid 
to applaud for fear of droning out 
the music. An ochestra would have 
covered up the Squeeks caused by 
the rosin on the stage. (Rosin is 
used to keep the dancers from slip- 
ping.) Nevertheless the pianists' 
renditions were most commend- 
able and deserve much praise. 

The dramatic presentation of the 
evening was Hamlet. Again the 
leading dancers proved worthy of 
their titles. The merge of the mu- 
sic and choreography was thrilling 
in that they were as one force in- 
stead of two separate pieces. Two 
very clever dances were the dances 
of the jesters and the grave diggers 
using shovels and masks. Superla- 
tive acting was combined with the 
most exciting music of the evening 
in Ophelia's mad scene. Insanity is 
one of the most difficult roles to 
portray in theater. Boris Blacher 
left no room for doubt of Ophelia's 
drowning and the choreography 
was most convincing.

Leach Scores 
Winning Point

The Demon freshman flash, Jim- 
jnie 'Red'\ Leach, proved to be 
highly touted (1955 NAIA finalists) 
Southeastern State College's pain- 
in-the-back last night, as his un- 
fathomable sense of accuracy paid 
off with a one-hand push shot that 
rocketed the Demons from behind, 
4849, to win with 18 seconds re- 
maining, 50-49. 

They don't come any closer in 
the scoring column than the game 
of last night. The lead changed 
hands no less than 17 times, with 
NSC holding the reins 10 times and 
releasing the advantage on 7 diff- 
erent occasions. 

Southeastern grabbed the larg- 
est lead at 8-2 with seven minutes 
gone in the first half. But the De- 
mons came charging back, break- 
ing out of their tight 3-2 zone de- 
fense which had Southeastern's Ail- 
American, Jim Spivey, buttonholed, 
to jump out front, 10-8, on the ba- 
sis of Leach's third consecutive 
jump shot. 

From thereon the fans began to 



start pulling their hair. Neither 
team could hold a lead for more 
than 2 minutes at a time. Back 
and forth it rocked until the time- 
keeper ran out of time, and sup- 
posedly, patience. When he did, 
the Demons were ahead, 5049. 

A praise-shouting horde of De- 
mon fans mobbed Leach at the 
sound of the final horn. Not only 
had he swished in the winning 
point, but also had led his team- 
mates in scoring. He sank 8 out of 

11 field goal attempts, hitting 5 
straight in the first half. After his 

12 for 12 at the free throw line 
Tuesday night, they kept him away 
from here tonight, giving him only 
2 attempts, one of which he sank. 

But this was enough to total 17 
points, and only Ail-American Jim 
Spivey's 21 tallies succeeded him 
for individual scoring honors. 

Dick Brown, a junior guard who 
has yet to reach his full potentiali- 
ties, was the other Demon guard 
who proved along with Leach that 
basketball still has a place for 
small men. Brown was a Gibraltar 
of dependability last night, driving 
in for lay-ups and hitting on his 
deathly one-hand jump shot from 
the circle just when the Demons 
seemed to be fading. Brown gave 
Leach a tight race in individual 
scoring, netting 6 field goals and 
4 free throws. 



Demons Tipple 
North Texas State 
College - 81-76 

A sixteen point edege (79-63) 
over the North Texas State College 
Eagles of Denton, Texas last Sat- 
urday night put Northwestern's 
basketball Demons back in the 
win column, and revenged an ear- 
lier 81-76 loss to the Texans. 

The win was little in doubt after 
3 minutes of the game had elapsed. 
NSC jumped into the lead at 7-5, 
Md from thereon set the scoring 
Pace. 



Dick Brown, with his uncanny 
sense for floor play and net swish- 
ing, sacked 8 of his 17 field goal 
attempts, and dropped in 7 out of 
9 tosses at the free throw line to 
engross 23 points. The Demon's 
freshman flash, Jimmie Leach, 
poured in 12 for 12 gratis attempts, 
and hit his jump shot four times 
to closely tail Brown with 20 count- 
ers. 

North Texas State's tall and well- 
framed center, Fred Hopkins, didn't 
quite reach his 35 point effort he 
made against the Demons the pre- 
vious Saturday, but he scored 14 
times via the foul tosses, and re- 
bounded 8 more in to end up as 
the game's leading scorer with 30 
markers. 



East Texas State

Dr. Dunningfon's New Book Concludes 
Over Thirty Years Patient Research

ces. That Dunnington's book is the 
definitive biography of Gauss there 
can be little doubt, as the ravages 
of World War II destroyed much 
of the archival material, and many 
of the persons who contributed in- 
formation are now no longer liv- 
ing. 

A proof of the esteem which Dr. 
Dunnington has won in the eyes of 
Gauss's countrymen is the fact that 
it was he who was selected to de- 
liver the oration at the grave of 
Gauss last February during the 
ceremonies commemorating the 
centennial of the death of the sci- 
entist. 

In presenting the life and works 
of the mathematical genius, who 
was equalled only by Archimedes 
and Newton, the author has suc- 
ceeded in condensing his volumi- 
nous votes and transforming them 
into a well organized and thorough- 
ly readable biography — even the 
discussions of Gauss's most abs- 
truse mathematical and scientific 
theories and discoveries are hand- 
led in such a manner that a layman 
can understand their nature and 
significance. 

The book treats the life of Gauss 
from his precocious boyhood in 
Brunswick through his student 
years at the Collegium Carolinum,

Getting the Gift Horse to Say "All 

Proposed federal aid to education looms as a big 
issue in Congress and in all of next year's elections, state 
and national. A stand for or against is certain to be a 
plank in the platforms of all but the most fence-straddling 
politicians. 

Advocates of federal aid have found individual states 
seemingly unable to meet their financial obligations to 
education. To equalize educational facilities nationally, 
they say, collection of taxes should be centralized in 
Washington. Then funds should be redistributed according 
to local needs. It is also pointed out that some states fully 
able to support excellent systems have failed to do so and 
now need federal prodding. 

Those against aid admit that there is a classroom 
shortage and that some present facilities are substandard. 
But, it is argued, the states are doing a good job on pro- 
grams of consolidation, replacement, and building of new 
schools. Education is constitutionally a state responsibil- 
ity. States have made the American educational system 
one of the best in the world, more nearly universally at- 
tainable to youngsters of all social levels than is true in 
any other country. They fear accepting federal aid will 
lead to federal control, enlargement of an already big cen- 
tral government, and loss of state sovereignty. Bringing 
out that point in a speech, Dayson Fields said, "Creeping 
Socialism is not just a politician's phrase; creeping Social- 
ism is creeping up on you." 

Those proposing aid say that federal . control would 
not necessarily follow, that money would simply be ap- 
propriated to the states to use as they wish. Is it doubtful 
that it would work out that way? There are many pressure 
groups in Washington. One of them is the NAACP, 
which would like to use federal control, if it accompanied 
federal aid, to end segregation in the South. 

Before you who will decide the issue go to the polls, 
consider. 

We do need more and better schools. Should we try 
to get them through local action, perhaps unsuccessfully? 
Or should we accept help from Washington, which after 
all only passes back money collected in the states, and 
risk loss of federal control and an increase in bureau- 
cracy? 

The question especially deserves consideration here 
at Northwestern where so many of us are in the school 
of education and will be affected professionally by the 
outcome.

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NSC Blood Tests Show Normal Results 



Examination Schedule

Results of the blood typing pro- 
ject of Beta Beta Beta biology fra- 
ternity show NSC students to be 
quite normal as to percentages of 
blood types and Rh factor. The ac- 
cepted percentages of A, B. typ- 
ing, as determined by large num- 
bers of tests on the white popula- 
tion of the United States, are: "A" 
type, 40 percent of the population; 
' "B" type, 10 percent; "AB" type, 
5 percent; and "0" type 45 per- 
cent. The accepted percentages for 
Rh factor, based on the same tests, 
run 85 percent for positive and 15 
percent for negative. 

According to Mr. Paul Alexan- 
der, biology professor and sponsor 
of the BBB project, 146 persons at 
NSC received the tests. There were 
two tests; one for the blood type 
and one for typing the Rh factor. 
Out of the 146 persons, 130 took 
both tests; 7 others received only 
the A, B, blood type test, while 
10 others requested only the Rh 
test. 

Of the 137 persons who took the 
blood type test, 63 had "O" type, 
59 had "A" type, and 13 had "B" 
type, and 2 had "AB" type. Of the 
140 persons who received the Rh 
test, 20 were Rh negative and 120 
were Rh positive. These figures 
when broken down into percent- 
ages, closely follow those which 
are accepted nation-wide as the 
general percentages for the white 
population of the U. S., according 
to the figures quoted in the first 
paragraph. 

Percentage-wise, the tests on NSC 
student and faculty members run 
as follows: "0" type, 46.0 percent; 
"A" type, 43.1 percent; "B" type, 
9.5 percent; "AB" type, 1.4 percent. 
Rh factor test: Positive, 85.7 per- 
cent; Negative, 14.3 percent. 

It is interesting to note that an- 
thropologists sometimes use blood 
types as a means for determining 
certain racial characteristics. This 
is due to the fact that blood types, 
unlike external physical factors, 
never make any genetic changes 
from generation to generation. 
Among the / Oriental population, 
blood type "B" runs the highest 
percentage, whereas only 10 per- 
cent of the white population of the 



U. S. have that particular type. 
Moreover, this same type "B" runs 
a high percentage within the Ne- 
gro race. Some American Indians 
are more inclined to type "B" also. 
Few Orientals have a negative Rh 
factor; the majority tending to- 
ward the positive. This is similar to 



the white U. S. population. 

Did you have your blood typed? 
If you didn't, you may be interested 
in having these tests made when 
Beta Beta Beta sets another date 
for this same project during the 
coming year. Be there to see what 
percentage you are in!

Brown Sacks 



Last 8 Minutes 
To Spark Win

A pair of pint-sized guards nam- 
ed Brown and Leach through the 
saying that "basketball is only 
for tall men" to the four winds 
last night in Monroe, as their dead- 
ly assault led Northwestern to a 
successful first game defense of 
their Gulf States Crown, in down- 
ing Northeast State, 74-69. 

The Demons, being hampered by 
a slow start, took 2% minutes to 
score their first point, a free throw 
by Dick Brown. But they held 
Northeast's lead down to a maxi- 
mum 11 point spread while they 
were trying to find the range. 

Northeast dropped the lead they 
had held from the start of the 
game as forward Bob Wicker, a 
Baton Rouge product, sped in to 
lay one up with 35 seconds remain- 
ing in the first half. This forged 
the Demons to the front for the 
first time, 36-34. At halftime his 
lay-up of Wicker's gave the De- 
mons the advantage, 36-34. 

Running up a 53-47 lead within 
6 minutes past after intermission, 
the Demons seemed to be pulling 
away. But Northeast came storm- 
ing back to knot the count at 54- 
54, and to go ahead on a foul shot. 
They ran up a five point lead at 
58-63, but the Demons made their 
last stab to regain the lead with 
Brown paving the way, making 14 
of his points in the last eight min- 
utes of the game. 

George McConathy pushed the 
Demons ahead on a free throw to 
make it 64-63 with 3:45 left in the 
game. From there on in the Demons 
were never headed. 

Dick Brown, one of the smallest 
players in action, led in individual 
scoring with 7 out of 13 field goal 
attempts and 10 out of 12 free 
throw attempts to rack up a night's 
total of 24 oints. The freshman 
flash, Jimmie Leach hit 50% of 
his field goal attempts and 86% of 
his free throw attempts to account 
for 18 points. 

Forward Lloyd Crocker (6'5") 
sacked 14 counters to lead North- 
east State, and teammate Stan 
Shaneyfelt (6'4") racked up 13 to 
closely tail Crocker. 

Northwestern nearly doubled 
Northeast in per cent of accuracy 
on field goals with 46% of them 
swishing through, while the Indians 
could only hit 22 out of 91 attempts 
for a 26% average. The Demons 
had a better mark of accuracy at 
the free throw line dropping 72% 
of them in, while Northeast swish- 
ed 55% of theirs through.

the University of Gottingen, and 
the University of Helmstedt; and 
through his period of maturity 
when he became a distinguished 
member of the faculty of the Uni- 
versity of Gottingen, serving for 
three years as Dean of the philoso- 
phy faculty. 

Gauss made numerous important 
contributions to world knowledge, 
chief among which were his pio- 
neer work in "the theory of num- 



bers," electricity and magnetism, 
and "the theory of curved surfaces" 
(the latter providing the basis for 
Einstein's "theory of relatively.)" 

Not by any means the least sig- 
nificant parts of Dr. Dunnington's 
book are the comprehensive bibli- 
ography; the chronology; the Gauss 
family tree; and the fine illustra- 
tions which reproduce all of the 
known pictures of Gauss, as well 
as scenes connected with his life. 

Copies of the book are available 
at the college bookstore.

AN EDITORIAL 

EDITOR'S NOTE: THE CURRENT SAUCE and 
college newspapers everywhere have waged edi- 
torial war on cheating for almost as long a time 
as the vice has thrived on the college campus. 
It is with hops that we present our variation 
of the constantly repeated theme. If this news- 
paper discovers a cheater, it will be tempting 
not to publish his name on the front page in 
"end-of-the-war" size headline type). 

A suspicious scattering of burned match- 
es was discovered in a professor's office 
last year around examination time. On en- 
tering the office and noticing his reshuffled 
papers, he was only mildly surprised. Test 
Thieves were nothing new. 

Offices had always been a challenge to 
this type of thief, who uses all available 
study time scheming various methods to 
steal copies of final exams. The thief is 
not a static type, but is constantly becom- 
ing more adept at his craft. He has even 
developed his skill into a profitable business 
by circulating the purloined material for a 
small fee to his less clever, but just as base, 
friends. 

If all the skill used in stealing and mem- 
orizing tests were applied to learning the 
subject from day to day, there would be 
no anxiety over final exams. 

It is an inescapable fact that the skill in 
preventing test thefts has not kept pace 
with the constantly improved techniques of 
test stealing. One professor recently men- 
tioned his own very good solution. His ex- 
ams are safe-guarded from all but mind- 
readers and hypnotists. He keeps them fil- 



ed away in his mind, walks into the examin- 
ation room, and chalks up a few questions 
on the blackboard. This type of test is 
much harder and slower to grade than a 
machine graded test. It is true that test 
grading absorbs time that professors could 
use in more valuable ways. Yet, they them- 
selves have taught us that the easy way is 
not always the best way. A valid test, even 
though requiring more effort from students 
and professor, would be better than a ditt- 
oed test, which invariably gets circulated 
before exam time and becomes absolutely 
worthless. 

We suggest that faculty members relin- 
quish machine age efficiency and substi- 
tute a good old-fashioned extemporane- 
ous blackboard test to stymy pre-exam 
cheaters and raise academic standards to a 
level to which they have heretofore only 
pretended. 

Students should employ their wits work- 
ing for degrees, not cheating for them. It 
is bad to cheat. It is worse to steal. It is 
abominable to do both. But the temptation 
is very great. If a student refuses to cheat, 
his grade may be lower, because twenty 
others in his class might not be* quite so 
scrupulous. It is a modification of the sur- 
vival of the fittest — every man for him- 
self. A person must either be sly or honest. 

We pick honesty, favored to win in the 
last and most important race. 

If you are honest your grades may plunge 
downward, BUT YOUR SELF RESPECT 
WILL SOAR !

NSC Tumbles To Centenary 
Gents Monday Night, 72 - 62 

Coach Thomas' 



Record With Gents 
Now Stands At Six 
Wins With 7 Losses

A band of Centenary Gents from 
Shreveport rendered Northwest- 
em's first 'home court defeat of the 
early season last Monday night, 
handing the Demons a 72-62 loss 
after a series of six straight wins 
on their native hardwood. 

Although favored 6 points by 
the nationally-known Power Index 
basketball rating system, the De- 
mons could never muster more 
than a 5 point lead at any stage 
of the game. This lead came in 
the closing minutes of the first 
half, at 32-27, when a one minute 
effort by Dick Brown produced four 
points, two on a jump shot, and 
two on gratis tosses. But Dean Bus- 
boom dropped in a last second lay- 
up to lessen the edge at half-time 
32-29. 

The lead in points rocked back 
and forth four times, with the De- 
mons holding the reins at three 
different intervals. But the Gents 
went ahead to stay with 9:34 left 
in the game, as Larry Teague laid 
one up to shove the Gents out front 
to stay, 51-52. 

In the last eight minutes Jimmy 
Edelen sacked 5 points to increase 
Centenary's lead to seven points 
(59-66) with three minutes remain- 
ing. A jump shot by Dick Brown 
and a technical foul shot put NSC 
within close range once again at 
62-66, with 1:42 left in the game. 
But two free throws by Teague, and 
lay-ups by Busboom and Edelen 
closed the barn door at 62-72. 

Edelen, with his unguardable, 
fade-away jump shot, scorched the 
nets with 11 out of 22 field goal 
attempts and 2 out of 3 free throws 
to run up a total of 24 points, high- 
est for the Gents and the Demons. 

Northwestern's mainstay at the 
guard slot, imperturbable Dick 
Brown, stoked the furnace for NSC 
with a 19 point high grade fuel. 
George McConathy trailed him by

Tonight at 8 on their home court, 
the Demon five^will meet the team 
picked by experts to cop the GSC 
title. McNeese State of Lake Char- 
les has shown to be one of the 
flashiest combos in the conference. 
The Cowboys count their blessings 
in the form of two driving guards, 
two six-foot-plus forwards and a 
smooth rebounder at center. 

Big 6'5" forward. Bill Reigel, is 
a candidate for ail-American honors 
and is now ranked third high scorer 
in the GSC with 507 points in 16 
games for a 31.7 average per tilt. 
The Monaca, Pa. product was chos- 
en most valuable player at McNeese 



in 1955 and set a conference rec- 
ord scoring 42 points against Lou- 
isiana College last year. At his 
present rate, Reigel stands an ex- 
cellent chance to surpass the 690 
point season mark turned in by 
record-holder Bradley of North- 
east. 

Strong Lamar Tech outlasted 
McNeese by one point last week 
to hand the Cowpokes a second 
branding of the season. The upset 
gave McNeese a 15-2 win-loss rec- 
ord. The Cowboys have played one 
Conference contest this season in 
which the formidable five crashed 
Southeastern Louisiana College Fri- 
day night.

Who's Who in American Colleges and Universi- 
ties is an annual volume appearing in most li- 
braries, and familiar to all through library orien- 
tation courses. It is an extensive and bulky list- 
ing of college students selected in various ways 
by their respective colleges and universities on 
the basis of scholarship, personality, sense of re- 
sponsibility, contribution to campus leadership, 
and potentialities for future usefulness. 

Many colleges nationwide and in this state have 
from twelve to thirty or more students listed in 
Who's Who for 1955-56. Although Northwestern was 
formerly amply represented in this volume, in 
recent years no nominations have been made 
from this student body. 

Does this imply that Northwestern has no schol- 
ars, no students with personalities, none with re- 
sponsibility, leadership qualities, or potential fu- 
ture usefulness? Certainly not. 

Northwestern, while appearing to lag behind 
other schools in this respect, knows what price 
glory and has chosen to spend student body money 
in iiser ways. It is a known fact that any College 
may have any of its students' names listed in 
Who's Who by paying so much per head. 



The process can be likened to two identical 
products, one unmarked, and the other stamped 
imported. A product thus marked is held to be 
worth more, even though of the same quality of 
its unmarked counterpart This is true of Who's 
Who. 

We do not insinuate that students from all of 
these colleges are not outstanding people. They 
probably are. But we would like to assert that 
the "unsung heroes" on this campus are every 
inch as outstanding, though they bear not the of- 
ficial stamp of recognition. It may be that North- 
western students in years to come will decide to 
reestablish the annual purchase of "Who's Who 
titles for the elect. 

However let it be known that as far as North- 
western is concerned, the most worthwhile, 
though less spectacular, recognition of outstand- 
ing students prevails in several honor organiza- 
tions, such as Purple Jackets and Phi Kappa Phi, 
and graduation awards.

Fateful Challenge! 

When Andrew Jackson first popularized the idea of the common 
man as the saviour of his country, he may have advanced an idea 
which could someday be directly responsible for the destruction of 
that political system he was seeking to save. The elevation of the 
common man to a poition of importance in politics did a great deal 
of good in itself. Unfortunately, however, that movement gave rise 
to a similar but far more dangerous trend. This anti-intellectualism 
trend could best be described in the words which a former lover 
of Lord Byron applied to him, "bad, mad, and dangerous to know." 

Contempt for the outstanding in the intellectual field and it's 
accompanying worship of mediocrity trod closely upon the heels of 
that contempt for professional ability and talent in the political arena. 

Anti-intellectualism began its assault upon literature, music, 
painting, etc., .the fine arts. So long as it confmed its attacks to these 
fields, the national security was not endangered although the "soul" 
of the country was in a sad state. But when this movement began to 
direct its attacks upon mathematics, chemistry, and physics, the end 
result could be clearly predicted. 

The increasing complexity of today's political and military situ- 
ations make it imperative hat we lead the world in nuclear develop- 
ment and general preparedness if we are to survive at all. And yet 
today sudents do not want to take physics or chemistry. They are 
"too hard," as were Greek and Latin, already discarded. 

Although the bourgeois may be despised as a class in Soviet 
Russia, the scientist and physicist are accorded a great deal of favor 
and respect. Since 1928 Russia has graduated 682,000 professional 
engineers in contrast to the United States' 480,000. Today it is esti- 
mated that they turn out twice as many engineers a year as we, and 
are training agricultural scientists at double our rate. Their scientists 
"show brisk competence in developing nuclear weapons and jet air- 
craft." 

Admiral H. C. Richover, chief of the Navy's nuclearreactor 
program, has termed this situation a "fateful challenge." It is a chal- 
lenge — to our scientists, to our politicians, but first of all to our 
colleges and universities, to prove to ourselves and to the world that 
the free capitalistic system can still top the communists, economically, 
politically, socially, but most important — scientifically. The colleges' 
part in answering this challenge lies in resisting this anti-intellectual- 
ist trend and restoring the fine arts and, more important, in view 
of national security, physical science to their proper position of im- 
portance in our college students' opinion and in our national out- 
look. 

When we have done that, when we have started reversing some 
of the above figures, we can be sure that the ultimate situation those 
figures now point to will never exist.

Demons Bypass Toil of Exams, 
Holiday Break, Win 7, Lose 2 



THE MAGIC NUMBER IS THREE 

Coach Thomas' basketball crew is on the verge of pulling one 
out of the grab-bag. Only three more conference games are left to pos- 
sibly thwart their attempts to vie with McNeese State College (or should 
I say Bill Reigel?) for another Co-Conference Championship. 

According to statistics released this week by team statistician, Tom 
George, the Demons are on top in average-per-game score in confer- 
ence play, 76-66. The average score-per-game in 22 games played (ex- 
cludes Norheast game) finds NSC squeaking by, 71.13 to 71.04. 

Despite this slim overall margin, the Demons ride atop the GSC 
with 8 wins and 1 loss. Dick Brown leads team scorers with an 18.82 
points-per-game average. McConathy brings up second place with a 
13.36, and Jimmie Leach pulls up a close third with 12.09 per game. 

Ronnie Labo leads all players in field goal and free throw shoot- 
ing accuracy, with a .453 count of field goals made, and an astronomi- 
cal .815 of his free throws zipping through the nets. 

Louisiana College here on Feb. 18, La. Tech there Feb. 21, and La. 
College there on Feb. 25 and the remaining GSC competition meets its 
end. The magic number is now 3. 

Unpredictable La. College and Ambitious Tech . . . 

Louisiana College got off to an impressive start, but when they 
hit the conference grind they lost all their lackluster. Despite their 
drab appearance in GSC play, they are not to be snubbed. 

La. Tech has only one ambition left during their current miser- 
able season. Completely out of the championship running already, 
they'll forget their record when the Demons tangle with them in Rus- 
ton a week from Tuesday. Here's hoping the Demons again fail to 
grant a victory, and what's more, even a moral accomplishment. You 
can carry anything too far, and their narrow margin over NSC in foot- 
ball was played up to fantastic proportions, even declaring a holiday 
because we didn't get one ... All over a game they were supposed to 
win (according to all measurable standards) by 2 or more touchdowns. 
They won, but by the narrowest of margins . . . 

PISCOPO'S ARMOR . . . 

When the news broke that the Gymnastic team had been declared 
a varsity sport, a bit of research revealed that this ruling culminated 
8 years of hard work and perseverance by Coach John Piscopo, as he 
struggled constantly for varsity recognition.

Upset Reigel 
Trample Tech 

Although college press remained 
dormant for the past four weeks 
due to final exams and between 
semester holidays, the NSC Demons 
continued their winning ways 
throughout the "sweat" of exams 
and forgot about taking off for the 
holidays. They won 7 and lost 2 
since our last date of publication, 
Jan. 14. 

Bill Reigel and 6 other "anony- 
mous" players from McNeese were 
the first to get the axe. Reigel and 
Co. were decapitated, 78-66, even 
though the highest scorer ever to 
play in the GSC (Reigel) went wild, 
sacking 14 out of 27 field goal 
attempts and hitting 15 out of 22 
from the free throw line to total 
43 points. Three Demons hit in the 
double-scoring columns. Brown - 
17, McConathy - 14, and Walpole - 
- 10. 

After upsetting highly favored 
McNeese Coach Thomas' crew went 
down to Hamond where they gave 
the Baton Rouge division of NSC 
Nurses something to talk about. 
Some erratic shooting by the De- 
mons frightened the future Night- 
ingales in the first half (NSC was 
behind 28-23), but Freshman Pete 
Walpole went in and sank 3 in a 
row from 30 feet out. Walpole's 
scare was enough; NSC won, 67-56. 
Brown was high with 22, McCona- 
thy had 17, and Walpole sacked 
12. 

The Demons came back to their 
lair one day later and dunked Ste- 
phen F. Austin 80-66, to obtain re- 
venge for an earlier 61-78 loss. Tom 
Nix (no relation to the cowpoke) 
racked up 22 points, but Brown 
got 17, McConathy - 14, and Wal- 
pole - 10, to assure the victory. 

If ever Coach Thomas wanted 



to let his team hit the 100 point — 
plus mark in a game, he very eas- 
ily could have when the Demons 
walloped Southwestern, 79-58. In- 
stead he let every man on his 
squad have a chance to score, and 
everyone did except one. Leading 
scorers were Brown with 12, Wick- 
er - 11, and Langston with 10. Fin- 
al - NSC-79 — Southwestern - 58. 

And then came Centenary who 
were in the midst of a win streak. 
They stayed in it, 65-60, as the 
Demons blew a 16 point lead. 
Brown and McConathy each mark- 
ed up 15 points to vie for the in- 
dividual scoring honors. Centenary 
went ahead in won and lost games 
with NSC since Coach Thomas' de- 
but, with 8 and 6, to become the 
only team in Louisiana to hold 
the edge in games played during 
the past 6 years. 

McNeese was like a hungry lion 
ready to spring on its prey. They 
even had spectators standing a- 
round the bondary lines ready to 
snare any Demon who dared go a- 
stray. The gym had a capacity 
of 1,200, but nearly 2000 squirmed 
inside that night. And they didn't 
leave until 1 minute and forty six 
seconds playing time remained. 
NSC was behind 17 points at that 
time. McNeese was surefire to win 
that night, and they did, 86-67. Rei- 
gel hit in the forties again (44), 
but the Demons lacked Bob Pettit 
(?) and lost. Coach Ward wised up, 
and let some other guys help in 
the scoring column in that game._ 
The Puerto Rican made 20 points, 
mainly while playing 17 minutes 
during the second half with 4 per- 
sonal fouls. The other "anonymous" 
players for the Cowpokes scored 
22 points combined. Once again 
Reigel outscored the combined 
point total of his teammates. 

NSC was favored to win by 10 
points. They did, 87-77. The Bull- 



dogs had one stubborn player that 
night, Jim Knotts. He refused to 
give up, alhough Tech only manag- 
ed to stay ahead for a total of 2 
minutes and 45 seconds during the 
two times they lead. Brown and 
McConathy went on a scoring spree, 
scoring 28 and 22 points, respective- 
ly. NSC outhit the Bulldogs in 
field goals (78%), as Tech only 
made 42% of theirs. Tech made 
79% of their free throws as com- 
pared to 75% tossed in by the 
Demons. Pre - heralded Wiggins 
made only 10 points but Jim Knotts 
sank 24 to lead Tech's futile as- 
sault. 

Northwestern racked Northeast 
State again, 84-63, for the eleventh 
consecutive time. The Indians 
couldn't miss a shot as long as 
they were ahead, but when the 
Demons took the lead they went 
berserk and blew the game wide 
open. Brown added 20 more points 
to his lucrative season total, Mc- 
Conathy 18, Lebo 17, and Lang- 
ston* 14.

Northwestern pasted its tenth 
victory in the past 6 seasons over 
weak Southwestern La. Institute 
last night in Lafayette, 60-53, and 
enhanced their conference lead 
with an 8 won and 1 lost record. 
Only three more wins now lie be- 
tween them and a third consecu- 
tive Gulf States Conference Co- 
Championship.

Grabbing the scoring lead from 
the very start when McConathy 
swished a tap-in through, they were 
never seriously threatened through- 
out the game. Southwestern tied 
the score twice, but their attempts 
to wrest the lead wilted like corn 
stalks in a summer drought. 

Southwestern went scoreless for 
6 minutes in the early stages of 
the second half while Freshman 
Pete Walpole racked up 6 straight 
points. Before Southwestern scored 
again, the Demons had 13 more 
points to their credit with which 
to pad their lead. 

Although a 14 point cushion (50- 
36) was all the Demons could mus- 
ter, it was enough to allow them 
waltz to the final buzzer. Barrel- 
chested, 6'6" Jack Strauss led 
Southwestern's futile cause with 14 
points. 

Halftime score was NSC 35 - 
Southwestern 32.

International affairs expert Miss 
Freda Utley spoke here for a very 
short hour on co-existence and 
East-West relations at Tuesday's 
assembly. 

"She is uniquely qualified to 
speak on Russia in international 
relations," said Dr. Evans, in intro- 
duction. 

Miss Utley, widely known anti- 
Communist writer and authority, 
lived in Russia from 1930 to 1936. 
She was one of the first few after 
World War H to foresee the cur- 
rent ideological cold war between 
Communism and the West. 

From personal observation she 
described the terror of life behind 
the Iron Curtain. 

"The tragedy of our post-war 
foreign policy is that we have been 
killing the hopes of liberation for 
the people of the Soviet Union and 
others under Communist denomin- 
ation," she said. "We have given 
Communism time to gain control 
in enslaved satellites." 

According to Miss Utley, if we 
do not stand firmly with our 
friends against Communism, they 
and we may be engulfed. She said 
Secretary of State Dulles' recent 
"brink of war" statement was apt 
but ill-phrased — to maintain mili- 
tary strength, internal security, 
and moral strength. 

"We cannot wash our hands of 
the millions behind the Iron Cur- 
tain." 

Next assembly will be Wednes- 
day at 10 a. m. and will feature a 
speaker on foreign policy.

Two copies of each thesis are 
kept; one in the office of the grad- 
uate dean, Dr. Leo Allbritten, and 
one in the college library. Thesis 
kept in the library will be classi- 
fied in the card catalog and will 
be available for general use by 
students working on assignments. 
Rules governing their use may be 
learned from the librarian. 

Two copies of each research prob- 
lem paper are. also kept on file.

In the opinion of the administra- 
tion the two food service units, 
dining hall and student center, 
have been operating on a much 
sounder financial basis than dur- 
ing the years immediately prior to 
1954-55 where deficits were shown. 

Kodes likened the set-up to "op- 
erating in 1956 with 1917 condi- 
tions." Even though the kitchen 
was probably originally well plan- 
ned, its present arrangement is in- 
adequate. One small dishwasher 
hampers efficiency, the steam table 
out front is too small to offer many 
choices of foods, there is no stor- 
age space for hot items between 
cooking and serving. 

The consultant is here to bene- 
fit the student body. He comment- 
ed that he would welcome all sug- 
gestions from students and that 
changes would be gradual. 

Miss Suma Bowles, supervisor, 
also of the Richardson Company, 
was here in January working with 
Kodes. She said that the heaviest 
meal would be best served at night 
to tide students over until break- 
fast, and the lighter meal reserved 
for noon, when people are usually 
rushed.

Think Twice Before You Say You're 
Not Interested In Tennis 

Coach Turpin learned through a recent conference round-table 
discussion that only 3 colleges in the GSC would have a tennis team 
this year. Lack of interest in the sport. But why ? 

Perhaps it is because the younger generation only goes in for 
the "manly" sports, whereby a team is a group, working together to- 
ward some established goal. And then maybe it's because too many 
have forgotten the benefits of tennis, shying away from it after learn- 
ing of the Bill Tilden scandal and the elite proving their wealth by 
the number of swimming pools and tennis courts in their back yards. 

Using these as the reason to have no interest in tennis is immature. 
One should consider more objectively the benefits of tennis — learn- 
ing how to do something by yourself, developing self-determination to- 
ward a goal without the help of other players, and most important of 
all, learning a sport that you can play and enjoy till you no longer 
can move around. 

Football, basketball, baseball, the major sports of this land, are for 
those only in the "athletic prime" of their life. At one time they can 
enjoy them through participation, and the exceptional few make their 
skill pay off with a sizable nest-egg for the future. 

But the exceptions are few and far between. After the average 
athlete has reached 30 or 35, or even after college, if no professional 
stand is made, what then? 

What are they going to do for badly-needed exercise if they 
haven't learned a sport in which they can still enjoy when they've 
passed their "athletic prime" in life? 

How about tennis, then? Ask Doc Marx how he still gets a lot of 
his exercise. He can still beat a tennis ball around with accuracy and 
spirit. And there are countless other examples. 

Ask yourself what are you going to do at the age of 40 or 45 
for exercise. Take a daily walk, whirl around on a bar stool, or go to 
the beach for exercise and end up lying on the sand sunning your- 
self? 

You can still call tennis sissified and sophisticated if you like, but 
there might come a time when you wish you knew how to play. It's 
pretty difficult to learn when your bones are brittle. 

Think twice before you say you're not interested in tennis. 

Arousing Interest In Tennis On A National Scale 

An Associated Press news release in the Shreveport Journal Thurs- 
day afternoon stated that the U. S. Lawn Tennis Assn. has come up 
with a new formula for arousing interest in tennis — "Comic books 
and a tall, willowy blonde." 

Tha association selected a "Miss Tennis of 1956" and announced 
the coming publication of a million and a half comic books as a 
stimulate toward interest in tennis. They're to back this venture 
with $50,000. 

Personally the venture is thought to be ridiculous. If baseball 
interest, or football, suddenly zoom downward, would certain organi- 
zations also elect a "Miss Baseball" or a "Miss Football" to renew in- 
terest? Hardly not, because the difference in spectator appeal to base- 
ball football, and the other "contact" sports varies too much from 
tennis. A different type of spectator appeal, a different approach to 
arouse interest, one would argue. 

Maybe so. But the opinion lingers that until the USLTA finds 
a better way to permanently destroy the idea that tennis is only for 
the elite and the "sissified," it'll always linger down in the minor 
sports of this country. 

Above all, tennis must be de-sophisticated, but comic books and 
a "Miss Tennis" won't do it. 

Why didn't the USLTA undertake an effort to sponsor more tourna- 
ments throughout the country? Why didn't they revise the rulings con- 
cerning amateurism, so as to let players receive a little more financial 
benefit? Professionalism is gradually undermining amateurism and 
they might strike the word "amateur" from the dictionary someday, 
or else devise a new meaning of the word. 

Almost the first thing an athlete considers today in any sport is 
"How much am I going to get?" That may come as a harsh and base- 
less statement to many, especially old-timers, but the trend today is 
toward more and more money, even our national budget proves that. 

However, the incentive that an athlete has to participate in ath- 
letics for self-enjoyment will always exist, but for those who have 
exceptional skill, the money angle is becoming more and more fore- 
most. 

Who dares to boycott Russia from the Olympics because their 
athletes aren't amateurs?

Most often the hair and 
smile are in close proximity to 
some kind of photographic para- 
phernalia, for Mr. Hennigan is head 
of the newly organized audio-vis- 
ual department on campus. 

His department now includes all 
the colleges audio-visual aids ma- 
terials and phases of work associ- 
ated with them. 

Hennigan listed the functions of 
his new department as the main- 
tenance and operation of all audio- 
visual equipment; a campus-wide 
projection service, including mo- 
vies, filmstrips, slides and opaques; 
the instruction of teacher-educa- 
tion classes in audio-visual mater- 
ials and methods of teaching; a 
preview service for persons using 
films and filmstrips; motion pic- 
tures of campus activities and 
events; television film production, 
and a campus photographic service. 

Staff wit Mr. Paul "Doc" Marx 
assists him often in photographic 
and movie work since Mr. Marx 
is a camera bug himself. Recent 
prominent product of their work 
are the color slides of campus 
scenes shown in the Student Cen- 
ter. 

Hennigan stresses his department 
as an audio-visual service center. 
"The Audio-Visual Service Center 
is a 'Service' department offering 
supplementary aids and devices 
for the purpose of improving in- 
struction on campus and through- 
out the state," he said. A big pro- 
ject in that respect is the catalog- 
ing and distribution of motion pic- 
ture films and filmstrips from the 
NSC regional library. The film li- 
brary now has about 2,000 motion 
pictures and 1,000 filmstrips. Cur- 
rently, 300 to 400 motion pictures 
are mailed out each week to schools 
in Louisiana. 

"Red" received his early train- 
ing in audio-visual work here at 
Northwestern where he was grad- 
uated in 1951. He has taught for 
several years in high schools, two 
at Oakdale teaching mathematics, 
and two at Marthaville teaching 
industrial arts. He received his 
Master of Education Degree from 
the University of Missouri in 1955 
and joined the staff here last fall.

Traffic Rules Await Administrative Green Light 




As students attach automobile 
stickers to rear windows this week, 
there is before the administration 
for approval a set of traffic regu- 
lations adopted by the student 
welfare committee co-operating 
with Campus Chief of Security, Lt. 
James Lee. 

Part of the acutely needed traf- 
fic control program proposed by 
the committee involved the regi- 
stration of the 595 student vehicles 
on campus at the beginning of the 
semester. Monday and Tuesday of 
this week, numbered stickers with 
purple backgrounds were issued to 
car owners by Lt. Lee in the stu- 
dent center. For the other 214 staff 



and faculty cars windshield stick- 
ers with white backgrounds will be 
issued soon. 

Among problems considered 
for elimination by the proposed 
regulations is the hazardous park- 
ing congestion. There are 814 
cars and only 190 parking places 
available in the academic area. 

Work begins March 1 on 14 land- 
scaped parking lots, some already 
in use and many new ones to be 
created. Until their completion the 
parking situation will remain a- 
cute. The problem can be lessened 
with students using cars as little 
as possible in the crowded areas.

Under this co-op plan the spring 
formal here will probably not be 
scheduled for a Saturday night. 
Geographical location of the col- 
leges and the itinera of the band 
will determine dates for each ap- 
pearance. 

It is customary for name bands 
to give half-hour concerts before 
playing for the formal. This affords 
those not planning to go to the 
dance opportunity to hear well- 
known musicians in person.

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HONESTY - A Bare Cupboard? 



Two issues and no letters later con- 
cerning the Sauce's suggestion of an honor 
system, there are several conclusions that 
can be drawn. Possibly NSC is not concern- 
ed with the problem of cheating, or NSC 
has such a Mother Hubbard's Cupboard 
where honesty is involved that nobody is 
foolish enough even to consider a system, 
for which the basic principle rests on the 
assumption of some bone of honesty. 

College newspapers elsewhere indicate 
that honor systems are used and do work. 
The plan is effectively employed at col- 
leges in this state, such as Centenary, and 
in a few classes at this college. Why not 
try it here in all classes? 

First, there must emerge a desire of 
students and faculty to improve existing 
conditions, which the SAUCE has already 
exposed as deplorable in a front-page pre- 
exam tirade on cheating. 

To upstage the farce of diplomas a- 
warded indiscriminately to both honest 
people and cheaters and to "raise academic 
standards to a level to which they have 
here-to-fore only pretended," we again ask 
readers to consider the honor system. In- 
stitution of such a system would be a credit 
to this college. 

Honor systems are not fool-proof, but 
they appear to be the nearest thing to an 



ideal situation where all men are honest. 

Students will renew incentive to study 
hard, secure in the knowledge that chances 
for honest grades are greater because most 
other students will study and not inflate 
grades by cheating. 

The cheater will soon feel part of such 
a conspicuous minority he may even con- 
form. That would be a welcome change from 
the dangerous and degenerating everybody- 
does-it reasoning. 

Actual machinery for an honor sys- 
tem must be developed by students in co- 
operation with faculty. It can be as simple 
as a signature on each test paper. 

Above all, it must not smack of tattle- 
tail-ism, although it must necessarily in- 
volve the duty of reporting cheating when- 
ever observed and the expulsion of cheat- 
ers from college. 

College professors and students could 
relax their policeman and policed positions 
during exam times, were an honor system 
to be irstituted. 

Cheaters are cheapening the NSC de- 
gree for those graduated and those gradu- 
ating.

OPPORTUNITY KNOCKS 

(ACP) — A survey by the in- 
stitute of International Educa- 
tion in New York reveals that 
over 9,000 U. S. students stud- 
ied abroad during 1954-55. 

Initial reports set the exact 
figure at 9,262. The American 
citizens studied in 47 foreign 
countries and political areas. 
The survey was limited to stu- 
dents having both U. S. ctiizen- 
ship and permanent residence in 
the United States. 

Almost 59 per cent of the 
group was enrolled in European 
schools. Fifteen per cent were 
in Mexico and 14.8 per cent in 
Canada. Four countries reported 
over 1,000 U. S. citizens in their 
institutions of higher learning. 
They were: Mexico, 1,395; Can- 
ada, 1,374; Italy, 1,084, and the 
United Kingdom, 1,009.

Demons vs. La. College 
In Pineville Saturday 



TO THOSE WHO SUPPORT ATHLETICS AT NSC. . . 

The NSC rooters numbered nearly 300 when tip-off time came 
in the immense spread of Tech's gymnasium Tuesday night. They 
sat there and watched with confidence the Demons stage their warm- 
ups. How they howled when 3 Demons in a row went up and dunked 
their lay-ups through the hoop. 

On the other end of the court, Tech seemingly went through 
their warm-ups with a lazy and unconcerned attitude. They looked a 
little flashier with their use of 7 balls in practicing lay-ups. But still 
each team seemed tight as a string ball. No yelling among themselves, 
no joking, they just went about their warm-ups as if nothing hung in 
the balance of this game. 

Nothing did for Tech. They had nothing to lose, and nothing 
to gain. They couldn't vault out of their third place GSC position 
even if they did win. But one couldn't say the same for the Demons. 
They had plenty to lose . . .and to gain. A third consecutive GSC 
crown was what they wanted and only Tech seemed to bar the door. 

But why the silent treatment the Demons gave each other in 
warm-ups? How many games have you seen in which at least one team 
tried to loosen that tightness in their stomach before gametime? That 
knot is always in any athlete's stomach before any contest. They usu- 
ally try to get a little of it out by shouting and joking among them- 
selves. Tuesday night neither team did. 

Maybe it was the fault of the Demonaires and their soft, lullaby 
music. For the first time this season they played at a Demon basketball 
game. (One wonders why it had to be at Tech). 

Even the spectators seemed content to just silently believe what 
they thought would be the game's outcome. They weren't shouting to 
everybody else about it. 

The Homer high school band leader finally got his cue and began 
to lead more appropriate music, the kind that reverberates everywhere, 
the kind you march by. The stands broke into a bedlam of shouting 
and excitement. As if someone had refilled the punch bowl at a party. 
The band led the way and the spectators followed with the only 
kind of noise they know how to make. 

Suddenly everyone was silenced. A minister and a doctor were 
being called to the PA system. The following addresses into the mi- 
crophone turned the gym into a morgue. It was appropriate, even if 
it were a paraphrased cliche . . . "And have them remember that it 
doesn't matter who wins or loses, but how you play the game." 

That was the last thing quite a few NSC rooters wil care to re- 
member about that game because of the bitter rivalry that exists 
between the two colleges. But there was more worth remembering 
than that. 

Those that were there saw George McConathy in a performance 
they should long remember. A whirl-wind on the backboards and hit- 
ting on his corner shot, something he hasn't been able to do with con- 
sistency all season. 

They saw little Jimmie Leach sink 3 straight shots from 30 feet 
out, and then fall back in a daze. They probably wondered why he 
couldn't keep sinking his shots, despite Tech's efforts in guarding 
him more closely. Maybe the tension was too much for him. Only a 
freshman, Leach couldn't fathom the importance of a win over Tech 
outweighing all other games. Leach tried and failed, but the future 
will behold many an opportunity for him to rein torment on Tech. He's 
only beginning. 

They also saw Dick Brown twice swipe the ball from the master- 
ful Wiggins, and even Leach did it once. 

They saw Bobby Wicker, a Baton Rouge boy, play one of his best 
games of the seasons, out-reaching 6'5" Germany and 6'2" Knotts to 
grab 16 rebounds. 

But most of them saw only one thing — little Billy Wiggins, mel- 
low with age and experience, score 31 points. 

Total of all of Tech's plays in one bag, and then fill another one 
with what you saw the Demons do. If you remember only point-making, 
the Demons' bag will be undersized. 

But remember how the Demons' points were made (mostly on long 
set-shots), and NSC's main scoring threat was blocked away from the 
goal, and couldn't get a driving lay-up all night. Dick Brown was well- 
corraled, but he still tried . . . even if it were in vain. 

Yes, they all tried. But in athletic contests, spectators are prone 
to watch only the scoreboard. If you're ahead, fine, if you aren't, then 
go to . 

That's the .way it has personally been summed up. The feeling 
about wins and losses is only natural, but never will the average spec- 
tator's only concern about the scoreboard be understood. 

Why couldn't NSC rooters realize that Tech has had a better team 
than the Demons all season long, even if the scores of games said 
otherwise. Coach Thomas started this season "on a wing and a prayer" 
and he's still on it. Somehow he managed to obtain a winning record, 
and what's more amazing, hold down first place position in the GSC 
for some time. Sure, everybody thought NSC had another powerhouse 
in basketball. But they overlooked the fact that there were stronger 
teams in the conference. Tech was and is the mighty team. 

They proved they should be the champs by their performance 
Tuesday night. Can one imagine even Reigel and Co. toppling them 
when they played the type of ball they did against the Demons? 

Yes, Tech should be in first place now. But all they seem to want 
is to beat NSC and keep their third place position. 

They wanted it that way and they got it. Some say Tech could 
walk away with the GSC crown if they'd keep more rigid training 
rules. Maybe so, but they forgot about their training program against 
the Demons. They wanted to win that game to further embitter the 
rivalry between the two schools. They did this, and accomplished an- 
other thing — made some NSC rooters disdainful toward the Demons 
because they lost when they were supposed to have won. 

You can shout that opinion all about if you want. Go ahead and 
run down the Demons because they lost to Tech.

George McConathy Rings 
Curtain Down On Famous 
Basketball Family Era

More than ten years ago a tall, big-boned basketball 
player from Bienville Parish enrolled at Northwestern State 
College. (Its name had just been changed from "Louisiana 
Normal" the year before). 

His name was Leslie McConathy, and when George, his 
youngest brother, is graduated from Northwestern this year, 
a remarkable "McConathy Era" will pass into Demon cage 
history. 

In between Leslie and George, both of whom were All- 
Conference forwards, came brother Johnny, who received All- 
America acclaim in 1950-51, and cousin Hershel, the "runt" 
of the clan. 

Co-captain of Northwestern's freshman-loaded 1955-56 
cage team, b'V/z" George McConathy has increased the 
family reputation during his four years at Demonland by 
pouring more than 1,400 points through the hoops. The 
only Northwestern eager in history to score more was Claude 
"Jodie" Stoutamire, who got 1,534 while playing with the 
other three McConathys. 

But prolific scoring isn't even half the story on the last 
of the McConathys, Demon fans avow. Most believe he would 
be an invaluable starter if he couldn't find the bucket with a 
telescope, because of prodigous rebounding and defensive 
feats. 

For two years George has been the Demons' top rebound- 
er, despite the fact that he usually competes with players three 
or four inches taller. He's also got enough speed to lead the 
Demons' fast break — which he often does. 

Although his scoring isn't up to the 17 point-per-game | 

pace he set last year, George has hit a higher percentage of | 

shots, both from the, field and free throw line, than ever be- § 

fore. The smaller average is due to the playmaking role he | 
has stepped into as a senior. 

In high school he was a four-time All-State center at 1 
class "C" Bryceland, winning innumerable "Most Valuable" 
trophies at prep tournaments throughout the state. 

When his mother, Mrs. O. L. McConathy, was honored 
as the modern "Basketball Mother" of Northwestern at the 
Demons' home opener this season George came through with I 
one of the greatest performances of a great career. He hooked |

"WHEN THE TIME COMES TO VOTE for the Gulf States 
conference basketball coach who has turned in the best job 
this year, it will be hard to fault Charles Francis "Red" 
Thomas, of Northwestern State. 

"Thomas is not the most popular. basketball coach in the 
GSC when everything is analyzed but one must admit he has 
turned in a first-rate coaching job this season. 

"Generally, the worth of a coach is detrmined upon 
what he can get out of his material. You figure that a coach 
with top-flight material SHOULD win if he has any ability 
at all. 

"In the matter of material. Northwestern State was not 
in the top three among teams to play in Lake Charles this 
winter. Best material of all probably belonged to New Mexico 
A&M, followed closely by Lamar Tech and Stephen F. Austin. 

"As far as GSC schools go, Louisiana College probably 
showed better basketball material than any other visiting out- 
fit. Northwestern's squad, when closely examined, does not 
match that of Louisiana College, Louisiana Tech, or Northeast 
when matched player for player.

New action on a 1955 suit by 19 
Negroes seeking abolishment of 
segregation at Northwestern State 
College at Natchitoches was taken 
in Federal Court here Tuesday. 

The new move by attorneys of 
the Negroes was a first amended 
complaint seeking a ''speedy hear- 
ing" by a three-judge federal dis- 
trict court. 

The amended complaint urged 
the court to convene a statutory 
three-judge court, issue a tempor- 
ary injunction restraining the col- 
lege officals from denying Negroes 
admittance to Northwestern. It fur- 
ther seeks a speedy hearing and a 
permanent injunction. 

The original suit filed April 25, 
1955, by attorneys for Hamp J. 
Williams and 18 other Negroes 
named as defendants H. Lee Prat- 
her, then president of the college; 
0. R. Crew, registrar, and the State 
Board of Education. The amended 
complaint filed yesterday substi- 
tuted the .name of the new presi- 
dent of Northwestern, Dr. John S. 
Kyser. -

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Give Up This Great Pretending 



In the library among the tattered yel- 
low of Current Sauces past, appeared an 
editorial on "socializing in the library" and 
its truth was immediately observed to apply 
today.

silence of the library. 

We would advocate signing out for the 
library and going elsewhere, were it not 
possible to change the rules. Until a change 
is made they should be obeyed. 

Even with the rules and escapees, with 
a little co-operation we can "turn the vol- 
ume down" among the volumes for those 
who study there.

General student body elections, annu- 
ally held on Tuesday of the twelfth academ- 
ic week, will take place April 17. 

Before the entire campus is transform- 
ed by the color, confusion and good fun of 
campus politickin' and hidden under layers 
of. bright campaign posters, the Sauce sets 
forth a few thoughts. 

Appearing in last week's issue was a 
special reminder to prospective editors of 
Current Sauce and Potpourri stating that 
notices-of-intentions must be filed with the 
student body association secretary this 
week. Actually, they were due 30 days be- 
fore the filing of intentions for other offices 
to allow the student-faculty publications 
committee sufficient time to qualify the 
candidates and to allow time for the Sauce 
candidates to edit the required trial edition. 

What is a notice of intention? 

It is the formal acknowledgement of a 
hat thrown in the ring. The intention form 
requires a statement of classification and 
number of hours and quality points verified 
by the registrars' signature. Candidate's sig- 
nature and those of twenty other students 
are also necessary. 



For other student body offices nottce- 
of-intention forms must be obtained from, 
completed and filed with the student body 
association secretary by Monday, March 26, 
"not later than Monday of the ninth acade- 
mic week," as provided by the constitution. 

The student body association constitu- 
tion includes requirements, qualifications 
and duties for all offices. If you are sincere- 
ly interested in voicing your opinions in 
student government, plan your campaign 
now. If you are of the kind who go to a 
meeting and begin nervously glancing at a 
watch after the first half hour; don't run 
for office, just go to the polls and vote. 

To those who intend to wage extensive 
campaigns: please do not use paint on side- 
walks unless you plan to run for the same 
office again next year. Cement-scrubbing is 
hard work and does little good. Also avoid 
nailing posters to trees; nails damage them. 
Remember that you are responsible for re- 
moving all advertising material at the close 
of the campaign. Nothing is sorrier than a 
tattered campaign poster the week after 
election (especially if you lost the race).

I am confident you did not mean 
that nor did you realize the poss- 
ible effects of such a statement in 
your editorial. I believe you will 
agree that the student body at 
NSC is as honest as any comparable 
group under similar circumstances. 
I think it is among the best. 

An effective honor system would, 
however, be a step forward in re- 
ducing the cheating that is being 
done and keep it at a very mini- 
mum. The problem is not so great 
that an expose would cause every- 
one to go around with clubs de- 
manding an immediate correction. 
Someone must take it upon him- 
self (or herself) to start the ball 
rolling. 

Find out if the college officers 
welcome the change. If they ap- 
prove, have the faculty and stu- 
dents vote as to whether or not 
they want a campus-wide honor 
system installed. Those voting in 
the affirmative could check the 
type preferred. The President, 
Deans, and Student Senate could 
then take the necessary steps to 
place it in operation. Its effec- 
tiveness will depend upon every 
student's duty of enforcement. 
The students must be willing to 
truthfully write, "I have neither 
given nor received any help on 
this examination nor have I seen 
anyone else so doing."

In Memoriam— George Cooper 



George Cooper, a 22 year old 
student here as NSC, found rest 
and peace Saturday morning from 
his torment of cancer. 

j He died in the Veterans' Admin- 
istration hospital at Houston, where 
tfhe last nine days of his life were 
spent. 

George had faced death be- 
fore, and he did not shrink, and 
when his last breath was gasped, 
he was still looking forward, 
never turning back. 

He joined the Marine Corps dur- 
ing the early stages of the Korean 
War. His friends at home never 
thought he would become a war 
hero ... too slow and easy-mov- 
ing. At the age of 18 he became 
a squad leader. While leading his 
men in combat, an ambush attack 
wounded seven of his men before 
they could return the enemy fire. 
This same slow and easy-moving

George rushed out into the line of 
enemy fire and dragged the wound- 
ed to safety. But even with this 
done he wasn't finished. He reor- 
ganized his squad and repelled the. 
ambush. 

For this act beyond the call of 
duty, George received the Meritor- 
ious Award and was promoted to 
sergeant. 

Though later wounded by shrap- 
nel, George refused to accept the 
Purple Heart. He thought others 
who had had their limbs severed 
from their bodies deserved it much 
more than he did. For him to have 
accepted it' for a shrapnel wound 
would mean a lessening of the hon- 
or of the award, he thought. 

He was discharged during the 
s'immer of '54. The following fall 
he entered NSC to study pre-en- 
gineerin, one of the most curricula 
offered here. This . . . the choice 
of a boy who had quit high school 



for service in the Marines. 

L. Determination was growing in George . , . and it 
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was obvious to all those who knew him. "I like to 
work with my hands ... and I want to see for 
myself if I'm cut out for engineering" he told his 
friends. 

Those at N3C, and everywhere, who knew 
George, were his friends. To know him incited in- 
separable friendship. He had that type of person- 
ality and character. The type that never sways 
from the truth . . . that hesitates to judge about 
others . . . that is reluctant to criticize. Whatever 
he had to say about someone he told it to their 
face, never to others behind their back. 

While at NSC he refused to t»e nelpecr by the 
few who offered him advance knowledge of tests, 
saying that he didn't want any grade he wasn't cap- 
able of making fair and square. 

The first notice of a probable cancerous in- 
fection came last spring, when a mole on his left 
chest began to irritate and bleed. An examination 
followed and the doctors toid him to come back 
Jater and they would burn it off. He returned at the 
end of the spring semester. 

On the eve of the minor operation George mar- 
ried a girl he grew up with . . . and learned to love. 
Shirley Robinson. . . who lived on the same block in 
Bossier City that he did. 

The next day the doctors decided to cut the 
mole out, instead of burning it, and then they 
learned that underneath it lay a cancerous growth. 
They removed the mole and the diseased tissue . . . 
and told George ... on the first day of his marriage 



. . . that he had less than a year to live. 

George refused to believe this ... or if he 
did ... he didn't let it alter his present goal in 
life ... a college degree. His indomitable faith 
that he would be healed remained foremost. 

George and Shirley came Back to NSC the fol- 
lowing fall. Both were happy in their new role to- 
gether in life. George refused to grow despondent 
. . . sharp with wit and a smile that broke easily 
and often. He studied hard . . . despite his body- 
being worn and torn daily by the throes of cancer. 

His back started giving him trouble. He thought 
it was only a pulled muscle, and he remained happy 
and studied diligently. 

But his legs began to ache and gradually be- 
came partially paralyzed. He hoped to be healed, 
not so much for his own sake, but so that he 
"wouldn't be a hindrance to Shirley." 

The pain and paralysis continued. Then came 
the final tests of the fall semester. With the aid of 
heat pads he fought off the pain in order that he 
might study for them. He could hardly walk. But 
stedfast he remained in his ambition to continue on 
in college. "It won't be long till this semester is 
over and then I'll go to the hospital and let them 
take care of me. It's notbing bad, anyway," he said. 

He had to be helped to his classroom on the 
day of the final tests. A friend carried him to the 
place of his last final exam, and with the aid of his 
friend he hobbled up the steps of the Fine Arts 
auditorium to enter upon his Biology exam. 

Death, he must have known, was staring him

in the face. But he finished the exams, and left 
for Shreveport to enter the V. A. hospital there, his 
body completely paralyzed from his waist downward. 

Three days later he was transferred to Houston 
for radium treatment, which only he thought would 
cure him. He maintained his firm belief that he 
would be cured, telling his crestfallen grandmother, 
before leaving for Houston, '"Cheer up, everything is 
going to be alright." 

Shirley remained at his side until death, for 
she was the reason he wanted so much to live. 
Shirley was his love ... his inspiration. He told 
her not to show sympathy before him . . . for he 
didn"t want that. "No tears, Shirley, don't cry 
for me." Shirley showed her mountainous courage 
and strength, for she never did. Not in his sight. 
George always wanted "just to be comfortable." 
He never rushed into anything, just slow and easy 
moving. Death came slowly to him last Saturday 
morning at 3:30 a. m. as Shirley sat helplessly at 
his bedside.

As the AVVS Judiciary Board, according 



to its prescribed duty, reiterated and clari 
fied rules to women students in dormitor- 
ies this week, the Sauce takes this oppor- 
tunity to do a little reiterating and clarify- 
ing of its own. 

For the second time this year in speak- 
ing of constitutions we invoke the cry: let 
us not offend, but amend. The unwieldy and 
inadequate constitution of the student body 
association is being studied now for revis- 
ion. Why are women students not doing the 
same about their collectively self-imposed, 
highly-resented, and much-abused set of 
regulations? 

The present rules assume no intelli- 
gence or taste inherent in the NSC co-ed. 
But to combat unintelligent rules with un- 
intelligent action — (or worse, no action » — 
is even less intelligent. The power to change 
unreasonable regulations lies with the very 
group which complains of them daily and 
yet does nothing. 

Last year, for the first time in about 
ten years, an election was held to amend, 
resulting in the later hours and more date 
nights now enjoyed. 

How did the rules ever change with 
the apathetic attitude prevalent among 
upper-classmen women, who should lead 
movements to amendment? They say, 



"These can't go into effect now; they won't 
do us any good. Why bother?" 

Why bother? No wonder antique rules 
remain to irk women for decades before it 
occurs to someone to initiate a change ! 

Tossing out a few no-good rules is 
rather useless without tossing in a few well- 
thought-out good rules. There must be some 
kind of rules. Why not have informal meet- 
ings in the dormitories to discuss griev- 
ances and prepare a recommendation on 
rules for an AWS Council member to pre- 
sent at the next Council meeting"? If approv- 
ed there by a two thirds vote, proposed 
rules can come before all women for a vote, 
and then be submitted for final approval 
to the administration. 

In this case, thinking ahead means 
consideration for future freshmen women. 
Surely co-eds of today will not leave the 
amending of dated women's regulations to 
daughters and granddaughters twenty and 
forty years later, when the rules will ap- 
pear even more laughable than now, if 
possible. 

TO WHOM IT, NOT ONLY MAY. BUT

has representatives from all women's dor- 
mitories, meets regularly the first Monday 
of each month.

GYMNASTIC EVENTS - 
WHAT ARE THEY? 



The Mid-South Invitational Collegiate Championships in Gymnas- 
tics will be held on this campus April 7. Coach Piscopo is building this 
meet into a big and gala affair, expecting more than 5 universities in 
the south to enter. High School competition is being planned for the 
meet, along with junior and senior divisions of the A. A. U. for women. 
The national tumbling champion in the women's group is also expected 
to be here to perform an exhibition. . 

All this clamor and interest in gymnastics might start one wonder- 
ing just what sort of gymnastic program we have here at NSC, and 
what exactly does a gymnasts do. Coach Piscopo's Demons have tucked 
five championships under the belt for the second consecutive year, 
and all were against larger colleges and universities. 

When our gymnasts being to perform in the third annual Mid- 
South meet here in April, some of the feats and their description to 
watch for are as follows: 

FREE CALISTHENTICS 

Floor exercises done without equipment, consisting of a combin- 
ation of tumbling, balancing, and strength movements done in a rhyth- 
mic sequence. It also includes handstands, backward flips, and other 
body gyrations done within 2 minutes, and not less than B4 minutes. 

LONG HORSE 

A vaulting apparatus, 52" high, resembling a carpenter's saw- 
horse, upon which a performer vaults over and about in different exe- 
cutions. Both hands must touch in vaulting, and only the hands must 
touch the end of the long horse. 

SIDE HORSE 

Closely resembles the long horse with the exception of two hand- 
les in the center of the horse, 18" apart. Performer vaults over and 
j.bout apparatus in much the same manner as in the long horse event. 
This is the most difficult of all gymnastic feats. 

ROPE CLIMB 

A performer must climb a rope, 1%" in diameter, that hangs 
twenty feet high, and must touch disk at top of rope to complete climb. 
World's record in this event is 2.8 seconds. 

PARALLEL BARS 

Performer must execute various swings, vaults, and balances in 
rhythmic sequence on two bars, placed 18" apart, 5' in height, sup- 
ported by four legs. 

RINGS 

Performers must do stands requiring balance and strength, per- 
form handstands, iron cross (arms tightly-out-tsretched, hands grasp- 
ing rings, body parellel to ropes), front and back levers (arms fully 
stretched to rear or front, body taut and motionless). Rings a,re attach- 
ed to two ropes suspended from ceiling, with rings hanging 8 feet 
from floor. 

HORIZONTAL BAR 

Exercises consisting of swings in circular motion while grasping 
a steel bar, 1 1/8" in diameter. 8 feet from floor. The bar is supported 
by vertical uprights and steel cables. 

ALL AROUND 

Composed of free calisthentics, long horse, side horse, horizontal 
bar. parallel bars, and rings. Points are tabulated for all these events 
and total qualifies performer for All Round gymnasts acclaim. 

TUMBLING 

Composed of four routines done within 2 minutes. Consists of back, 
forward, and side somersaults, and various twists and executions de- 
vised by performer. 

TRAMPOLINE 

Consists of a series of bounces on a canvass bed suspended by 
springs, and is composed of back and forward somersaults, twists, all 
in a rhythmic pattern. 

Points for all events are awarded as follows: 5 points for diffi- 
culty of combination and 5 points for beauty of execution and form. 
A perfect execution can total 30 points. 

Demon gymnasts have been undefeated in the past 2 years at the 
Gulf A. A. U. Championships at Texas A & M, Southwestern A. A. U. 
Meet at Fort Worth, Mid-South Intercollegiate Meet at NSC, Southern 
A. A U. Senior Meet at Mississippi Southern, and the Baton Rouge 
"Open"' Jr. Championship Meet at Baton Rouge. 

One of the best competitiors on Coach Piscopo's gymnastic squad 
5s Sonny Martinez, team captain hailing from Baton Rouge, who is ac- 
ciaim3d to be the best in the south on rings and calisthenics. 

It you care to learn more about another varsity sport that's pro- 
ducing championships for NSC, go to the men's gym at 4 o'clock Friday 
afternoon and see the gymnastic team in an intra-squad meet.

Considering the apathetic attitude of 
the student body towards last year's student 
body elections, it is no more fantastic to 
assume that no-one will run for any office 
this year, than it is to wonder if anyone will 
bother to vote. 

Even if no votes are cast, when there 
are people willing to fill the offices, at least 
some semblance of student government is 
preserved. Though it be dictatorship, it is 
better than letting student government dis- 
solve into a myth. 

To have student government, there 
must be students who are eager to assume 
the responsibility of duties of office. To 
have democratic student government, there 
must be students interested enough to go 
to the polls and vote. 

Unless somebody gives the Demon a 
poke with its own pitchfork, we might as 
well turn student government over to the 
administration. We just cannot be inconven- 
ienced with our own government — too 
Tiuch responsibility. 

Don't have time to run for office, you 
say. Surely, you can find time to keep stu- 
dent government alive, serving in office 
or voting in the forth-coming election. By 
"serving" we mean just that. Assuming the 
responsibility of student leadership is a 
service to the College and to all students, 



as well as a credit to anyone holding office. 

Give your thoughts, ideas, and brain- 
storms a chance to get beyond the conver- 
sation stage to where they will do some 
good. There are specific student organiza- 
tions and offices which can only operate ef- 
fectively when given the opportunity and 
which are willing to consider and process 
your suggestions. 

In or out of office ideas are valuable in 
a dynamic student government. Sitting back 
and complaining about situations, rules and 
conditions, is not nearly so effective as tell- 
ing a Senate member, bringing the issue be- 
fore the Student Council or AWS Council, 
or discussing in the "Campus Forum let- 
ters-^o-the-editor" column in this newspa- 
per. 

These and many more operate properly 
with one hand on the "student pulse" which 
now has such a feeble throb as to be un- 
detectable. The student "body" is also a 
cadaver. 

Are freedoms of speech and the press 
forgotten toys? 

Will some offices be sought only by 
one candidate — or none? 

Will only one third or less of the stu- 
dent cadaver vote in this election? 

Why not run? And why not vote?

Now there 
are twenty copies of text "A." It 
will take till the fall of three years 
hence to get all of those rented- 
up, so no new text is possible. The 
instructor estimates the enrollment 
for the course in the fall of the 
next year to be twenty-five. He 
wishes he had a text more appropri- 
ate for the larger course and has 
text "B" in mind but he can't get 
it because text "A" has not yet 
been rented-up. Ridiculous — yes — 
but how do we get off this merry- 
go-round? 

NOTE: In this particular case the 
course was not offered every se- 
mester. If it were the experience 
would be the same, only the books 
would be re-ordered more often. 

The completely opposite exper- 
ience was related by an instructor 
who had only a vague idea of the 
"rented-up" policy. He stated that 
he had always been able to secure 
a new text when he felt it necess- 
ary, even if the records showed 
that the text had not paid for it- 
self as a whole. In fact, he empha- 
sized the cooperation of the book- 
store by recalling one time when 
he submitted a change later in the 
season that is usually allowed and 
having it effected. He felt sure 
that if any teacher wanted to get 
a book changed with his depart- 
ment head's and dean's approval, 
he certainly could, and if someone 
had been unable to do so, he must 
not "have gone about it in the 
right way." These two testimonies 
are two widely divergent extremes 
which were encountered in this 
investigation. Nearly every point 
of view between them was en- 
countered in numerous interviews 
with various faculty members. 

The other side of the coin is of 
especial interest to the student 
who has to cough up one-third of 
the book's cost for a single semes- 
ter's use. Many students question- 
ed on this point regarded this per- 
centage as exorbitant. Is this a 
state policy? By no means — at 
Southeastern the entire rental fee 
of textbooks is included in the 
registration fee at the beginning 
of the semester. At Southwestern 
the textbook rental fee runs S5 per 
semester. At LSU texts are bought 



outright, new and used books be- 
ing handled. At other state col- 
leges the costs run S15-S25. S25-S50 
etc. Presumably the bookstores 
deal in used books and the texts 
are purchased back. These latter 
set-ups are found attractive by stu- 
dents in colleges in other states 
such as East Texas. At others a 
cooperative bookstore provides sat- 
isfaction for nearly all. 

The pro side of the latter half 
of this argument does not come 
in the form of any student approval 
of the present system but in the 
realization that the bookstore here 
is one of six revolving fund units, 
another key term in this discus- 
sion. These units include the book- 
store, the dormitories, the student 
center cafe, the dining hall, vet's 
apartments, and the laundry. These 
units are supposed to be self-sup- 
porting and their budgets are en- 
tirely separate from legislative 
appropriations for Northwestern. 
The bookstore has been, in the 
past, the only one of these revolv- 
ing fund units to be in the black 
and often has had to bail out the 
others. It is said that the identical 
situation occurs today sometimes, 
authough the same is said about 
other of the revolving fund units, 
such as the Vets apartments. The 
problem is thus something like 
Taxes. We want to cut the costs 
but just what do we want to do 
without? 

This problem in all its aspects 
is not a new one by any means. 
Eight years ago the situation was 
bad enough (as ono instructor put 
it) to warrant an investigation by 
a committee here at NSC. Another 
teacher states that the "investiga- 
tion" was made in order to deter- 
mine a set plan for the time of 
ordering books, rental costs, etc. 
Up to that time the pattern had 
been indefinite. While one mem- 
ber says that he seems to recall 
that the verdict of the committee 
was that the bookstore was making 
"too much," another contradicts 
him by saying "that is not so," al- 
though he recognized that while 
the report (of which he has a copy) 
does not conclude that the book- 
store was making too much, the 
recommendation that it "not sup- 
port other agencies or activities" is 



a tact for recognition that it did. 
This same professor noted that un- 
fortunately that provision couLd 
not always be carried out, but that 
the administration has tried to fol- 
low it as closely as possible. His 
belief was that the administration 
followed a policy of getting new 
texts even if their predecessors had 
not been "rented-up" if there was 
a well thought out need and the 
books were ordered in advance 
with the approval of the depart- 
ment head and dean concerned. 

The American Association of Uni- 
versity Professors has regarded 
this textbook situation in various 
colleges as serious enough for. the 
formation of a Textbook Adoption 
Committee which is working on 
the problem. Some members of this 
committee teach here at North- 
western and at the last meeting 
of the local chapter of the AAUP 
a resolution was adopted and for- 
warded to Pres. Kyser for proper 
disposition in which it was decid- 
ed to ask the administration that 
a new bookstore committee be set 
up. The AAUP hopes that students 
can be included in the committee. 

The "rented-up" system doe's 
seem reasonable and justified. It 
is only unfortunate for all concern- 
ed that in some cases, as cited 
above, the books do not pay for 
themselves in a year or so,.. but 
just never seem to do so. To further 
complicate the problem it must be 
remembered that the cost of the 
book is not the deposit price, but 
20 percent less and that once old- 
er copies of a text have paid" for 
themselves they will be helping to 
pay for newer copies. 

Formerly textbooks here rented 
for 25% of their cost. The fourth 
student to use the book was allo"'- 
ed to keep it. This was at a tin* 
when our college was on a system 
of quarters. Since there are now 
three sessions a year the percent- 
age has been changed to one-thirt£, 
yet the third student is by no 
means allowed to keep the book. 
Now such things as the following 
can happen. One book, now in cir- 
culation, has been used six times 
and the cover is about to come off. 
It has, individually at least, made 
a 150% profit and yet it hasn't

Demons In Two Game 
Sweep; Gordon Hits 2 



It was a fitting tribute given to 
Coach Charles "Red" Thomas this 
week by the Louisiana Sportswriter 
Association. 

Nothing much more can be said 
about Coach Thomas as far as 
praise is concerned. His record 
stands alone to defy the critics and 
to absolve disclaim. 

Picked by a pre-season poll to 
finish in fourth place. Coach Thom- 
as banded together a meager ac- 
count of returning lettermen and 
a host of freshmen to begin his 
season. 

In basketball, and especially in 
conference play, it is experience 
that becomes the ultimate deciding 
factor to decide the victor and the 
defeated. With only two out of his 
first five starters of last year's 
team to work with, Coach Thomas' 
future was not bright. 

It was he who ignored his handi 
cap. and did his best with what he 
had. 

He drilled and drilled his squad, 
before the opening game of the 
GSC at Monroe . . . even pitting 
them against some of the best 
teams in this area of the U. S. 

It seemed to be his mission to 
baptize the freshmen the hard way. 
They underwent terrific competi- 
tion before conference play began. 

When the GSC games opened at Northeast State the stage was 
set. In that game his players would establish their course. Dick Brown 
termed it "the toughest." 

But the team came through, the freshmen warded off stage fright, 
and Coach Thomas' Demons were off and running. 

He kept the team riding high on optimism, refusing to let them 
become dominated with their handicap. Even McNeese was startled 
and confused. Surprise was the basis of Coach Thomas' attack and it 
worked. 

With his win over McNeese he surprised everybody. But grimly he 
kept at his task . . . refusing to be bloated nor let his team become 
over-confident. That must have been difficult. No other team in Lou- 
isiana beat McNeese. and they sailed on to win the tournament (NAIA) 
where were entered the best small college teams in the country. 

Coach Thomas wins over all other GSC teams seemed to be an 
anti-climax. The almost impossible feat he had accomplished. 

It didn't matter that La. Tech knocked his team out of a possible 
postseason play-off with McNeese to determine the better of the two. 
Somehow it seemed to be bettev the way it happened. McNeese need- 
ed no chance to avenge the split in games. It should have never hap- 
pened in the first place. 

And secondly, how can one ask more of a team? Should they 
be called upon to obtain a win against a stacked deck once again? One 
doesn't twice swim across a river if one can ride in a boat. 

Yes, Coach Thomas won the "Coach of the Year" award for his 
remarkable efforts in guiding NSC to an undisputed second place in 
the GSC. The fact that he shared it with Coach Ralph Ward of Mc- 
Neese reveals a better reason why he won it. If anything it was again 
a further acclaim for him in his conquest of the champs, McNeese. 

To Coach Thomas, and all of the players who were obedient to his 
guidance, must go sincere congratulations for having performed so 
well.

been replaced even with a copy of 
the same edition. This is, perhaps 
a third facet of the problem. 

Also, it has happened occasion- 
ally that an instructor has been 
informed that a certain text has 
not been "rented-up," only later 
to have a formal request accepted, 
having meanwhile discovered that 
this was his right, thus effecting a 
change for the next semester in- 
stead of the one following it. 

Certainly in the course of this 
interview all views have been un- 
covered from the instructor who 
regards administration policy as 
highly inefficient, to say the least, 
and definitely impractical to one 
who regards administration policy 
as praiseworthy and the bookstore 
as an institution of which the 
school can be justly proud. After 
listening to a number of these ar- 
guments one is inclined to wonder, 
on the one hand, if the jingle of 
the cash register doesn't register 
just a little louder in the ears of 
the administration than the com- 
plaints of faculty and student body, 
or, on the other, whether the pres- 
ent policy was not originally set 
up for the very purpose of keeping 
costs to the student at a minimum. 

A possible "solution" would be 
fo retain the present system and 
lower the costs of. texts or arrange 
for an easier method of changing 
texts with a corresponding increase 
of cost to students. 

Each person on this campus has 
a right to take an interest in this 
problem. The college and all its 
activities are essentially supported 
either by the students themselves

or by the state of Louisiana, which 
in turn derives its revenue from 
NSC students and their families, 
among others. In a very real sense 
it is ours and its administrators 
are our employees, just as every 
state governmental function is 
ours and every state official our 
employee. 

WHY NOT THEN, to settle the 
situation once and for all and to 
clear the air of all misunderstand- 
ings, convoke a round table of satis- 
fied and dissatisfied faculty, inter- 
ested students, and representatives 
of the bookstore and of the admini- 
stration. If the idea appeals to any 
of those mentioned above, why not 
write to the paper saying so and 
offering suggestions? 

Perhaps the consideration of 
this problem !may lead to the 
tackling of such other problems 
as the bookstore's 1 handling of mu- 
sic and art supplies, or of the laun- 
dry service, dining hall food, vet's 
apartments and the steam heat and 
hot water situation in the dorms.

FOR; The Proposed Constitution 



The Current Sauce is FOR the proposed 
constitution because: 

1. NSC has long needed a new constitu- 
tion. The present constitution, adopted in 
1948, was patterned off of the University of 
Florida system, which was designed for a 
much larger institution, and therefore never 
suitable for a college this size. The Florida 
system stressed the honor court, which in 
NSC's adaption has disintegrated into the 
least powerful element. The new consti- 
tution is not a flimsy imitation, but a tailor- 
made original just NSC's size. 

2. Though not perfect, it is at least a 
workable kind of constitution — a "rough- 
cut gem'' which can be polished with a- 
mendments proven necessary through use. 
These can be made in due time. If the con- 



stitution passes, the Current Sauce will sug- 
gest a few in next week's issue. We see 
flaws but we believe they are outweighed 
by the overall good. If the old constitution 
were retained "til next year" no progress 
would be made. 

3. Simplicity is its greatest asset, because 
it will replace unnecessary discord with har- 
mony and progress. Other of its virtues are 
better representation and elimination of 
vagueness in wording. The other constitu- 
tion contradicts itself in one or more places. 

It is impossible to predict exactly how 
the proposed constitution will work. The 
thinking behind it is one indication it will 
succeed. And remember, anything is better 
than the garbled, unwieldy constitution we 
now have. So vote for it !

The pro- 
posed constitution will be ex- 
plained and discussed at this 
time.

Running for senior class presi- 
dency are James Lynn Davis and 
John Paul Taylor; vice presidency, 
no candidate; secretary-treasurer, 
Shirl Trilsch, unopposed.

'Sauce" Platform 



If I am elected Editor of the "Current Sauce." the 
paper's editorial policy will be based upon two kinds of re- 
sponsibility — first to the majority of students of Northwest- 
ern and second to the school's reputation. 

In practice, that will mean that any story which has 
news interest for a majority of the students will be used. On 
the other hand, if the harm a story does outweighs its news 
value, it will not be used. 

Responsibility, then, is the first plank of my "platform." 
The second is Dependability. I believe that the reader 
should be able to depend on two things — first that the 
"Sauce" will come of the presses as regular as clockwork, 
and second that the paper's contents will be the truth. 

With those two principles as the framework of my 
"platform," a few more specific recommendations will fill 
out the picture. 

I believe that the Editorship of the "Current Sauce" is 
a iull-time job. If I am elected Editor, that will be my only 
job and I will not schedule more than twelve hours per se- 
mester. 

I believe that many "suitcase" students are cheated be- 
cause the "Sauce" doesn't some out until Saturday after- 
noon. If I am elected Editor, I intend to change the date of 
publication to Friday. 

I believe that the "Current Sauce" editorial page should 
mirror student opinion, both through letters-to-the-editor 
and its editorials. I also believe that the appearance of the 
editorial page can be improved with columns, opinion polls 
and pertinent cartoons. 

1 believe that the "Current Sauce" society page should 
be treated as an equal of the rest of the paper — not as a 
"refugee camp" for stray type. Society news should be al- 
loted the same type of headlines and other treatment as 
"straight" news. 

I believe that the "Current Sauce" should be a crusad- 
ing newspaper — ready to lend its hand to any just cause or 
be quickly indignant at the first signs of injustice. It should 
be constructive and tolerant, but never careless. 

Along these lines, I cannot predict what the major issues 
will be next year, both on the campus and off. But I can pre- 
dict that the "Current Sauce" will take a definite stand on 
every major issue that affects Northwestern students. 

I believe that the "Current Sauce" should have a bright, 
eye-catching makeup style and well-edited stories. It should 
be a credit to its school in every respect, and yet be so clear 
that a student can easily read it while standing in the lunch 
line. 

If I did not believe that my newspaper experience quali- 
fies me for the position, I would not have entered the race. 
That's all that needs to be said. The rest is up to you.

Election day suspense subsided 
Tuesday night with a special bul- 
letin over radio station KNOC an- 
nouncing results and the success 
of the -proposed constitution. 
Runoffs will be held May 8 be- 
tween Don Morgan and Wimpy 
Kelley for student body presi- 
dency; Katina Manitzas and Juan- 
ita Penny for co-ed vice presi- 
dent. Official results were Phil 
Wilcox, 257; Kelley 284, and 
Morgan 417. For coed vice presi- 
dent: Reeta Tullos, 232; Penny, 
347; Manitias 357. 
The May 8 secondary election 
will determine these two offices. 
By the new constitution, the co-ed 
vice president will automatically 
become the vice president for wo- 
men. Other new offices on the bal- 
lot will be vice president of men 
and senior, junior, sophomore class 
representatives. Cheerleaders will 
also be elected. Deadline for filing 
intentions for these offices has 
been extended a week to next 
Thursday. 

Having no opposition Bennie 
Barron automatically became stu- 
dent body vice president. Similarly, 
Shirley Temple became secretary 
of the Association with the with- 
drawal of other candidates. 

The constitution passed with a 
large margin 683 to 254. 
For treasurer Evelyn Barge beat 
Irene Cheatwood 552 to 363. In the 
Current Sauce editorship race Jerry 
Byrd polled 570 to Bill Chamber- 
lain's 371. 

Results in class elections were 
John Paul Taylor (121) over Jimmy 
Davis (94) for senior class presi- 
dent; Shirral Jennings (102) over 
Bill Plunkett (63) for junior class 
president; Mickey Murphy (277) ov- 
er Dan Spears (149) for sophomore 
president; Mary Edwards (209) ov- 
er Jo Ann Joffrion (176) for sopho- 
more secretary. 

Other unopposed candidates au- 
tomatically elected are Betty Jo 
Tilleux, Potpourri., editor; Shirl 
Trilsch, senior class secretary-trea- 
surer; Faye Gaines, junior vice 
president. 

Out going Co-ed Vice Presi- 
dent Hannah Haynes, election 
chairman, said, "Its was the best 
election here since I've been on 
the campus. Everyone co-operat- 
ed — enthusiasm was high." She 
has worked with campus elec- 
tions for the past three years. 
Ballot boxes for each precinct 
were obtained by the college 
from W. G. Stroud, Natchitoches 
Parish clerk of court. Using pre- 
cincts, out of 1503 eligible voters 
(regularly enrolled undergraduate 
students), a total of 961 ballots 
were cast — approximately 64 per 
cent.

There are many reasons: quite a few- 
state colleges have them; pipe organ music 
is beautiful; more music students would 
come here tos tudy and increase the en- 
rollment; famous organists could be brought 
in the concert series; it would be on asset 
to the Messiah and similar programs; stu- 
dents and faculty could give weekly con- 
certs; without it, the College is not ade- 
quately-equipped and the music department 
operates at a handicap; when the Fine Arts 
Auditorium was designed, the achitects an- 
ticipated future installation of a pipe organ 
and allowed room for it; finally, what love- 
lier graduation music can there be than that 
of a pipe organ !

JAZZ

Well, now, then there, Dad (or 
Doll), did you miss me last time? I 
S-U-R-E did "goof; Sometimes 
mid-semester exams remind you 
that you're going to school — but 
that's neither here nor there. Let's 
get to Jazz. 

Jazz was born everywhere, but 
!t had more room to grow up in 
the cities — five cities in partic- 
ular. In the beginning — the very 
beginning — Jazz was nursed by 
the "Daddy-of-them-all," New 
Orleans, Louisiana. This is some- 
thing that we should be very 
croud of as natives of Louisiana 
and, on the other hand, some- 
thing that we should be grossly 
ashamed of. 

No, No, No! ! Not ashamed be- 
cause Jazz found its beginning in 
New Orleans. Not even because 
one of the major districts in New 
Orleans that the little bouncing 
baby, Jazz, got its swooping, swing- 
ing, robust start was a little district 
(1 say "little" in terms of acreage) 
called Storyville. Little old notor- 
ious Storyville — the famed red light 
district (Legal, no less) of New Or- 
leans. 

In fact, this earthy, colorful, de- 
linquent environment of new-born 
Jazz was one of the many things 
that helped to make it as it is to- 
day and has always been — Emotion, 
Incorporated. 

Yes, Jazz was born and spent 
part of its childhood in New Or- 
leans. Who can say that Jazz is not 
"Still in its childhood, because who 
knows just how much farther we 
can still go with the development 



of sound and that part of sound 
which we call music — all types, 
forms, and media? It has been ru- 
mored that future wars will be 
fought with sound. Just imagine! 
Press a button and a whole city 
crumbles in ruin by a terrific wall 
of sound waves — This may be far- 
fetched, but I ask again, who 
knows? 

Well, to get back to the sub- 
ject. New Orleans gave Jazz a 
lousy deal. Many things, trends, 
new ideas have started in New 
Orleans, but New Orleans likes 
to sit back and boast to herself, 
"I started so and so." But New 
Orleans is a terrible mother and 
treats her children as many well- 
meaning mothers do even today — 
Namely, You're my baby; I love 
you very much and I want you 
to stay a BABY all your life. 
Yes, that's why we should be 
ashamed that Jazz began in our 
own state and to some of you, 
your own home town. 
New Orleans, bless her soul, is 
finally getting to the point that she 
lets her children live their own 
lives and grow up normally. It's 
too bad that Jazz had to be one of 
her oldest children and didn't have 
the opportunity to progress. This 
can be said of the South in general 
and to some small extent explains 
why we're so far behind everyone 
else — especially as far as music is 
concerned, and in regards to this 
statement, all types of music, but 
especially Jazz. 

Just how did Jazz begin in New 
Orleans — in what ways and by what 
means? This to me is one of the 
most remarkable things about 
Jazz. It astounds me, makes me feel 
worthwhile, and everytime I think 
of it I search my deepest thoughts 
for some way of expressing it in 
words. For me, this cannot be done!

I believe that I could in my own 
amateurish way express these feel- 
ings in my music, but I probably 
wouldn"t do it justice. I can only- 
say in words what the Jazz musi- 
cian would say— It gasses me — 
flips me out — knocks me out. 

As stated before, one of the 
places or district where the seeds 
of Jazz were sown was Storyville. 
What a place! — a hodge-podge — all 
types of people with various and 
sundry personalities. What a reek- 
ing mass of emotion this must have 
been. With such an environment 
one can understand what a terrific 
outlet Jazz must have been and 
what dynamic and dramatic person- 
alities the first Jazzmen must have 
been (these will be named later). 
Storyville was not the sole 
row that the seeds of Jazz were 
planted and deeply rooted in. If 
you remember in my first article 
on Jazz I told you to note espe- 
cially the beginning of "Pete Kel- 
ley's Blues." Remember the 
wake? What a wierd, ethereal, al- 
most terrifying place for Jazz to 
bud and flower. Yes, wakes play- 
ed an important part in the birth 
and evolution of Jazz. But the 
wake was only part of a bigger 
thing — the marching Jazz band. 
Jazzmen were marching and rid- 
ing in wagons in parades, fune- 
ral marches, etc. long before 
the marching band of today (the 
one that plays for football games, 
etc.) ever thought of such and 
probably influenced the bands of 
today to march in a body to show 
spirit and feeling for something. 

Going to the funeral they played 
slow tunes and mournful tunes (all 
derived from American white and 
negro spirituals and secular music, 
but played differently than the or- 
iginal folk tune was meant to be — 
(more will be said of this later). 
At the actual funeral the old Dixie- 
land classic, "Didn't He Ramble." 
was originated. Go down to New 
Orleans — go down Bourbon Street 
— go into any club where a Dixie- 
land band is playing — sometime 
during the course of the night they 
will play and sing this old classic. 
What words! What a humble, hon- 
est, sincere, base text it has: 

"Well, didn't he ramble; ram- 
ble all around; all over town- 
Rambled till the butcher cut 
him down." 

Leaving the funeral they played 
fast, happy, swinging tunes. Out of 



which another classic was born — 
"When the Saints go Marching In." 

Think back on the beginning 
of jazz in New Orleans and re- 
member what a big, hearty, dy- 
namic, dramatic origin it had. 
See how full it is — How "fat" it 
is — How colorful it is. Why, just 
why, couldn't New Orleans and 
the South have developed Jazz 
more extensively? Then we would 
really have something to be 
proud of — a really fine feeling 
of accomplishment. But now all 
we can do is regret that we 
didn't ! 

As first stated, the fruit of jazz 
ripened in five particular cities — 
New Orleans being the first. As 
you know Jazz didn't have a happy 
home in New Orleans — especially 
after Storyville was shut down, 
meaning unemployment for the 
jazz musician— so they went up the 
river to St. Louis. Mo. and to other 
cities. Gang-ridden Chicago, 111. (in 
the early 20's); the toddlin' town 
—New York City, N. Y. (the melt- 
ing pot); and as the 30's rolled in — 
Kansas City, Mo. 

I'll leave you hangin" right here 
'cause right now I've got writer's 
cramp — See ya next week if I don't 
"goof" again !

Another group against the UN 
contends that no organization can 
function properly without power 
and since the UN has no actual 
power it cannot function proper- 
ly and will, therefore be a failure. 
The UN, however, does not want 
governmental power and it does 
not want a world government. It 
wants an international law or un- 
derstanding. The leaders of the UN 
are the leaders of individual na- 
tions. These men and women are 
faced with the problem of inter- 
national law. The problem is how 
to establish and apply rules of in- 
ternational law and how to settle 
international disputes by legal 
rather than political or military 
means. In 1947, the UN created the 
International Court of Justice. The 
General Assembly set up the Inter- 
national commission to codify and 
encourage progressive development 
of international law. The Interna- 
tional Court has delivered judge- 
ment in several cases but the in- 
dividual nations have not made 
full use of the court. 

The UN is doing a great job, but 
it cannot work alone. It needs co- 
operation and trust from all the 
peoples of the world. So far it has 
had wonderful success in aiding 
refugees and assisting children 
(UNTCEF) and in the program for 
raising the living standards in un- 
developed areas of the world. 

Truly the UN deserves a round 
of applause. It is an organization 
that stands for peace and above all 
it is the much needed symbol of 
hope.

The UN may deal with the quar- use 
rels between nations that might 
lead to war. However, when two _ 
nations refuse to stop fighting the 1 
Assembly can only pass a resolu- 
tion condemning their refusal. This 
is called moral power. It is based 
on the fact that the aggressive na- 
tion is unfavorably looked upon 
by the UN member. 

The role of a mediator may 

appease and subdue warring na- 
tions or may even postpone a 

major war. However, it cannot 

stop a war because it has no 

world police force. The UN has 

only moral power. In 1932 the 

moral power of the League of Na- 
tions did not stop Japan and Ger- 
many from building up an army 

and planning conquest. Today de- 
spite of the many efforts of its 

moral power Russia and Egypt 

can easily resign from the UN. 

In the final analysis moral power 

is a weak weapon. 
The UN has organized many ag- 
encies to help the member nations 
in the agelong fight against injus- 
tice and oppression. Undoubtedly 
friendly relations with many coun- 
tries has been fostered to a great 
extent through the works of the 
UN. But remember it is not the 
people who start a war but a few 
ambitious leaders of a country. 
Through propaganda and force peo- 
ple easily become puppets of an 
ambitious tyrant regardless of the J, 
kind services rendered to them. 
But then it can be argued that 

the few who believe in human 

rights, through the words of the 

UN, can rise in a mass against 

depotism. Freedom and equal 

rights are innate in all men as 

evidenced by the revolutions in 

France, America, Latin America 

and Russia. They do not need the 

UN to teach them about these 

basic principles.

Dew, 
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Who Was Striven Swett ? 



After opening all stops in a forte cres- 
cendo, "Give to the B. Scriven Swett Pipe 
Organ Memorial Fund, a small voice above 
the pipe organ thunder asked: "Who was 
Scriven Swett?" 

B. Scriven Swett, Jr. was the first 
Northwestern State College music major 
killed in World War II. Besides being a ver- 
satile and talented musician — pianist, vocal- 
ist, and organist — he was a well-rounded 
leader and wonderful person. Described by 
those who knew him as a "real man," he 
was tall, neat, likable, capable, and had an 
excellent voice. 

Graduating here in the Fall of 1939, he 
went to Northwestern University to work to- 
ward a master's degree, but before its com- 
pletion entered the navy. While an ensign 
he played the pipe organ for his cadet grad- 
uation. 

He was sent on a mine-sweeper to the 
Mediterranean; a week after postcards from 
him in Africa, came the news that he was 
reported missing. 



Swett was a member of the group on 
this campus which later became Phi Mu Al- 
pha Sinfonia. professional honorary music 
fraternity, one of the groups now raising 
money for a pipe organ memorial to him. 

About a year ago the State Board 
granted permission to begin the project. 
Mrs. B. Scriven Swett, Sr. launched the fund 
with a check for five hundred dollars. The 
fund is now slightly over the six hundred 
dollar mark — still many thousands of dol- 
lars and many years away from the pipe 
organ's purchase, unless senior classes de- 
cide to help, unless alumni chapters respond 
to the initial appeal made last fall, unless 
Natchitoches townspeople who enjoy SO 
many things in our Fine Arts auditorium ssi 
the wisdom of installing a pipe organ. 

The installation of a pipe organ will be 
an asset to the town — a source of pride and 
enjoyment; it will be a boon to the College; 
it will be a tribute to the memory of one of 
Northwestern's own very fine musicians — 
one of many, who sacrificed music and !3f« 
so that all may enjoy move c*' aorh, 



Wafer Pipes Instead of Organ Pipes 



Not only was space allowed in the de- 
sign of the Fine Arts building for a pipe 
organ, but at one time, money was approved 
for the purchase of one. A need for water 
pipes took precedence over organ pipes, 
and the big "N" landmarking watertower 
was erected. 

Pipe organ plans were for an instru- 
ment costing $12,500, which would now 
cost about $20,000. Plans were set aside 
when the need arose for the College to 
have its own water system. 

Northwestern previously had been 
buying all water from the city of Natchi- 
toches. The prominent tower with the Light- 
ed "N" changed things. E. C. Green, of the 



power plant, said that the tower's heighth 
was necessary to provide pressure for pip- 
ing the campus water supply to dormitor- 
ies and buildings. 

Today there remains a two-way pipe 
hook-up with the city, making it possible 
for either city or college to depend on each 
other's water systems, should their own fail. 
Lower insurance rates are possible because 
of the safe-guard against emergencies. 

This kind of two-way pipe co-operation 
can also apply to the installation of a pipe 
organ. It is to be hoped that townspeople 
will contribute to the pipe organ fund. 

There are thirsts even water cannot 
satisfy.

It also sets up a 
Chiropractic Board of Examiners, 
along the same lines as the other 
professions in Louisiana, such as, 
dentists, optometrists, osteopaths, 
lawyers, etc., said board to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor of the 
State of Louisiana. 

Forty-four of the United States 
have laws providing for Chiroprac- 
tic for their citizens, and we be- 
lieve that your legislators will, in 
May-June, make a provision for 
the people of the State of Louisiana 
to have qualified Chiropactors to 
serve the needs of the people w ho 
desire our type of health care. 

We also would like to remind 
High School graduates that the 
Chiropractic profession offers won- 
derful opportunity for the individ- 
ysl'to serve and benefit his fellow 
man.

This was the observation of news- 
paperman Gareth Hiebert judging the first 
nine issues of The Current Sauce entered in 
the Associated Collegiate Press rating con- 
test. 

In retrospect the unpleasant situation 
last fall does appear to have been out of 
proportion to the issue. For our concept of 
freedom of the press and the rights of in- 
dividual expression in letters-to-the-editor 
and personal columns, the bitterness created 
last fall seems now a large price to have 
paid — an unnecessary price — for the only 
freedom desirable is a responsible freedom. 
We have reached full comprehension of 
something our College President said in a 
talk last fall: "Obligations run way ahead 
of privileges." This might well be adopted 
as a motto for the student press. 

The initial steam in our "teapot tem- 
pest" was material approved for publication. 
Nobody dreamed that its 10 point type 
would appear as glaring as 72 point type 
to readers. That was an unexpected reac- 
tion. 

Lots of things were unexpected until 



we learned about public reaction to the 
printed word. A policy, sound in theory, 
proved to be impractical in operation. Al- 
though a sports column and a letters col- 
umn embrace only the ideas of the writer 
and do not necessarily reflect the views of 
the newspaper to students or the entire 
campus opinion to outsiders, both are ac- 
cepted as such. When we came to a full 
realization of this, we modified our policies. 

It is possible that at times the policies 
we have advocated have not been in accord 
with general student body opinion. We 
have not always had the means of knowing 
just what the consensus was. It is imposs- 
ible for an editor and staff to ask the opin- 
ions of over 1,000 students every time a 
policy is decided. 

We acknowledge that the sarcastic 
comeback, the "driftwood" editorial, so 
damaging to faith in the editorial columns, 
was a serious mistake (our worst) and con- 
trary to all principles of good editorial writ- 
ing. 

We do not all "drink the same brand 
of tea," but from now on let's keep tem- 
pests out of teapots.

In A Pickle Dish? 

Chuck Hancock, graduate stu- 
dent in biology, is a man who 
goes fishing, like many men do, 
but unlike the usual fisherman 
he doesn't bring the fish home 
to be fried. Instead he plops them 
into a jar of alcohol and sets 
them on a shelf. 

Since February 1955 Hancock 
has been at NSC in the position 
of graduate assistant and pinch- 
hitter for the profs. He gradu- 
ated from here in 1951. 

Reason for his strange fishing 
trips is his specialty in fish tax- 
onomy, a complicated term for 
pickling fish. 

With a collector's permit he 
uses all kinds of devices — some 
of which the regular fisherman 
cannot — in getting fish for his 
collection. 

As a member and self-termed 
"general flunky" of Beta Beta 
Beta honorary biological frater- 
nity, he was asked to read a pa- 
per for the group on the "Evo- 
lution of Systematic Scientific 
Nomenclature. " Chuck translates 
this as simply: "Why Long Old 
Scientific Names Are Necess- 
ary." 

His office is a restful pastel 
green with brown curtains — very 
"outdoorsy" and suiting a biolo- 
gist well. It is pleasantly clutter- 
ed with books and fish-catching 
equipment. The private lab has 
a coffee making set-up where 
several pair of fish eyes stare 
from watery jars when he makes 
coffee.

At 8:30 yesterday, the fourth 
annual biology marine field trip 
got underway. Approximately 
twenty-five selected biology stu- 
dents and several faculty members 
left for the three-day trip to the 
Gulf Coast Research Laboratory at 
Ocean Springs, Mississippi. 

Originated several years ago, 
the tour is designed to stimulate 
interest in biology and acquaint 
biology students with the study 
of marine life in natural habitat. 
In past years, the group has made 
trips to Port Aransas, Texas, and 
Grand Isle, Louisiana. Last year, 
the trip to Grand Isle was filmed, 
and was shown earlier this year 
on KTBS-TV in Shreveport, as a 
part in the series of programs on 
NSC.

The ac- 
tivities will include trawling in 
the Gulf, seining inlets of the 
islands, and investigating life in 
the sand of the beaches.

We hope other 
editors will continue this project.

Every editor need not be a "pioneer." 
It would be well to add to the constitution: 
"It shall be the duty of the outgoing editor 
to orient the editor-elect." 

Where we have succeeded we hope he 
will continue. Where we have failed, we 
hope he will find success. We hope that our 
efforts this year will smooth the road for 
him next year, and his in turn for the next 
editor, to make The Current Sauce progress 
each year until it ultimately develops into 
a newspaper worthy of this college. Re- 
member that the Sauce is more important 
than any one editor. 

The Current Sauce can only be as 
strong as the weakest link on its staff or the 
most indifferent reader. It can only be as 
interesting as the campus it reflects. It can 
only remain alive as long as student inter- 
est in a free and responsible college press 
remains alive. 

Here is a place to make mistakes and 
learn from them, but the same .mistakes 
need not be made over and over The Cur- 
rent Sauce must establish continuity. If we 
have done nothing else, we hope that we 
have, at least, helped to do this.

Clinical Areas Are Anns And Leas of NSC Campus Throughout The Stats

There is a bit of NSC scattered 
throughout the state. Each spring 
and summer finds girls leaving at 
the end of their freshman year for 
Shreveport. Baton Rouge, and Alex- 
andria. For two years they study 
away from Northwestern; then sud- 
denly it is time to return for the 
fourth year, and graduation. Mean- 
while, most of their freshman-year 
friends have either graduated or 
left school. The girls return to a 
group of students as unfamiliar to 
them as the first group they met 
during 'dog days' at NSC. But, as 
time passes, and familiar faces 
crop up, the girls feel 'at home' 
again. 

These are our nursing students; 
the students in white who return 
for a final semester of study and 
graduation. Upon leaving the col- 
lege at the end of the freshman 
year, after two semesters of biol- 
ogy, chemistry, nursing arts, nurs- 
ing history, English, psychology, 
and other courses, these students 
go to 'Clinical Area.' 

Clinical area is inclusive of a 
varied two-year study period 
which may be done in any one of 
the three divisions of the North- 
western State College School of 
Nursing. The largest division is 
at Shreveport, where the train, 
ing nurses live in the modern 
Northwestern Nurses' Home. In 
Shreveport, they train and study 
at the Confederate Memorial 
Medical Center. 



Another diviffln is located at 
the Baton Rouge General Hospital 
in Baton Rouge. The third division 
is -affiliated with the Baptist Hos- 
pital in Alexandria. 

The methods of training and 
study are the same in all the div- 
isions, and are based on require- 
ments of college and regular hos- 
pital nursing. During the first se- 
mester in clinical area, the girls 
spend approximately one-half time 
in classes of theory and nursing 
education and procedures, and one- 
half time in actual clinical experi- 
ence. 

During the advanced stage of 
nursing, experience and study are 
especially emphasized in the fields 
of medicine, pediatrics, obstetrics, 
surgery, gynecology, orthopedics, 
communicable diseases, urology, 
and such diseases as polto. 

At the ending of the two-years 
of clinical experience, the training 
nurse spends four and one-half 
months in public health nursing 
and head nurse training. 

Clinical area, however, is not 
all work and no play. Ample op- 
portunities are provided for rec- 
reation. In the Shreveport Div- 
ision, the girls have teams of 
basketball and Softball, and are 
known as the Northwestern Nur- 
ses. There is a Recreation Room 
where the girls may watch tele- 
vision, enjoy records, and play 
ping-pong. Facilities are provided 
for badminton and volleyball. 
Then, of course, there are the
